V.  Bryant,  Senator  elect  from  the  15th  district,  came 
forward,  presented  his  credentials,  took  and  subscribed  the  oath  of 
office,  and  took  his  seat  as  a  Senator. 

In  conformity  with  a  resolution  previously  adopted,  the  President 
appointed  Senators  Mackay  and  Rogers  on  the  temporary  Committee 
on  Elections. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Morrisson,  all  the  officers  elect  came  for- 
ward, took  the  oath  of  office  and  entered  upon  their  duties. 

Senator  Walker  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
and  adopted : 

Reiolved^  That  the  doorkeeper  be  authorized  and  empowered  to 
appoint  six  laborers  and  one  night  watch,  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  contingent  fund. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Cottey,  the  Senate  took  a  recess  for  fifteen 
minutes  at  10:45  a.  m. 

At  11  o'clock,  the  redess  having  expired,  the  President  called  tha 
Senate  to  order,-  when  the  committee,  appointed  to  wait  upon  his  ex- 
cellency the  Governor,  reported  that  they  had  performed  the  duty  as- 
signed them,  and  that  his  excellency  would  transmit  his  message  at  2 
o'clock  p.  M.  to-day ;  which  report  was  accepted  and  the  committee 
discharged.

Mr.  President  :  I  am  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the 
House  is  now  fully  organized  and  ready  to  proceed,  under  section  3  of 
article  —  of  the  Constitution,  to  open  and  publish  the  returns  of  the 
late  election  for  State  officers,  and  respectfully  request  the  Senate  ta 
meet  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  immediately,  to  open  and  pilblish  said 
returns  in  joint  session. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing  request  of  the  House,  the  Senate^ 
on  motion  of  Senator  Morrisson,  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  for  the  purpose  of  publishing  the  returns  for  State 
officers. 

Senator  Cabell  moved  that  when  the  Senate  adjourn,  it  adjourrt 
to  meet  again  on  Saturday  morning  at  10  o'clock.    Carried.

Senators  and  Representatives: 

The  Constitution  requires  the  Governor  of  this  State^  at  the  close 
of  his  term  of  ofBce,  to  give  information  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  to  recommend  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  expedient.  In  this  message,  I  have  endeavored  to  comply  with 
those  requirements  by  giving  you,  in  a  brief  manner,  information  of 
the  condition  of  the  State,  and  to  mention  but  few  matters  upon  which 
legislation  is,  in  my  opinion,  required.  The  aifairs  of  the  State  are  in 
a  prosperous  condition ;  the  laws  are  generally  faithfully  executed ; 
quiet  prevails ;  the  people  are  prosperous ;  the  costs  to  the  State  of 
criminal  prosecutions  are  diminished ;  the  Penitentiary  has  become  a 
self-sustaining  institution,  and  economy  prevails  in  all  departments  of 
the  State  government. 

^  THE  TREASURY. 

The  condition  of  the  Treasury  naturally  first  attracts  the  attention 
of  the  tax-payers.  They  maintain  and  support  the  government,  and 
have  the  right  to  inquire  and  be  informed  how  and  in  what  manner 
their  contributions  have  been  applied  and  expended.  The  expendi- 
tures of  our  State  government  are  necessarily  divided  into  expendi- 
tures to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  of  the  State,  the  payment  of  the 
interest  on  the  same,  the  payments  of  salaries  and  compensation  of 
officers  for  the  due  execution  of  the  laws,  and  the  expenses  of  levying^ 
and  collecting  the  money  needed  and  required  to  keep  the  machinery 
of  government  running.  A  part  of  that  machinery  consists  of  our 
courts  of  justice,  where  the  rights  of  parties  to  property  are  settled^ 
damages  awarded  for  injuries  done  to  persons  or  property,  and  those 
guilty  of  crimes  are  punished.  We  have  also  the  blind,  the  mutes  and 
the  insane  to  care  for,  educate  and  protect.  Their  misfortunes  and 
their  maladies  enlist  our  sympathies.  Not  suflSciently  numerous  to- 
require  asylums  in  every  county  for  their  education  and  support,  the 
care  of  these  people  devolves  upon  the  State,  and  a  part  of  the  revenue 
of  the  State  is  bestowed  in  erecting  suitable  buildings  for  their  comfort 
and  maintenance,  and  expenditures  on  this  account  may  be  classed  as 
eleemosynary,  yet  in  part  partaking  of  educational.  It  is  said  the 
safety  of  our  government,  in  part,  depends  on  the  education  of  the 
people.  The  eminent  legislators  of  this  State,  in  recognition  of  that 
fact,  did,  at  an  early  day,  establish  an  excellent  system  of  public 
schools,  and  also  provided  for  a  State  University.  This  brings  us  to 
another  branch  of  expenditures—the  educational.  Besides  the  State 
University  and  the  public  schools,  other  institutions  of  learning  have 
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l)een  established  by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  educating  and  train- 
ing the  students  to  be  instructors  in  our  schools.  I  refer  to  the  three 
•State  Normal  Schools  and  to  the  Lincoln  Institute.  The  latter  is  now 
« State  institution,  and  is  designed  especially  for  the  education  of 
<5olored  persons. 

The  receipts  from  all  sources,  including  the  balance  on  hand  Janu- 
ary 1, 1879,  and  disbursements  from  the  revenue  fund  for  the  last  two 
years,  are  as  follows :

This  shows  a  balance  of  $284,026:78  in  the  Revenue  fund.  But  a 
part  of  these  receipts,  though  properly  placed  in  the  Revenue  fund, 
are  not  usual  receipts,  as  $256,875  thereof  were  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  renewal  revenue  bonds  of  $1,000  each^  autho- 
rized to  be  issued  and  sold  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  May 
•9th,  1879,  to  pay  the  revenue  bonds  which  were  issued  in  accqrdance 
v^rith  the  act  of  April  23d,  1877. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  also,  that  $250,000,  with  $30,000  interest  on  the 
aame,  are  not  ordinary  expenditures. 

There  has  been  expended  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  our 
•eleemosynary  institutions,  for  the  last  two  years,  the  sum  of  $327,057.50, 
paid  from  the  Revenue  fund.  This  includes  the  cost  of  rebuilding  the 
Xunatic  Asylum,  in  1879-80,  at  St.  Joseph. 


*  This  iDclades  $250,000  paid  for  revenue  bonds  wbich  matured  June  1, 1879. 
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There  was  also  expended  daring  the  same  time,  in  support  of  our 
common  schools,  the  Lincoln  Institute,  the  three  Normal  Schools  and 
the  State  University,  the  sum  of  $f, 145,381. 89.  But  of  this  amount  the 
sum  of  $363,720  was  paid  out  of  the  Interest  fund,  being  the  amount 
of  interest  which  had  accrued  on  bonds  and  certificates  of  indebtedness 
of  the  State,  held  in  trust  for  the  State  School  and  Seminary  funds* 
Nevertheless,  those  sums  of  money  were  raised  by  taxation  of  our  peo- 
ple daring  the  last  two  calender  and  fiscal  years. 

OF  THE  REVENUE. 

The  revenues  of  the  State  will  n'aturally  increase  some  with  thein-^ 
crease  of  population  and  of  wealth.  The  price  of  property,  and  par- 
ticularly of  real  estate,  has  been  greatly  depressed  for  a  few  years  last 
past.  In  the  latter  part  of  1879,  the  price  of  all  kinds  of  property  in- 
creased, but  at  too  late  a  period  to  enable  the  enhanced  valuation  ta 
materially  e£fect  the  assessment  of  that  year.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  all  persons  are  required  to  give  in  the  property  held  and  owned 
by  them  on  the  Ist  day  of  August,  and  the  valuation  of  the  same  is  to> 
be  made  of  that  date,  but  the  taxes  will  not  be  ready  for  collection  on 
that  assessment  till  the  autumn  of  the  next  year.  The  following  state- 
ment shows  the  valuation  of  the  real  estate,  the  personal  property, 
and  the  railroads,  bridges  and  telegraphs,  in  this  State,  for  the  years 
name:

The  assessment  of  1879  is  the  assessment  upon  which  the  tax  has 
just  been  collected,  and  the  assessment  of  property  which  was  made 
on  the  1st  day  of  August  last,  is  not  yet  completed,  but  the  tax  will  be 
payable  in  the  autumn  of  1881,  and  will  be  levied  on  that  valuation. 
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Additional  taxes  will  be  derived  from  licenses  and  from  the  ad  valo- 
rem tax  levied  on  merchants  and  manufacturers,  as  well  as  dram-shop 
or  beer-house  licenses.  For  more  particular  and  specific  information 
concerning  the  revenue,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  State  Auditor, 
and  the  valuable  tables  accompanying  it.  I  am  of  opinion  a  portion  of 
the  Renewal  Revenue  bonds  can  be  paid  at  their  maturity,  but  not  all. 

STAT&  INTBRBST  AND'SINKOTG  FXTND. 

The  tax  which  forms  the  Interest  fund,  is  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent., 
or  20  cents  on  the  $100  of  the  assessed  value  of  property,  levied  on  all 
real  estate  and  other  property  and  eflFects  subject  to  taxation,  and,  by 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  interest  on  the  public  debt.  The  interest  on  the  public  debt  has 
been  promptly  met  and  paid.  The  residue  of  the  Interest  fund  consti- 
tutes the  Sinking  fund,  and  it  is  to  be  applied  to  the  extinguishment  of 
the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State.  During  the  years  1877  and  1878, 
the  sum  of  $535,000  was  paid  in  the  extinguishment  of  the  public  debt. 
The  law  provides  when  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  Sinking  fund  to 
purchase  one  or  more  bonds  of  the  State,  the  Fund  Commissioners 
shall  call  in  for  payment  a  like  amount  of  the  bonds  of  the  State,  (the 
Hannibal  and  St.  Joe  Railroad  bonds  expected,)  but  the  commission- 
ers shall  not  purchase  or  redeem  any  such  bonds  at  a  higher  rate  than 
their  ''face  value."  No  bonds  of  this  State  fell  due  in  1879,  according 
to  the  previous  reports  of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  and  all  description 
of  bonds  which  the  commissioners  were  authorized  to  purchase  sold  in 
market  at  a  premium  of  from  4  to  10  per  cent.  None  of  the  "option," 
or  5-20  bonds  were  redeemable  till  the  1st  of  May  of  last  year.  Pub  ■ 
lie  notice  was  given  that  all  which  were  redeemable  at  that  date,  and 
designated  by  their  numbers  and  series,  would  be  paid  on  presentation 
to  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  that 
interest  would  cease  on  and  after  that  date.  This  bank  had  been,  by 
the  commissioners,  previously  selected  as  the  depository  and  fiscal 
agent  of  the  State  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  payable  in  Ne'w 
York,  on  the  bonded  debt.  Money  was,  by  order  of  the  Fund  Com- 
missioners, deposited  with  said  bank  for  that  purpose.  As  the  interest 
on  the  bonded  indebtedness  was  due  on  the  Ist  of  July,  in  the  opinion, 
of  the  Fund  Commissioners,  no  more  money  could  be  spared  for  the 
redemption  of  bonds  at  that  date.  Public  notice  was  gived  that  $40,- 
000  of  bonds  would  be  redeemed  on  31st  of  July  last,  and  that  interest 
would  cease  on  and  after  that  date,  and  another  public  notice  was 
given  that  $75,000  of  bonds  would  be  redeemed  on  the  31st  of  August 
last,  and  that  interest  would  cease  on  and  after  that  date.    Funda 
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wherewith  to  redeem  said  bonds  were  placed  with  the  Bank  of  Oom- 
merce  at  the  time  the  said  notices  were  respectively  given.  The  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  on  the  public  debt  on  the  1st  of  January  last,  was 
dependednt  on  the  collection  of  taxes  during  the  months  of  November 
and  December.  A  large  amount  of  the  taxes  collected  in  the  month 
of  December  is  not  received  at  the  Treasury  till  some  time  in  the 
month  of  January.  Yet  $402,000  was,  in  the  month  of  December  last, 
remitted  to  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce  of  New  York  City,  for  the 
payment  of  the  interest  due  on  the  public  debt  on  the  first  of  this 
month,  payable  in  the  City  of  New  York.  The  interest  due  for  the 
year  1880  on  the  bonds  held  in  trust  for  the  Public  School  fund,  amount- 
ing to  $120,540,  was  set  apart  in  the  Treasury  in  the  month  of  Decem- 
ber last,  though  none  of  it  will  be  disbursed  till  the  month  of  March ; 
and  $3,660,  the  interest  due  the  first  of  January  last  on  the  bonds  held 
in  trust  for  the  Seminary  fund,  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Curators  of  the  State  University.  The  interest  on  the  certifi- 
cate of  indebtedness  of  $900,000  is  not  payable  till  the  first  of  March, 
1881.  In  the  first  call  of  bonds  for  redemption,  there  were  embraced 
22  bonds  which  belonged  to  the  Seminary  fund.  It  was  not  intended 
by  the  commissioners  to  redeem  any  bonds  held  in  trust  by  the  State 
for  any  of  its  funds.  This  error  was  not  discovered  till  it  was  too  late 
to  redeem  it,  except  in  the  call  for  bonds  for  redemption  on  the  3 1st  of 
December  last.  The  Fund  Commissioners,  therefore,  on  the  10th  of 
December  last,  called  in  for  redeption  $167,090  of  the  bonds  of  the 
State,  and  gave  notice  that  the  interest  thereon  would  cease  on  the 
after  the  3 1st  day  of  last  December.  $22,000  of  the  money  necessary 
for  that  purpose  was  on  deposit  with  the  National  Bank  of  Commerce 
of  New  York  City,  and  on  the  day  the  call  was  made  the  residue  of 
the  money  was  ordered  to  be  remitted  by  the  Bank  of  Commerce  Of 
St.  Louis.  Thus,  while  none  of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State 
was  paid  in  1879,  for  the  reasons  given,  yet  in  the  year  1880,  double  the 
amount  of  bonded  indebtedness  required  to  be  paid  in  1880,  was  re- 
deemed in  that  year.  In  the  four  years  last  past,  there  has  been  paid 
out  of  the  Sinking  fund,  $1,035,000  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  State — a 
reduction  annually  of  more  than  $60,000  of  interest,  leaving  that  much 
more  of  the  Interest  fund  applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  bonded  in- 
debtedness of  the  State. 

The  following  table  shows  the  receipts,  including  the  balance  on 
hand  on  the  Ist  of  January,  1879,  and  the  disbursements  of  the  Interest 
fund  for  the  last  two  years,  showing  a  balance  of  $73,629.77  :

The  State  holds  in  trust  for  the  Seminary  fund  $122,000,  and  for 
the  School  fund  $1,958,000,  making  the  sum  of  $2,080,000,  all  of  which 
said  bonds  are  5-20,  and  may  now  be  redeemed,  as  five  years  have 
elapsed  since  their  issue.  The  educational  funds  of  the  State  are  prin- 
cipally invested  in  5-20  bonds.  I  cannot  recommend  any  course  by 
which  those  funds  shall  be  impaired  or  their  revenues  be  diminished. 
To  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  or  to  reinvest  (which  can  only  be  done 
by  paying  a  premium,)  the  amount  in  any  bonds  of  this  State,  will 
seriously  impair  the  revenue  of  those  funds,  and  I  will  not  believe, 
till  I  shall  hear  it  so  avowed,  that  any  one  considerately  desires  to  im- 
pair the  school  funds  or  to  diminish  their  income.  Of  the  State  bonds 
proper,  outstanding,  there  are  $137,000  which  may  be  redeemed  at  this 
time,  as  the  Legislature  provided  for  their  redemption  after  the  expira- 
tion of  twenty  years.  Until  a  recent  examination,  it  was  believed 
they  were  not  redeemable  till  1883,  and  were  so  reported ;  the  residue 
of  that  series  of  bonds  are  redeemable  in  1882  and  1883.  And  there 
are  $4,000  of  bonds  of  the  North  Missouri  Railroad  which  will  fall  due 
in  1885.  JNo  bonds  will  fall  due  in  this  year,  and  whatever  bonds  may 
be  redeemed  must  be  called  from  the  ''  option"  bonds. 


INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE  STATE. 


Not  including  the  $3,000,000  of  bonds  of  the  State  loaned  to  the 
Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  Railroad  Company,  on  which  that  company 
has  promptly  paid  the  interest,  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  State 
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on  the  Ist  of  January  of  this  year  was  $16,259,000.  This  amount  does 
not  include  a  few  bonds  which  are  past  due  and  have  been  outstanding 
for  several  years.  Money  was  placed  in  New  York  for  the  redemption 
•of  those  bonds,  at  the  time  they  severally  fell  due,  and  from  the  date 
the  money  was  so  placed  by  the  Fund  Commissioners,  they  have  been 
regarded  as  paid.  The  State  holds  in  trust  for  the  Public  School  fund 
and  for  the  Seminary  fuhd  $3,031,000,  which  bonds  have  been  defaced 
so  as  t^  destroy  their  negotiability,  in  accordance  with  a  law  of  the 
last  Legislature.  This  leaves  in  circulation  only  $13,228,000  of  State 
bonds,  and  the  annual  interest  is  only  $975,540.  This  does  not  influde 
the  temporary  loan  of  $250,000  which  will  fall  due  next  June. 

THE  MASTIN  DBPIGIT. 

The  State  Treilsurer,  in  January,  1879,  reported  a  balance  of  the 
money  in  the  Treasury  was  '•  deposited  and  held"  as  follows :

The  deposits  and  investments  of  the  moneys  herein  stated  were 
made  without  the  consent  of  the  Attorney- General  and  the  Governor, 
and  whatever  security  the  Treasurer  may  have  had  was  not  submitted 
to  the  Attorney-General  nor  to  the  Governor,  to  learn  whether  or  not 
it  was  satisfactory.    In  brief,  the  deposits  of  said  moneys  were  made 
entirely  on  the  responsibility  of  the  Treasurer,  and  without  the  advice 
or  consent  of  any  State  officer  empowered  to  pass  on  that  question.  In 
the  month  of  May,  1879,  there  was  paid  to  Col.  Gates  $5,321.59,  on 
account  of  a  dividend  due  to  him  from  the  Mastin  Bank.    In  October, 
1879,  the  sum  of  $5,000,  deposited  with  Eeid  and  Chrisman,  and  the 
$49,000  of  Clinton  county  bonds,  disappear  from  the  Treasurer's  state- 
ment   If  those  bonds  belonged  to  the  State,  then  the  money  received 
on  the  two  semir  annual  coupons  of  each  bond,  should  have  been  paid 
into  the  Treasury.    In  December,  1879,  the  Mastin  Bank  deficit  is 
^minished  $3r,634.01,  and  in  the  Treasurer's  annual  report,  made  to 
me  in  January,  1880,  for  the  year  1879,  it  is  stated  he  has  realized  the 
last  named  sum  from  his  official  bondsmen,  for  which  he  has  "assigned 
to  them  a  like  amount  of  my  (his)  claim  against  the  Mastin  Bank.'' 
Another  reduction  of  the  Mastin  Bank  deficit  took  place  in  June,  1880, 
of  •20,000,  said  to  have  been  received  from  one  of  the  sureties  upon 
the  bond  given  by  the  Mastin  Bank  to  Col.  Gates  for  the  safe  keeping 
and  return  of  his  deposits,  and  paid  in  consideration  that  this  bonds-

man  shall  be  held  to  no  further  liability  on  that  account.  In  th^ 
month  of  July  last,  the  further  sum  of  $43,709.55  was  deducted  from 
said  deficit,  which  was  received  from  the  assignee  of  said  bank  as  a 
dividend  on  a  claim  allowed  in  favor  of  Col.  Gates  against  it.  From 
time  to  time,  the  amount  of  money  deposited  with  t^e  National  Bank 
of  the  State  of  Missouri  was  diminished,  until  in  September  last^  it 
entirely  disappeared  from  the  Treasurer's  report.  There  is  now  the 
sum  of  $183,522.65,  as  claimed  by  Col.  Gates,  held  by  the  Mastin  Bank» 
Promises  have  been  made  to  me  that  this  sum  should  be  paid  before- 
the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  but  those  promises  have  not  yet  beea 
redeemed.  No  settlement  was  approved  by  the  Legislature  of  the- 
Treasurer  for  the  first  two  years  of  his  term  of  oflSice,  nor  was  a  settle- 
ment of  his  accounts  made  at  the  time  of  giving  his  new  bond.  The 
laws  did  not  permit  nor  authorize  a  suit  to  be  brought  against  CoL 
Gates  and  his  bondsmen ;  and  the  first  time  a  suit  can  be  brought  on 
his  official  bond  will  be  when  he  shall  fail  to  deliver  to  his  successor 
the  funds  which  have  been  entrusted  to  his  care  and  safe  keeping.  If 
there  shall  be  no  deficit — if  all  the  money  with  which  he  stands^ 
charged  shall  be  legally  accounted  for  or  paid  to  his  puccessor — then 
no  suit  can  be  maintained.  But  if,  on  the  contrary,  he  does  not  law- 
fully account  for  all  the  money  which  came  to  his  hands,  and  pay  to 
his  successor  the  balance,  (if  any  there  shall  be),  he  and  his  bondsmen 
will  be  liable  on  his  bond  for  the  deficiency.  But  it  is  claimed  the^ 
State  has  priority  of  payment  over  all  other  creditors  in  cases  of  in- 
solvency, and  that  this  principle  of  law  is  applicable  to  the  case  of  the 
Mastin  Bank.  That  the  State,  by  express  statutory  enactment,  has^ 
priority  of  payment  over  all  demands — except  funeral  expenses  and 
expenses  of  last  sickness  in  case  of  the  estates  of  deceased  persons — 
and  also  priority  of  payment  of  taxes  assessed  on  real  estate,  is  true. 
But  does  this  priority  of  payment  extend  to  any  other  cases  ?  Good 
reasons  exist  to  cause  such  a  statutory  provision  to  be  made,  but  th& 
enactment  of  a  law  of  that  import  cannot  have  a  retroactive  effects 
If  the  State  can  assert  and  maintain  priority  of  payment  in  the  case 
of  the  Gates  deposit  in  the  Mastin  Bank,  and  cause  all  persons  to 
whom  the  assignee  in  good  faith  has  paid  the  dividends  in  the  same 
manner  as  they  have  been  paid  to  Col.  Gates,  then  must  all  who  have 
received  dividends  from  the  assignee  of  said  bank  be  called  upon  and 
made  to  refund  the  payments  already  made  to  them,  or  sufficient  to 
pay  the  deficit.  And  if  priority  of  payment  to  the  State  exists  in  this^ 
case,  and  can  be  enforced,  then  the  sureties  of  Col.  Gates,  who  have 
already  paid  more  than  930,000  for  him,  can  assert  this  principle  for 
their  benefit.  And  if  the  sureties  of  Col.  Gates  shall  now  pay  into 
the  treasury  the  $183,522.65,  now  held  by  the  Mastin  Bank,  those 
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snreties  would,  by  existing  laws,  be  subrogated  to  sill  the  rights  of  the 
State. 

REVENUE  BONDS. 

In  1877  I  found  the  Treasury  in  a  depleted  condition.  Certificates 
of  indebtedness  had  been  issued,  liabilities  had  been  incurred,  and 
demands  filed  with  the  Auditor  for  settlement  in  the  year  1876, 
amounting  to  more  than  $266,000,  as  stated  in  my  special  message  to 
the  Legislature,  in  March,  1877.  The  revenues  of  the  State  at  that 
time  were  insufiicient  to  meet  the  exigency.  I  recommended  a  tem- 
porary loan  to  be  made  to  supply  this  casual  deficiency,  (and  would 
have  recommended  a  larger  sum,  but  the  Constitution  forbaae),  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  second  clause  of  section  44  of ' 
article  4  of  the  Constitution.  The  authority  was  given,  and  the  loan 
was  made.  The  revenues  of  the  State  were  inadequate  to  defray  the 
cnrrent  expenses  of  the  State  government,  the  other  expenditures 
charged  to  the  revenue  fund,  and  also  to  redeem  those  bonds.  Hence 
anthority  was  given,  by  the  Legislature  of  1879,  to  redeem  the  revenue 
bonds  by  negotiating  another  6  per  cent,  loan,  payable  in  two  years. 
Proposals  were  invited  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  the  loan 
was  awarded  to  the  highest  and  best  bidder  at  a  premium  of  2|  per 
cent,  amounting  to  $6,875. 

BATE  OF  INTEREST. 

I  recommended  to  the  last  Legislature  a  reduction  in  the  rate  of 
interest.  The  proposition  at  first  was  received  with  favor,  but  after- 
wards alarm  was  created  in  the  minds  of  some,  lest  capital  from  other 
States  should  be  withdrawn.  But  during  that  winter  the  Legislatures 
of  the  States  of  Illinois  and  New  York  considered  the  question — the 
first  named  State  reducing  its  legal  rate  of  interest  to  6  per  cent.,  and 
by  contract  8  per  cent,  per  annum,  while  the  State  of  New  York  re- 
duced its  rate  of  interest  from  7  to  6  per  cent,  per  annum.  The  same 
reasons  which  influenced  me  then  to  make  that  recommendation, 
causes  me  again  to  recommend  a  reduction  of  the  rate  of  interest  to  6 
per  cent,  per  annum,  with  suitable  provisions  to  cause  the  law  to  be 
respected  and  observed.  It  has  been  recently  urged,  in  order  to  in- 
duce capitalists  of  this  State  to  invest  in,  the  bonds  of  the  State,  that 
the  capital  so  invested  shall  be  exempted  from  taxation.  There  is  no 
good  reason  presented  to  my  mind  why  we  shall  amend  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  State  and  exempt  any  property  from  taxation.  Why 
fihoold  the  money  of  the  capitalist  be  exempt  from  taxation  because

he  invests  it  in  the  bonds  of  this  State,  or  in  the  cities  and  counties  of 
this  State  ?  By  many  political  economists  it  is  considered  the  taxes 
levied  on  property  are  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  its 
protection,  and  that  property  of  all  descriptions  should  be  taxed  in 
order  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Government  in  making  laws  for  its 
protection,  and  the  costs  and  expense  of  enforcing  those  laws.  We 
can  borrow  money  at  as  low  a  rate  of  interest  as  4  per  cent,  per  annum, 
but  our  necessities  are  not  such,  at  this  time,  as  to  require  the  post- 
ponement of  the  day  of  the  payment  of  our  indebtedness,  in  consider- 
ation of  a  reduced  rate  of  interest.  Instead  of  inviting  the  capitalists 
of  this  State  to  invest  their  money  in  State  or  municipal  bonds,  I  pre- 
fer to  see  it  invested  in  the  development  of  our  mines,  the  building  of 
railroads  and  the  establishment  of  manufactories.  Millions  of  dollars 
worth  of  cotton  are  transported  through  this  State — some  raised  in 
it — and  a  few  hundred  bales  only  manufactured  here.  We  continue 
to  import  to  this  State  iron  and  steel,  and  yet  the  raw  material  from 
which  it  is'  produced  is  abundant.  Sheep-husbandry  is  one  of  our  great 
sources  of  industry,  yet  but  few  woollen  goods  are  manufactured  by 
us.  We  send  the  hides  of  our  beeves  away  to  be  manufactured,  and 
they  are  returned  to  us  in  boots  and  shoes.  Instead  of  encouraging  all 
those  who  have  capital  to  be  money-lenders,  why  not,  (if  encourage- 
ment is  to  be  given  to  any)  Encourage  investment  in  mining,  manu- 
factures and  in  commerce  ? 

EDUCATION. 

The  number  of  students  at  the  State  University,  the  School  of 
Mines  and  tbe  Lincoln  Institute,  on  the  first  of  November  last,  is  in 
excess  of  the  number  in  any  previous  year  attending  those  institutions 
at  the  same  date.  The  number  of  students  at  the  State  University,  in 
all  its  departments,  is  now  500  This  number  of  students  is  a  sure  test 
of  the  correct  discipline  maintained,  and  the  meritorious  standard  of 
education  adopted  at  the  University,  and  is  a  testimonial  to  the  good 
character  of  the  president  and  the  other  members  of  the  faculty  as 
educators  and  instructors  of  the  youth  entrusted  to  their  care.  At  the 
Normal  Schools  fewer  students  are  in  attendance  than  in  former  years. 
This,  perhaps,  may  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  those  to  whom  has 
been  entrusted  the  management  of  the  Normal  Schools  have  been 
more  strict  in  requiring  the  student  to  obligate  himself  to  follow  the 
profession  of  teaching  in  this  State,  after  he  shall  have  graduated. 
This  requirement  is  in  accord  with  the  basis  upon  which  the  Normal 
Schools  were  established,  and  should  be  exacted  of  the  students  by 
those  schools.    The  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  at  RoUa,  is  in  a 
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prosperous  condition.  The  frequent  discovery  of  mines  of  the  precious 
metals  in  the  Territories,  and  the  demand  in  this  State  lor  mining 
engineers,  have  no  doubt  caused  an  increase  of  students  to  qualify 
themselves  to  follow  the  profession  of  mining  engineer  and  geologist. 
For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  the  Lincoln  Institute  has  an  entire 
corps  of  colored  teachers.    Prof.  Page  and  his  assistant  teachers  have 
thus  far  given  general  satisfaction  to  the  trustees,  and  the  patrons  of 
the  Institute.    The  Lincoln  Institute  was  organized  in  1870,  and  was 
established  by  the  money  previously  subscribed  for  that  purpose  by 
colored  soldiers,  aided  by  a  few  philanthropists.    After  slavery  was 
abolished,  and  the  negro  was  made  a  citizen  and  entitled  to  all  the 
legal  rights  to  which  other  citizens  were  entitled,  it  was  deemed 
desirable  to  educate  some  of  their  class  to  be  teachers  in  the  pub^c 
schools  of  this  State,  so  that  the  colored  children  should  have  the  same 
legal  right  to  the  public  money,  and  to  obtain  an  education,  which  the 
white  children  in  the  State  possessed.  Provision  was  made  for  separate 
schools,  and  in  many  of  the  villages  and  towns  of  the  State  schools 
for  colored  children  are  regularly  taught  and  are  well  patronized  and 
maintained.    The  Lincoln  Institute,  however,  has  struggled  for  an  ex- 
istence.   The  youth  who  resorted  to  it  to  obtain  an  education  had  a 
rugged  pathway  to  travel  to  support  themselves  and  to  devote  their 
time  to  study,  instead  of  labor.    The  Legislature  did  assist  the  Insti- 
tute, but  the  building  did  not  belong  to  the  State.    A  debt  had  been 
incurred  by  the  trustees,  which  embarrassed  the  operations  of  the 
school.    The  last  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to  the  payment 
of  its  indebtedness.    This  appropriation  was  contained  in  the  general 
appropriation  bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a  corporation  managing  a  charity. 
The  Constitution  provides :    ^^  The  Genersd  Assembly  shall  have  no 
power  to  make  any  grant        •        *        *        *        of  public  money  or 
thing  of  value  to  any  individual,  association  of  individuals,  municipal 
or  other  corporation  whatever.    The  grant  of  money  to  the  Lincoln 
Institute  was  in  violation  of  the  part  of  the  Constitution  just  quoted, 
and  as  matters  then  stood,  could  not  receive  my  approval.    I  was  ex 
officio  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees.    The  trustees  were  assem- 
bled, and  with  no  dissenting  voice,  it  was  resolved  the  buildings  of  the 
Lincoln  Institute  and  its  school  apparatus  and  furniture  should  be 
conveyed  to  the  State.    The  deed  was  made,  executed,  acknowledged 
and  recorde<f,  and  the  appropriation  bill  was  then  approved.    It  is  too 
soon  now  to  be  done,  but  the  Lincoln  Institute  will,  if  properly  cared 
for,  occupy  the  same  position  to  the  colored  people  of  the  State  which 
the  State  University  holds  to  the  white  people  of  the  State.    It  was-a 
wise  act  to  place  the  Lincoln  Institute  under  the  control  of  the  State 
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government,  where  it  can  be  cared  for  and  protected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  State  institutions  are  protected  and  maintained. 

I  requested  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Schoc^ls  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  students,  on  the  first  day  of  November  in  each  year,  for  the 
last  six  years,  in  all  the  institutions  of  learning  and  education  through- 
out the  State,  except  the  public  district  schools  and  private  schools  of 
like  grade.  It  has  been  stated  that  the  people  of  the  West,  if  they 
emigrated  from  the  Southern  States,  are  not  disposed  to  aid,  encourage 
and  foster  institutions  of  learning.  This  opinion  has  probably  been 
based  upon  criticisms  expressed  concerning  the  management  of  our 
public  schools,  and  some  are  found  condemning  this  system,  who  only 
wish  to  censure  the  mode  of  management.  We  find  in  many  portions 
of  the  State  large  and  ornately  built  public  school  houses — some  of 
them  three  stories  in  height — and  when  the  children  of  the  school  dis- 
trict are  assembled,  there  is  not  a  sufficient  number  of  them  to  fill  the 
rooms  on  the  ground  floor.  And  if  this  were  all,  it  would  be  tolerable. 
But  these  school  houses  were  built  with  money  raised  by  the  sale  of 
bonds  issued  by  the  district,  and  the  school  taxes  for  interest  and  other 
proper  purposes,  become  so  enormous  that  the  people  cannot  pay  them 
— much  less  the  principal— and  many  join  in  a  pardonable  com- 
plaint against  the  system,  when  the  censure  is  really  intended  to  be 
hurled  against  the  extravagance  and  recklessness  of  expenditure  some- 
times practiced  in  the  name  of  the  public  schools.  The  people  of  the 
West  and  South  are  thoroughly  imbued  with  the  necessities  of  a  free 
public  education,  and  have  demonstrated  their  perfect  willingness  to 
support  and  encourage  such*a  system.  So  far  as  this  State  is  concerned, 
its  aitl  and  encouragement  of  public  schools  will  favorably  compare 
with  any  other  State  in  the  Union. 

A  statement  of  facts  furnished  by  the  reports  made  to  that  able 
and  efficient  officer,  Hon.  R.  D.  Shannon,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools,  will  substantiate  the  statement  made  by  me.  There  are  three 
descriptions  of  school  funds — the  State  School  fund,  the  Oounty  School 
fund  and  the  Oongressional  Township  School  fund.  In  1874  the  State 
School  fund  was  $2,624,354.  In  1875  that  fund  was  increased  about 
$286,000,  and  the  increase  was  principally  from  the  conversion  of  5-20 
United  States  bouds,  held  by  the  State,  into  bonds  of  this  State.  The 
State  School  fund  now  amounts  to  the  sum  of  S2,909,792.  The  county 
and  township  school  funds  aggregated,  in  1874,  the  sum  of  $3,037,440, 
but  many  counties  that  year  failed  to  make  a  report  of  those  funds. 
The  County  and  Township  School  funds,  and  some  special  school  funds 
held  by  counties  and  the  City  of  St.  Louis,  this  year  amount  to  $5,867,- 
359,  and  the  total  funds  in  this  State  for  educational  purposes,  on  the 
first  of  January  last,  was  $8,950,805,  and  of  this^.Mi^  J3,03U*QW)  are 
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lx>nd6  and  certificates  of  indebtedness  of  this  State,  upon  which  interest 
4it  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum  is  regularly  paid.  School  moneys 
are  now  api>ortioned  according  to  the  number  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  6  and  20  years — ^formerly  between  5  and  21  years.  The  appor- 
tionment is  made  on  the  enumeration  of  the  preceding  year;  thus,  the 
4ipportionment  of  money  for  1881  will  be  made  on  the  enumeration  of 
1880.    I  give  the  enumeration  and  apportionment  for  a  few  years :

A  fluctuation  of  the  receipts  of  the  Revenue  fund  will  cause  a 
variation  in  the  amount  to  be  apportioned.  The  moneys  apportioned 
are  derived  from  interest  6n  the  indebtedness  of  the  State  to  the  Pub- 
lic School  fund,  and  25  per  cent,  of  the  taxes  received  annually  by  the 
Revenue  fund.  And  it  appears  there  was  paid  to  teachers  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  during  the  last  two  years,  the  following  sums :  In  1879,  $2|- 
211,926 ;  in  1880,  $2,218,637. 

The  result  of  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools  shows  the  number  of  students  in  the  various  seminaries  of 
learning  in  this  State — excluding  the  district  schools  and  private 
^hools  of  that  grade — as  follows,  in  the  years  named :

This  table  demonstrates  that  all  the  institutions  of  learning,  of  a 
higher  grade,  in  this  State,  are  well  patronized,  and  that  the  people  are 
duly  impressed  with  the  great  importance  of  giving  to  their  children  a 
£Ood  and  thorough  education. 

THB  STATE  CBNSUS. 

Congress  has  provided  that  if  any  State  or  Territory,  by  its  duly 
apiM)inted  or  authorized  agents,  during  the  two  months  beginning  on 
the  fiist  Monday  of  June,  in  the  semi-decennial  years,  shall  take  and 
complete  a  census,  in  all  respects  according  to  the  schedules  and  forma 
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of  enumeration  prescribed  for  the  census  of  the  United  States,  an4 
shall  deposit  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  on  or  before  the  first  of 
September  following,  a  full  and  authentic  copy  of  all  the  schedule^, 
returned  and  reports  made  by  the  persons  charged  with  such  enumera- 
tion, the  Government  of  the  United  States  will  pay  to  such  State  or 
Territory  a  sum  equal  to  50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  which  was  paid  by 
the  United  States  to  all  supervisors  and  actual  enumerators  at  the  last 
preceding  census,  increased  by  one-half  the  percentage  of  gain  in  pop- 
ulation in  such  State  or  territory  between  the  United  States  censuses- 
next  preceding.    But  the  blank  schedules  to  be  used  for  this  purpose^ 
shall  be  similar  in  all  respects  to  those  used  by  the  United  States.    The 
law  of  this  State  provides  a  census  shall  be  taken  by  the  assessors  of 
the  counties,  and  of  the  city  of  St  Louis,  in  1886,  and  every  tenth  year 
thereafter,  but  not  in  so  comprehensive  a  manner  as  required  by  the^ 
laws  of  the  Dnited  States.    An  enumeration  of  the  people  of  this  State 
was  taken  every  fourth  year,  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  1820,  until  1848,  and  thereafter  in  pursuance  of  law  until 
1868.    After  the  census  of  1868,  it  was  provided  a  State  census  should 
be  taken  in  1876  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter.    I  recommend  the^ 
law  providing  for  taking  the  State  census  be  so  changed  that  the  census- 
shall  be  taken  in  1885  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  and  that  the 
return  of  said  census  shall  be  made  on  schedules  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion and  in  like  manner  as  the  returns  of  the  tenth  census  of  the 
United  States  were  made  by  the  supervisors  and  enumerators,  and  that 
the  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  the  time  named  in  the  act  of 
Congress  to  which  I  have  referred,  so  that  the  State  may  receive  the^ 
benefit  of  the  provisions  of  said  act    I  invite  your  attention  to  this 
matter  at  this  time  so  that  if  you  shall  concur  in  the  views  I  have  ex- 
pressed, steps  shall  be  taken  forthwith  to  change  the  law.    And  if  the^ 
change  shall  be  made  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature,  the  law  will  be^ 
subject  to  the  scrutiny  and  discussion  of  our  constituents,  and  if  defec-^ 
tive  in  any  particular,  there  will  be  ample  time  for  its  amendment.  And 
if  you  shall  make  such  change  in  our  laws,  it  may  be  the  means  of  in-  ' 
ducing  other  States  to  provide  for  taking  a  census  in  1885,  so  that  there^ 
may  be  a  complete  enumeration  of  the  people  of  the  United  States- 
taken  by  State  authority  in  that  year.    The  census  was  taken,  in  1876^ 
of  every  county  in  the  State  except  St  Louis.    The  amount  paid  to  th^ 
assessors  for  their  services  in  taking  the  census  was  $54,113.06.    The 
compensation  which  would  have  been  paid  to  the  assessor  of  St  Louis^ 
if  he  had  performed  the  duty,  was  so  entirely  inadequate  to  the  services 
to  be  performed,  that  he  positively  refused  to  perform  the  duty.    The 
cost  of  taking  the  tenth  United  States  census  of  this  State  is  •98,770.79* 
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And  this  includes  the  cost  of  obtaining  statistics  concerning  manufac- 
tures. 

The  population  of  this  State  by  the  census  of  1880  is  2,169,091^ 
By  the  census  of  1870,  the  population  was  1,721,295,  showing  an  in- 
crease of  447,796  inhabitants  in  ten  years,  an  increase  of  a  little  more 
than  26  per  cent  in  that  time.  The  State  census,  exclusive  of  the  city 
and  county  of  St  Louis,  showed  a  population  in  1876  of  1,547,030,  and 
of  1,370,106  in  1870,  by  the  census  of  the  United  States,  an  increase  of 
that  portion  of  the  State  of  176,924  or  11  43-100  per  cent  in  six  years — 
less  than  2  per  cent,  per  annum — and  at  the  rate  of  29,487  per  year. 
The  census  of  1880  for  the  same  portions  of  the  State  shows  an  increase 
of  239,651  inhabitants  over  the  State  census  of  1876,  an  increase  of 
nearly  15^  per  cent,  for  that  period  of  time,  and  not  quite  4  per 
cent  per  annum  increase  for  the  last  four  years,  and  at  the  rate  of 
59,912  inhabitants  per  year. 

It  will  be  the  duty  of  this  Legislature  to  divide  the  State  into  con- 
venient districts  for  the  election  of  Senators,  as  nearly  equal  in  popu- 
lation as  may  be,  as  shown  by  the  census  recently  taken  by  the  United 
States,  and  also  to  apportion  representation,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  our  Constitution. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The  people  of  this  State — though  conscious  of  its  great  natural 
advantages  over  other  States  in  climate,  soil,  production,  the  richness 
and  abundance  of  its  mines  and  mineral  products,  its  fertile  prairie 
lands,  interspersed  with  timber  of  an  excellent  quality,  its  timber^ 
suitable  not  only  for  building  but  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  its 
rivers  and  streams  of  water — have  not  sought  till  recently  to  make 
known  these  great  advantages  to  the  people  of  our  sister  States,  or  to 
the  people  of  foreign  lands.  The  last  Legislature  provided  for  the 
establishment  of  a  Board  of  Immigration,  but  the  amount  of  money 
placed  at  its  disposal  was  so  inadequate  to  the  expectations  formed^ 
that  the  x>eople  themselves  were  forced  to  take  hold  of  the  questioa 
with  vigor,  and  they  stepped  to  the  front  to  supply  the  means  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  the  objects  desired.  But  in  the  meanwhile  the 
State  Board  of  Immigration  had  prepared  and  published  a  small 
pamphlet  giving  a  description  of  the  State  by  counties,  and  an  excel- 
lent map  to  accompany  the  same.  The  labors  of  the  State  Board  of 
Immigration  induced  inquiry  by  the  people  of  other  States  and  of 
foreign  lands,  intending  to  seek  a  new  home,  conce  ing  the  advan- 
tages which  this  State  possessed.  In  another  portion  of  this  paper  I 
have  shown  that  since  September,  1876,  to  June,  1880,  calling  the 
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period  of  time  four  years,  the  population  of  this  State  naturally  in- 
creased, and  the  increase  by  immigration  was  about  60,000  persons  per 
year.  The  efforts  of  the  Board  of  Immigration  were  ably  supple- 
mented by  the  voluntary  association  formed  by  the  people  of  this 
State.  Enterprising  and  wealthy  gentlemen  of  St.  Louis  furnished  the 
moneys  required  for  this  grand  work.  A  convention  of  the  able  and 
energetic  men  of  the  State  was  held  in  St.  Louis  in  April,  1880.  The 
action  of  this  convention  did  not  aid  to  increase  the  population  of  this 
State  embraced  in  the  federal  census,  but  its  influence  is  now  felt,  and 
bas  been  felt  since  last  autumn,  and  will  continue  to  be  felt  for  a  long 
time.  That  association  has  published  a  map  and  a  handbook  of  Mis- 
souri. In  the  latter  there  is  a  brief  description  of  the  advantages  each 
-county  in  the  State  possesses,  and  with  the  additional  statistics  which 
it  is  hoped  will  be  published  in  a  second  edition,  the  whole  story  of 
the  wealth  and  resources  of  our  State  will  be  briefly  narrated.  I  hope 
the  Legislature  will  make  a  liberal  appropriation  to  stimulate  and  en- 
•courage  immigration  to  this  State. 

BAILROADS.  . 

The  building  of  railroads  is  an  indication  of  the  wealth  and  pros- 
perity of  the  people.  While  the  people  on  the  line  of  the  projected 
roads  may  not  have  the  money  wherewith  to  construct  and  equip  these 
^reat  and  costly  conducts  of  commerce,  yet  they  may  have  the  wealth 
of  products  to  be  transported,  which  will  insure  to  the  capitalist  build- 
ing the  road  a  fair  income  on  his  investment.  Such  has  been  the  con- 
•dition  of  the  people  of  this  State.  We  have  not  been  able  to  furnish 
money  to  build  railroads,  but  the  products  of  our  fertile  soil,  the 
wealth  of  our  inexhaustible  mines  of  coal,  lead,  zinc  and  iron,  all 
promised  a  bountiful  recompense  to  the  capitalist  who  would  provide 
means  to  transport  to  the  consumer  this  great  wealth,  produced  by  the 
husbandman  and  miner.  From  the  1st  of  July,  1876,  to  the  31st  of 
December  last,  867  90-100  miles  of  railroad  have  been  put  in  operation 
in  this  State.  From  July  1st,  1876,  to  July  Ist,  1878,  only  6d  10-100 
miles  of  railroad  were  put  in  operation,  the  depressed  prices  which 
then  prevailed,  materially  paralyzing  all  branches  of  business,  and 
financial  embarrassment  and  distress  was  impending  on  all.  From 
July  1st,  1878,  to  December  1st,  1879,  a  period  of  eighteen  months,  411 
v50-100  miles  of  railroad  were  put  in  operation,  and  for  the  calendar 
year  just  closed,  390  30-100  miles  of  railroad  were  completed.  And  I 
am  induced  to  believe  the  number  of  miles  of  railroad  which  will  be 
put  in  operatioH^^^iring  this  year  will  be  no  less  than  that  of  last  year. 
For  further  information  concerning  the  railroads  of  this  State,  and 
their  management,  you  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.  r^^^^T^ 
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EXECUTION  OF  CRIMINAL  LAWS. 

The  criminal  laws  are,  as  a  general  rule,  faithfully  executed  through 
out  the  State.  The  extraordinary  delays  which  formerly  occurred  in 
bringing  to  trial  persons  charged  with  high  criminal  ojflfenses  have  ceased 
to  imx>ede  the  arm  of  justice.  But  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  great  delays 
have  occurred  in  many  of  the  important  criminal  cases  pending  in  the 
courts  of  that  city.  In  some  of  those  cases,  by  reason  of  "the  law's  delay," 
justice  may  be  thwarted  and  the  guilty  escape  the  punishment  due  for 
their  crimes.  Criminals  seldom  lose  anything  by  delay.  The  witnesses 
whose  testimony  is  important  and  material  to  establish  the  guilt  of  the 
accused,  may  die,  or  they  may  remove  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
court,  or,  wearied  by  frequent  attendance  on  the  courti  merely  to  hear 
the  cause  is  continued,  they  become  disheartened  and  fail  to  attend. 
There  was  abundant  testimony  to  establish  the  guilt  of  the  accused  at 
the  date  of  finding  the  indictment,  but  for  the  reasons  given,  and  for 
others  which  will  suggest  themselves,  there  is  a  lack  of  proof,  and  the 
defendant  is  finally  discharged.  The  Criminal  Court  of  St.  Louis  holds 
sii  terms  of  court  each  year,  and  there  are  now  cases  on  the  docket  of 
that  court  which  were  first  placed  there  three  and  four  years  ago.  In 
other  portions  of  the  State  the  courts  which  have  jurisdiction  of  crim- 
inal cases  hold  generally  but  two  terms  (in  a  few  counties  three  terms) 
each  year ;  and  yet  criminal  business  is  conducted  with  far  greater  dis- 
patch in  those  counties  than  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis,  with  six  terms  of 
its  criminal  courti^each  year.  Frequently,  in  tBe  most  important  crim- 
inal cases  pending  in  the  criminal  courts  outside  of  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
a  final  judgment  is  rendered  in  from  six  to  twelve  months  after  the 
crime  was  committed.  The  special  laws  governing  the  administration 
of  criminal  justice  in  that  city,  in  my  opinion,  require  immediate  revi- 
sion. While  one  court,  by  its  judgment,  sentences  a  man  to  imprison- 
ment in  the  work-house,  another  court  in  the  same  city  has  disclfarged 
him  because  he  is  illegally  held  in  prison.  It  may  be  advisable  to  re- 
organize the  criminal  courts  of  that  city,  and  to  provide  for  an  addi- 
tional judge  of  the  criminal  court,  to  enable  its  business  to  be  trans- 
acted with  dispatch.  As  a  general  rule,  crime  in  this  State  has  dimin- 
ished, and  this,  in  part,  is  due  to  the  prompt  and  speedy  administration 
of  the  laws  and  the  due  execution  of  the  sentences  of  the  courts. 

COSTS  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES. 

There  was  appropriated  for  the  payment  of  costs  in  criminal  cases, 
for  the  last  two  years,  $450,000.  The  last  Legislature  made  some  change 
in  the  laws  regulating  costs  in  criminal  cases,  which  took  effect  in  No- 
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vember,  1879.  But  the  diminution  of  expenditures  under  this  head  i» 
not  to  be  entirely  attributed  to  that  legislation.  Fewer  crimes  have 
been  committed  and  the  interminable  delays  which  were  incident  to 
the  administration  of  criminal  laws,  in  a  large  portion  of  the  State,  have 
ceased  to  impede  the  demands  of  justice.  The  expenditures  under 
this  head,  for  the  last  six  years,  are  as  follows  :

This  table  is  based  on  the  actual  allowance  by  the  Auditor  of  fee 
bills  against  the  State,  though  the  payment  may  have  been  made  in 
the  next  year.  If  the  laws  shall  be  faithfully  executed  there  is  no  rea- 
son for  an  increase  of  expenditures. 

REVISION  OP  LAWS. 

The  last  Legislature  performed  a  very  important  and  arduous  labor* 
The  laws  of  this  State,  contained  in  the  last  revision  and  also  embraced 
in  about  a  dozen  volumes  of  acts  of  the  Legislature,  passed  since  that 
time,  were  revised  and  digested  in  a  manner  which  reflects  great  credit 
on  our  Legislature  and  the  individuals  having  charge  of  the  work,  and 
would  reflect  great  credit  upon  any  legislative  body#  It  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  such  a  labor  is  perfect.  No  very  important  amendments 
to  the  law  suggest  themselves  to  me.  Perhaps,  however,  some  errors 
may  have  been  discovered  which  will  require  amendments ;  if  so,  you 
will  take  the  necessary  steps  to  remedy  them.  Frequent  changes  of 
the  important  laws  of  the  State  are  not  desirable,  but  bad  laws  should 
be  forthwith  changed  or  repealed.  Where  changes  are  numerous  and 
frequent,  it  sometimes  becomes  difficult  for  the  most  skilled  jurists  to 
determine  exactly  what  the  law  is.  The  Legislature  has  provided,  in 
order  to  enable  our  laws  to  be  perfected,  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  judges 
of  the  Circuit  Court,  the  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  the  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  to  make  note  of  and  report  to  the  General  As- 
sembly all  such  omissions,  uncertainties  and  incongruities  in  the  statu- 
tory laws  of  this  State  as  may  come  to  their  attention  and  which  may 
be  remediable  by  legislation.  From  this  source,  if  there  be  any  glaring 
or  great  defect  in  our  laws,  you  will,  no  doubt,  be  apprised  thereof  early 
in  the  session. 
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SUPREME  COURT. 


The  Supreme  Court  is  burdened  with  business  and  must  have  re- 
lief.   It  is  very  gravely  questioned  whether  adequate  relief  can  be 
^ven  to  the  court  without  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution.    One 
proposition  looks  to  an  increase,  permanently,  of  the  number  of  judges ; 
the  other,  that  those  judges  may  be  appointed  for  a  limited  time,  and 
until  the  court  shall  catch  up  with  its  business,  to  be  called  commis- 
sioners, and  if  another  like  exigency  shall  occur,  to  again  appoint  three 
judges  for  a  limited  time.    The  last  mentioned  proposition  has  received 
the  commendation  of  a  convention  of  the  members  of  the  bar  of  this 
State.    As  this  commission  is  to  sit  in  conjunction  with  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  to  have  transferred  to  it  for  adjudication  such  causes  as  the 
Supreme  Court  may  deem  proper,  and  as  the  object  is  to  obtain  the 
ablest  jurist,  I  suggest  that  the  Supreiine  Court  shall  nominate  (and  no 
nomination  shall  be  valid  unless  made  by  four  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court)  the  persons  to  be  members  of  the  commission,  to  the  Governor, 
and  that  he  shall  commission  them.    But  it  seems  to  me  the  same  ad- 
vantages can  be  obtained  by  the  permanent  addition  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  two  additional  judges ;  and  by  the  time  relief  shall  be  given 
the  business  of  the  court  will  require  the  additional  judges;  that  the 
Supreme  Court  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  organized  in  two  divisions, 
composed  of  three  judges  each,  the  Chief  Justice  to  designate  the 
members  of  said  division,  and  in  case  of  emergency,  sickness  pr  ina- 
bility of  any  member  to  act,  he  shall  assign  himself  to  one  of  the  divi- 
sions, so  as  to  bear  his  due  proportion  of  labor.    The  court  shall  sit  in 
bank  whenever  the  constitutionality  of  a  law  shall  be  drawn  in  ques- 
tion ;  and  in  other  cases  of  great  importance,  which  may  be  defined  in 
the  proposition,  a  full  court  shall  be  held.    By  this  means  there  will 
be,  as  with  the  commission,  two  tribunals  in  session  at  the  same  place 
and  the  same  time,  each  organized  to  properly  discharge  its  duties. 
But,  while  I  prefer  this  method,  thus  briefly  and  perhaps  not  distinctly 
described,  the  necessity  for  relief  is  so  great  if  one  measure  cannot  suc- 
ceed, another  should  be  adopted. 

SETTLEMENT  WITH   AUDITOR  AND  TREASURER. 

A  committee  was  appointed  by  me,  in  1878,  in  the  manner  re- 
quired by  law,  to  make  settlement  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  and 
report  the  result  of  their  examination  to  the  Legislature  for  action. 
The  committee  performed  its  duty.  Their  report  was  made  to  the  Leg- 
islature, but  the  Legislature  failed  to  approve  it,  either  in  whole  or  in 
part,  and  utterly  failed  to  take  definite  action  upon  it.    Therefore,  no

settlement  has  been  made  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  for  the  two 
years  ending  on  the  31st  of  December,  1878.  The  committee  appointed 
by  me  in  December  last  to  make  settlement  with  •  the  Auditor  and. 
Treasurer,  can  have  no  authority  from  me  to  make  settlement  for  th& 
years  1877-78.  The  law  provides :  "  The  inquiries  of  the  committee^ 
shall  be  limited  to  the  two  years  next  preceding  the  meeting  of  the^ 
General  Assembly."  I  reccommend  proper  measures  be  taken  to  make^ 
settlement  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  for  the  two  years  ending  oil 
81st  of  December,  1878. 

THE  PENITENTIARY. 

For  years  prior  to  the  commencement  of  my  term  of  service  as. 
Governor,  the  management  and  conduct  of  the  Penitentiary  had  been 
attended  with  great  expense,  and  largely  in  excess  of  its  earnings. 
For  a  long  time  past,  and  at  the  present  time,  the  salaries  of  the 
Warden,  oflScers  and  guards  have  been  and  are  paid  from  the  appropri- 
ation for  the  pay  of  civil  oflScers.  The  words  "  support  and  main- 
tenance "  of  the  Penitentiary,  as  used  in  the  appropriation  act,  include 
all  expenses  at  the  prison,  except  salaries  and  cost  of  erecting  new 
buildings,  and  other  permanent  improvements.  In  this  prison  some 
persons  are  confined  who  have  been  convicted  in  the  United  States 
courts.  But  of  prisoners  convicted  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  there 
has  been  a  gradual  diminution.  The  following  table  shows  the  num- 
ber of  prisoners  convicted  in  the  courts  of  this  State,  and  in  United 
States  courts,  confined  in  the  Penitentiary  on  the  31st  day  of  Decem- 
ber, for  the  years  named :

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The  exhibit  for  the  two  years,  1877-78,  is  not  as  favorable  as  it 
ought  to  be.  A  large  amount  of  labor  was  bestowed  on  the  court- 
house for  the  Supreme  Oourt,  and  other  labor  for  the  State,  for  which, 
no  compensation  was  allowed.  The  earnings  of  the  prisoners  were  ex- 
pended for  their  support  and  maintenance  during  all  the  years  above- 
named.  The  proceeds  of  prison  labor  are  as  follows  for  the  years  men- 
tioned :

A  portion  of  the  earnings  for  the  years  1877-78,  were  expended  ii> 
buying  horses,  mules,  and  implements  of  industry,  and  other  materials- 
for  the  use  of  the  prison.  The  business  of  the  Penitentiary  for  the  last 
two  years  shows  an  excess  of  earnings  over  the  cost  of  maintenance^ 
of  132,901.90.

Of  this  balance  of  $32,901.90,  $20,000.00  has  been  paid  into  the- 
Treasury,  $1,578.46  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Ward^en,  and  $11,323.44  is  in 
material  bought  by  the  Warden  for  the  use  of  the  prison,  and  now  on- 
hand.  In  addition  thereto,  there  is  a  larger  amount  ot  property  and 
material  on  hand  at  this  time  than  there  was  two  years  ago,  which  has^ 
been  purchased  from  the  earnings  of  the  prison.  Much  labor  has  been 
performed  for  the  State  in  preparing  the  site  and  erecting  a  workshop- 
thereon,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  brick,  of  which  there  is  a  large 
amount  on  hand.  From  the  results  produced  in  the  last  four  years,  I 
have  no  doubt  the  able  Warden  and  his  faithful  assistant^  can  make 
the  prison  self-sustaining,  including  the  salaries  to  be  paid  th^  Warden^ 
the  officers  and  guards. 

SCHOOL  OF  MINES. 

In  January,  1875,  the  Board  of  Curators  of  the  State  University^ 
not  satisfied  with  the  site  previously  selected  for  the  School  of  Mines 
and  Metallurgy,  bargained  with  the  Board  of  Education,  at  RoUa,  for 
their  school  building  and  the  tract  of  land  on  which  it  was  situated^ 
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Prior  to  that  date,  the  School  of  Mines  had  been  located  at  Bella,  bat 
to  obtain  such  location  the  county  of  Phelps,  amongst  other  things, 
had  subscribed  $75,000  in  county  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  said  school. 
The  county  loaned  its  credit  in  flagrant  violation  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State.    That  instrument  provided  no  county  should  lend  its 
credit  unless  two-third  of  the  qualified  voters  of  such  county,  at  a 
regular  or  special  election,  shall  assent  thereto.    The  judges  of  the 
'County  court  of  that  county  made  the  subscription  without  having  the 
assent  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  county,  and  the.  Supreme  Court, 
in  1874,  held  the  bonds  issued  by  said  county  were  void.    The  school 
building  was  bought  at  the  price  of  $26,000,  $5,000  of  which  was  paid 
at  or  about  the  time  of  the  bargain,  and  a  credit  was  given  the  State 
for  the  residue  of  the  purchase  money.    The  Board  of  Education  of 
the  city  of  Rolla  made  its  deed  to  the  State  for  the  public  school  build- 
ing and  the  land  connected  therewith.    The  Curators  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity executed  a  deed  to  a  trustee  for  the  lands  sold  to  the  State  by 
the  Board  of  Education,  to  secure  the  payment  of  five  several  promis- 
sory notes,  each  for  the  sum  of  $4,000,  given  to  the  said  Board  of  Edu- 
<5ation,  by  the  Curators,  in  their  official  capacity,  payable  respectively 
on  the  27th  days  of  January,  1876, 1877, 1878, 1879  and  1880,  with  in- 
terest thereon,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum.    This  deed 
purported  to  confer  on  the  trustee,  in  default  of  the  payment  of  the 
said  several  promissory  notes,  or  any  of  them,  authority  to  sell  said 
real  estate  at  public  vendue,  at  the  court  house  door,  in  the  city  of 
Holla,  for  cash,  by  giving  sixty  days  public  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  sale,  and  to  convey  to  the  purchaser  thereof  the  title  to 
said  property.    In  1872  the  Legislature  directed  there  should  be  issued 
and  delived  to  the  treasurer  of  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy 
at  Rolla,  by  the  Governor,  35  State  bonds,  each  for  $1,000,  with  inter- 
est coupons  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally, and  having  20  years  to  run.    Those  bonds  were  delivered  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  School  of  Mines.    The  proceeds  of  said  bonds  were 
directed  to  be  applied  toward  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  suitable 
"building  for  the  School  of  Mines  and  Metallurgy,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Board  of  Curators.    It  appears  that  prior  to  the  execution  of 
the  deeds  herein  named,  a  contract  in  writing  was  made  by  committees 
representing  the  said  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  Curators 
of  the  University.    That  contract  was  ratified  and  approved  by  the 
respective  boards,  and  in  pursuance  thereof  the  deeds  were  made  and 
executed.    In  the  contract  thus  approved,  it  was  stipulated  the  Board 
of  Curators  might  take  up  the  notes,  agreed  to  be  given  by  the  cura- 
tors, at  any  time  before  the  maturity  thereof,  on  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  due,  either  in  cash  or  in  the  bonds  of  the  Board 
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of  Edncation  of  the  city  of  BoUa,  at  their  par  value,  or  in  both  cash 
and  bonds.  The  Board  of  Education  has  issued  935,000  in  bonds,  with 
the  proceeds  of  which  the  school  building,  sold  as  stated,  was  erected, 
{^me  payments  have  been  made  by  the  curators  on  the  notes  given  by 
them  to  the  Board  of  Education,  but  I  am  unable  to  state  the  precise 
amounts  or  dates  of  payments ;  and  none  of  the  notes  or  bonds  given 
by  the  Board  of  Education  have  been  paid  by  the  curators.  The  deed 
of  tmst  of  the  curators  conveys  no  title,  as  that  board  of  officers  had 
no  authority  to  make  such  a  conveyance ;  no  authority  to  mortgage  or 
incumber  the  building  which  had  been  conveyed  to  the  State.  It  is 
alleged  the  curators  have  expended  all  the  money  arising  from  the 
eale  of  said  bonds,  and  the  interest  which  accrued  before  sale,  (no  in- 
considerable sum)  towards  the  erection  and  equipment  of  a  suitable 
bmlding  for  said  School  of  Mines,  and  have  not  yet  paid  for  the  build- 
ing. The  Board  of  Education  of  BoUa  desire  to  receive  the  money 
promised  to  be  paid  them  for  their  school  building.  Conceding  the 
proceeds  of  the  State  bonds  have  in  part  been  misapplied,  the  State 
has  no  adequate  remedy.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  advise  the 
amount  due  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  Bella  be  ascertained,  appro- 
priated and  paid  to  the  proper  party,  and  the  notes  be  canceled  and 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor. 

RSPAIB8  OF  CAPITOL. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  112,000  for  repairs  of 
the  State  Capitol.  This  money  has  been  expended  in  making  new  ceil- 
ings for  one  hall  and  repairing  the  ceiling  of  the  other,  repairing  the 
roof,  the  walls  and  the  rooms  in  the  basement,  and  giving  to  the  build- 
ing suitable  and  proper  drainage,  repairing  the  porch,  the  steps  to  the 
same,  and  the  walk  thereto.  In  addition  to  this,  new  window  sash  and 
glass  have  replaced  the  old,  and  much  labor  has  been  bestowed  on  the 
cupola.  In  my  opinion  this  work  has  been  judiciously  and  economi- 
cally performed  by  Mr.  Fred.  Binder,  who  was  appointed  by  those  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  expenditure  of  the  money  to  superintend  the  work. 
Several  rooms  in  the  basement  have  been  repairied  in  such  manner 
that  there  is  a  stratum  of  air  between  the  walls  and  the  plastering. 
This  prevents  moisture  from  accumulating  and  standing  upon  the  walls, 
as  it  does  in  other  rooms  of  the  building,  where  the  plastering  has  been 
placed  directly  upon  the  walls.  These  rooms  are  dry,  healthy  and  easjr 
of  access,  and  will  make  convenient  committee  rooms  for  the  Legisla- 
ture, and  if  they  shall  be  used  as  such,  the  contingent  expenses  of  the 
Legislature  will  be  thereby  reduced. 
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WAR  CLAIMS. 

The  United  States  reimbursed  this  State  for  expenses  it  had  incurre<I 
and  paid  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion,  to  the  17th  day  of  Aprils 
1866.  But  at  that  date  there  were  laws  authorizing  further  payments 
to  those  who  performed  military  services  during  the  war;  and  to  enable- 
the  State  government  to  discharge  its  liability  to  them,  and  for  sup- 
plies, etc.,  furnished,  money  was  appropriated  and  paid  by  the  State. 
The  State,  after  the  date  mentioned,  did  pay  to  its  militia  the  sum  of 
$319,876.11  for  services  rendered  in  suppressing  the  rebellion,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  vouchers  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor.  An  act  of 
Congress  was  approved  in  January,  1879,  directing  the  Secretary  of  the- 
Treasury  to  investigate,  consider  and  examine  the  evidence,  vouchers 
and  records  relating  to  said  payments,  on  file  in  his  department  and 
which  might  be  filed  by  the  State,  and  to  report  to  Congress  the  amounts 
which  shall  appear  to  be  justly  due  this  State.  I  directed  Adjutant- 
General  Mitchell  to  examine  the  records  of  his  own  office,  and,  witb 
the  State  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  the  records  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  have  copies  of  all  vouchers  he  deemed  necessary  to  support  our 
claim,  prepared  and  duly  certified,  to  be  used  in  support  of  the  demand 
of  the  State,  and  to  proceed  with  them  to  Washington  and  endeavor 
to  have  a  hearing  and  settlement  of  this  claim.  The  Auditor  entrusted 
to  him  the  original  vouchers  in  his  office,  to  be  carried  to  Washington 
in  order  that  the  accounting  officers  of  the  Treasury  might  examine 
and  compare  them  with  the  certified  copies,  if  it  should  be  desired. 
The  department  claimed  the  original  vouchers  ought  to  be  filed  in  sup- 
port of  the  claim,  but  Gen.  Mitchell  was  instructed  to  refuse  a  com- 
pliance with  this  request,  for  the  reason  the  original  papers  entrusted 
to  him  were  records  of  the  public  offices  of  this  State,  and  whilst  the^ 
custodian  of  them  might  produce  them  for  examination,  he  had  no 
authority  to  so  place  them  that  their  possession  could  not  be  regained 
at  any  moment  by  the  proper  officer.  Those  papers  are  a  part  of  the 
public  records,  and  can  only  be  withdrawn  from  their  custodian  by  law.. 
Gen.  Mitchell  discharged  his  duty  in  this  regard  as  far  as  it  could  be 
I)erformed,  and  on  his  return  he  made  a  report  to  me  of  his  action  in 
the  premises.  To  avoid  any  further  delay  in  the  adjustment  of  our 
claim,  I  advise  provision  be  made  to  deliver  the  original  vouchers  to 
the  Jreasury  department,  provided  the  certified  copies  of  them  be- 
xetumed  to  replace  the  originals. 

MILITIA. 

There  are  now  35  companies  of  militia  duly  organized  and  properly^ 
armed.    Of  these,  3  companies  of  infantry  are  of  Ooloredj)erson8^2in 
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St.  Louis  and  one  in  Kansas  Oity.  There  is  one  company  of  cavalry 
and  one  battery,  both  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis.  The  remaining  30  com- 
panies of  infantry  are  organized  indifferent  portions  of  the  State.  All 
the  troops  are  well-drilled,  and  in  a  good  state  of  discipline,  and  will 
compare  favorably  with  the  militia  of  any  other  State.  I  had  hoped  to  . 
be  able  to  inform  you  that  the  Police  Reserves  had  entered  the  militia 
service  and  been  duly  organized  as  a  part  of  that  force.  The  Police 
Reserves  occupy  an  anomalous  position.  Organized  as  a  military  force, 
and  armed  by  the  State,  no  one  holds  a  commission  as  an  officer  there* 
of,  and  no  officer  of  that  force — whatever  his  rank — can  command  the 
lowest  officer  or  any  member  of  the  militia.  The  zeal  and  public  spirit 
manifested  by  the  officers  and  men  of  the  militia  is  highly  commend- 
able, and  entitles  them  and  their  requests  to  a  partial  hearing  by  you. 
Two  battalions  are  organized  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis  and  two  in  the 
City  of  St.  Joseph,  and  the  total  of  the  rank  and  file  numbers  1,930 
men. 

FISH  CULTURE. 

Provision  was  made  in  1877  for  the  establishment  of  a  commission 
whose  duty  it  was  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  commissioner  of  the 
United  States  in  stocking  the  waters  of  this  State  with  such  fish  as 
they  may  consider  best  adapted  to  furnish  cheap  and  nutritious  food. 
A  small  sum  of  money  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  The  last 
Legislature  provided  for  three  commissioners  to  discharge  this  duty. 
All  the  commissioners  serve  without  compensation,  and  they  were  au- 
thorized to  buy  or  lease  a  suitable  location  and  erect  a  hatching  house 
thereon.  Three  thousand  dollars  per  annum  were  appropriated  for  this 
purpose,  and  to  defray  other  expenses  to  be  incurred  by  the  commis- 
sioners in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  In  my  opinion,  the  money  has 
been  judiciously  expended.  A  hatchery  has  been  established  and  pro- 
perly prepared,  from  which  fish  will  be  taken  and  placed  in  the  streams 
of  water  in  this  State.  A  report  from  the  commissioners,  it  is  expected, 
will  soon  be  placed  before  you. 

LUNATIC  ASTLUM  AT  ST.  JOSEPH. 

During  the  session  of  the  last  Legislature,  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
St.  Joseph  was  destroyed  by  fire.  Temporary  provision  was  made  for 
the  support  of  the  patients,  and  the  county  of  Buchanan,  with  com- 
mendable generosity,  set  apart  a  porton  of  its  large  and  commodious 
court  house  to  be  occupied  by  the  patients.  The  building  thus  de- 
stroyed, with  its  site,  furniture  and  equipment,  had  cost  the  State  more 
than  $800,000.  The  sum  of  $75,000  only  was  appropriated  by  the  Legis- 
latore  for  re-building  the  Asylum  on  the  site  of  the  one  destroyed,  and 
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for  re-furnishing  it.  The  damaged  material  from  the  burned  building, 
which  could  be  used,  was  used  in  the  re-building,  and  the  residue  was 
disposed  of,  realizing  about  $2,000  from  the  sale.  The  law  required  me 
to  appoint  three  commissioners  to  carry  its  provisions  into  effect.  I 
appointed  Dr.  Geo.  0.  Oatlett  and  Messrs.  A.  Eirkpatrick  and  A.  0» 
Dawes,  as  such  commissioners,  whose  services  were  rendered  without 
compensation,  and  their  duties  were  faithfully  and  efficiently  per- 
formed. Their  estimates  of  the  work  and  payment  therefor  were 
submitted  to  me  and  received  my  approval.  There  are  rooms  in  the 
fourth  story  of  the  building  not  yet  completed.  The  former  building 
was  intended  to  accommodate  only  two  hundred  patients,  while  the 
new  Asylum  will  accommodate  three  hundred  patients.  One  of  the 
commissioners  makes  the  following  brief  statement :  ^'This  building 
is  greatly  superior  to  the  former  one  in  affording  one-third  more  accom- 
modation as  well  as  a  more  comfortable  home  for  the  insane.  It  is 
well  protected  against  the  dangers  of  fire,  and  has  ample  ways  of  in- 
gress and  egress.  The  improved  reconstruction  has  greatly  diminished 
the  difficulties  of  management." 

NATIONAL  BANE  OF  GOMICSRCE. 

When  I  entered  on  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties,  I  found  the 
National  Bank  of  Commerce,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  had  been  pre- 
viously selected  and  then  was  the  agent  of  the  State  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State,  payable  in  said  city. 
The  compensation  formerly  paid  to  this  bank  for  the  redemption  of  the 
interest  coupons  was  one-fourth  of  one  per  cent.  By  an  act  of  the 
Legislature  approved  March  10, 1872,  it  was  provided  the  commission 
to  be  allowed  for  these  services  should  not  exceed  one-tenth  of  one 
per  cent.  From  the  date  aforesaid  to  the  present  time,  that  bank  has 
paid  the  interest  coupons,  payable  in  New  York,  and  redeemed  bonds 
of  this  State  as  they  have  been  called  in,  with  the  money  of  the  State 
deposited  with  it  for  that  purpose.  For  several  years  past,  money  has 
not  been  appropriated  to  pay  said  bank  for  its  services,  and  its  account 
against  the  State  since  1872  remains  unadjusted  and  unpaid.  I  recom- 
mend provision  be  made  to  pay  the  bank  for  the  services  it  has  ren- 
dered the  State.  The  last  Legislature  was  informed  of  the  condition  of 
this  demand,  by  the  Fund  Commissioner,  but  failed  to  make  any  pro- 
vision for  its  payment. 

BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

The  government  of  the  United  States  has  established  a  National 
Board  of  Health,  and  some  of  the  States  have  established  Boards  of 
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Health  to  co-operate  with  it.  The  object  of  such  organizations  is  td 
obtain  the  active  co-operation  of  the  medical  profession  in  making 
sanitary  investigations  and  inquiries  respecting  the  causes  of  disease, 
and  especially  epidemics,  the  causes  of  mortality,  and  the  influences 
of  locality,  employment,  habits  and  other  circumstances  and  condi- 
tions, ui>on  the  health  of  the  people.  No  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  should  receive  compensation  from  the  State  for  his  services, 
except  the  secretary,  who  should  receive  a  reasonable  salary,  and  a 
small  additional  sum  will  be  required  for  stationery,  printing,  etc.  I 
hope  such  an  organization  will  be  authorized,  and  the  proper  sum  ap- 
priated  for  its  support. 

CONCLUSION. 

And  now,  as  I  am  about  to  return  to  private  life,  I  can  say  that 
daring  my  official  career,  in  whatever  position  I  may  have  served,  I 
have  endeavored  faithfuUy  to  discharge  the  duties  which  devolved  on 
me,  and  have  sought  to  promote  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  great  commonwealth.  My  administration  of  the  laws 
of  this  State  is  a  part  of  its  history.  It  is  spread  out  before  the  people 
for  their  observation,  and  to  their  judgment  I  cheerfuUy  submit  the 
record  I  have  made.

Senator  Duchouquette  was  bom  at  Mine  LaMotte,  Madison  county, 
this  State,  on  September  16, 1845.  By  profession  he  was  a  lawyer; 
was  prosecuting  attorney  in  his  circuit ;  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
27th  General  Assembly,  served  in  that  body  with  credit  to  himself  and 
profit  to  his  constituency ;  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Senate  of  the 
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30th  General  Assembly,  was  appointed  to  the  chairmanship  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Swamp  Lands,  but  owing  to  enfeebled  health,  was  unable  to 
remain  long  at  the  Oapital,  but  returned  home,  where,  notwithstand- 
ing all  the  care  and  attention,  the  most  devoted  affection  a  true  and 
loving  wife  could  bestow  and  the  best  medical  skill  could  afford,  he 
soon  after  departed  this  life,  leaving  sad  ,but  pleasant  memories  be- 
hind. 

And  now,  Mr.  President,  in  obedience  to  a  time-honored  custom, 
and  to  pay  a  last  sad  tribute  %o  the  memory  of  one  whose  virtues  com- 
mend him  to  our  highest  praise,  and  with  whom  we  have  been  asso- 
ciated on  this  floor,  I  offer  the  following  resolutions  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Senate : 

Besolvedy  That  in  the  death  of  Hon.  J.  B.  Duchouquette,  late  a 
member  of  this  body,  the  Senate  has  lost  an  active  and  efficient  mem- 
ber, his  constituents  a  true  and  faithful  servant,  the  State  an  honest 
and  conscientious  legislator,  his  associates  a  prudent  counsellor  and 
able  coadjutor,  and  his  family  an  affectionate  husband,  a  kind  father 
and  an  honorable  guide.  To  the  decrees  of  a  Divine  Providence  we 
most  humbly  bow,  fully  recognizing  that  what's  our  loss,  is  our  friend's 
gain ;  and  to  the  widow  and  orphaned  children  of  our  deceased  brother 
and  friend,  we  offer  our  sincere  condolence,  bidding  them  in  this,  their 
hour  of  affliction,  to  rely  upon  Him  who  tempers  the  blasts  to  the 
shorn  lamb. 

Besolvedy  As  a  further  mark  of  respect  to  our  deceased  associate 
and  friend,  that  each  Senator  wear  the  usual  badge  of  mourning  for 
thirty  days. 

Resolved^  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  and  forwarded  to  the  widow  of  the 
deceased ;  and  out  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased,  the  Sen- 
ate do  now  adjourn.

Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  appoint  a  committee 
of  three  from  the  Senate  to  meet  with  a  like  committee  of  five  from 
the  House,  to  act  with  the  military  in  waiting  upon  his  excellency  T, 
T.  Crittenden,  Governor  elect,  and  escorting  him  into  the  presence  of 
the  joint  session  in  the  hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives  assem- 
bled. 

Which  was  read  first  and  second  times  and  adopted,  and  the  Pre- 
sident appointed  as  such  committee,  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Senators 
Walker,  Mackay  and  Rogers. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Oottey,  the  Senate  took  a  recess  until  11.45 

iuM. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  recess  taken,  the  President  called  the 
Senate  to  order,  and  the  following  cdmmunication  was  received  from 
the  House  of  Representatives : 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Representatives  is  now  ready  to 
meet  the  Senate  in  joint  session  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  the 
Oovernor. 

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives^ 
on  motion  of  Senator  Morrison,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  hall  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  at  12  o'clock  m. 

At  one  o'clock  the  Senate  returned  from  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Hon.  H.  0.  Brockmeyer,  who  pro- 
ceeded to  deliver  his  farewell  address  as  follows : 

SiNATORB :  In  retiring  from  the  position  which  I  have  held  during 
the  last  four  years,  permit  me  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  thanks  for 
the  indulgence,  the  cordial  support  and  ready  assistance  which  I  have 
received  at  your  hands  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  devolving  upon 
me  as  the  presiding  officer  of  this  honored  body.  During  the  pro- 
tracted sessions  which  embrqx^e  the  period  of  these  labors,  no  decision 
rendered  by  the  chair  was  reversed  by  the  judgment  of  the  Senate. 
Your  journal  for  that  time  records  three  appeals.  The  first,  moved  on 
February  10, 1877,  by  Senator  Perkins,  was  decided  by  the  vote  of  23 
for  the  decision  of  the  chair  to  one  vote  for  the  appeal.  The  second, 
moved  during  the  same  session  by  Senator  Wear,  was  decided  by  the 
vote  of  26  for  the  decision  to  one  vote  for  the  appeal.  The  third, 
moved  in  January  of  1879,  by  Senator  Hudson,  was  decided  by  the 
vote  of  18  for  the  decision,  to  9  votes  for  the  appeal.    I  refer  to  this 
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record  not  to  boast,  not  to  parade  my  own  excellence,  but  as  incontro- 
vertible evidence  of  the  spirit  that  animated,  the  zeal  that  fructified,, 
and  in  the  judgment  that  directed  the  labors  of  the  Senate.  It  was  the 
performance  of  the  public  duties  imposed,  not  the  quibbling  upon  the 
niceties  of  parliamentary  law,  that  claimed  and  received  your  undi- 
vided attention.    The  harmonizing  of  the  statute  law  with  the  consti- 
tution of  1875,  accomplished  in  one  session,  and  the  successful  revision 
and  classification  of  the  entire  statutes  of  the  State  during  the  other,, 
were  labors  so  extensive  and  so  arduous  that  they  left  but  little  time 
to  correct  errors,  committed  by  the  presiding  officer.    I  invoke  the  re- 
cords, therefore,  not  to  parade  excellence  of  my  own,  when  conscious 
of  defects,  but  that  it  may  have  witness  with  me  to  the  public  virtue 
practised  by  the  Senate  in  my  presence.    I  invoke  it  that  it  may  speak 
some  slight  appreciation  of  the  earnest  toil  you  have  undergone  for 
the  common  welfare,  toil  left  wholly  unrequited  by  public  recognition. 
As  legislators  you  are  engaged  in  what  may  be  called  the  ^^  thankless 
job  of  the  age."    The  masters  you  serve  are  many.    Those  who  -can 
truly  value  your  labors  are  few.    But  the  many  cry  out  when  the  few 
only  can  judge;  besides,  you  are  the  living  representative,  the  actual 
embodiment  of  the  public,  the  common,  the  general  interest.    But  the 
general  interest  runs  no  newspapers.    The  general  interest  is  every 
man's  interest,  is  every  man's  business,  and  we  all  know  '^  What  is 
every  man's  business  is  no  man's  business."    But  he  who  serves  no 
man,  however  serious  his  exertions,  must  be  satisfied  to  take  his  labor 
for  his  pains.    The  people  whose  common  interest  is  placed  in  your 
keeping  is  a  part  of  the  distinctive  industrial  nation  of  modern  times. 
Other  nations  have  other  tasks  to  perform  in  the  general  economy  of 
civilization.    Ours  is  the  task  to  establish  the  empire  of  free  industry 
selected  from  all  the  people  and  kindred  of  the  earth,  under  the  call. 
Come  ye,  come  every  pne  who  has  a  heart  to  dare  or  will  to  do — a 
continent  is  placed  before  us  in  all  the  savage  luxury  of  nature.    To 
subdue  this,  to  transform  this  into  the  abode  of  civilized  man,  to  lay 
broad  and  deep  the  foundation  of  empire,  not  with  fire  and  sword,  but 
with  fire  and  axe,  with  spade  and  ploughshare,  this  is  the  task  imposed, 
here  lies  the  victory  to  be  achieved — here  lies  the  victory  and  here  too 
the  spoils  of  victory,  wealth,  power  and  present  applause.     For  he 
alone  is  entitled  to  the  wages  of  the  day  who  performs  the  task  of  the 
day. 

In  this  you  can  have  no  part,  for  your  labor  is  not  of  to- day,  nor 
of  to-morrow ;  but  if  truly  performed  it  is  for  all  days,  for  all  times. 
With  the  assurance  that  I  shall  always  preserve  the  liveliest  interest 
in  whatever  concerns  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  the  hope 
that  I  may  retain  the  personal  friendship  of  its  members,  I  again 
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thank  yon,  and  bid  you,  and  the  pnblic  life  which  I  have  shared  with 
many  of  yon  for  twenty  years,  a  final  farewell. 

Hon.  R'  A.  Campbell,  Lieutenant  Governor  elect,  came  forward,, 
took  the  oath  of  ofSce,  and  after  a  brief  inaugural  address  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  as  President  of  the  Senate. 

Senator  Morrisson  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
first  and  second  times  and  unanimously  adopted  : 

Besolvedj  That  in  taking  leave  of  Lieutenant-Governor  Brok- 
meyer,  whose  able,  honest  and  impartial  discharge  of  duty  in  the  ar- 
duous and  difficult  labor  of  presiding  over  this  body  for  the  last  four 
years,  has  won  for  him  the  commendation  of  all  with  whom  he  has 
been  officially  associated— in  thus  taking  leave  of  one,  who,  un^er  the 
operation  of  the  organic  law  of  the  State,  lays  down  the  insignia  of 
office,  we  desire  as  a  feeble  testimony  of  our  respect  for  the  man,  and 
our  appreciation  of  his  public  services,  to  express  our  sincere  regret  at 
severing  our  official  relations,  and  offer  our  most  fervent  prayer  for 
his  future  welfare  and  prosperity. 

Senator  Heaston  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  read 
the  first  and  second  time  and  adopted :

Phelps,  John  F.  Williams  and  other  members  of  the  bar  in  relation  to 
a  Supreme  Court  commission  ;  which  was  laid  upon  the  table  and  100 
copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Lloyd  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Elections : 

Mk.  President  :  Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  cer- 
tificate of  election  of  Henry  Manistre,  claiming  U>  be  the  Senator 
elect  for  the  29th  senatorial  district  of  Missouri,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  find — 

•  Ist  That  it  appears  from  said  certificate,  herewith  returned,  that 
at  the  election  on  the  second  day  of  November,  1880,  said  Henry  Man- 
istre was  duly  elected  Senator  from  said  district. 

2d.  That  said  certificate  further  recites  that  said  "  Henry  Manistre 
has  not  paid  his  State,  school  and  city  taxes  within  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  his  said  election^"  which  statement  is,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  your  committee,  one  not  required  to  be  made,  and  one  that 
can  have  no  greater  significance  or  force  than  the  recital  required  by 
law  in  a  case  where  no  proper  and  sufficient  tax  collector's  receipt  has 
been  produced. 

3d.  That  said  certificate  is  insufficient  in  not  supplying  the  evi- 
dence required  by  law  respecting  the  payment  of  taxes. 

4th.  That  said  Manistre  did,  in  fact,  pay  a  State  and  city  tax  in 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  in  which  said  senatorial  district  is  situate,  on  the 
first  day  of  November,  1879,  as  appears  from  the  receipt  of  the  tax 
collector  of  said  city,  exhibited  to  us  and  hereto  attached  marked  "A." 

Your  committee  therefore  conclude  that  in  this  case  the  payment 
of  said  "  State  and  city"  tax  fulfills  the  requirements  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  statutes  as  to  the  kind  of  taxes  to  be  paid ;  and  state,  as  to 
time  of  payment,  section  six  of  article  four  of  the  Constitution  is  sub- 
stantially complied  with  by  the  payment  of  such  taxes  on  the  first  day 
of  November,  1879,  being  within,  barely  within,  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  election,  November  second,  1880. 

Wherefore  your  committee  respectfully  recommend  that  said 
Henry  Manistre  be  permitted  to  quallify  as  Senator  for  said  twenty- 
xiinth  senatorial  district.

Your  committee  found  that  Senator  Manistre  on  the  1st  day  of 
November,  1879,  paid  a  State  and  city  tax  in  the  City  of  St.  Louis, 
where  he  resided,  and  within  the  district  from  which  he  was  elected, 
and  your  committee,  believing  that  where  the  will  of  the  people  is  in 
question  that  the  laws  governing  the  case  should  receive  at  least  a 
reasonable  and  liberal  construction  so  as  to  carry  out  that  will  and  tho 
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4th  subdivision  of  sec.  8126  of  art.  2,  chap.  46,  Revised  Statutes  of  Mis- 
souri, entitled  construction  of  laws,  providing  ^^that  the  time  within 
which  an  act  is  to  be  done  shall  be  computed  by  excluding  the  Ist  day 
and  including  the  last ;"  your  committee  under  this  construction  of  said 
constitution  and  statutory  provisions  were  led  to  conclude  that  Senator 
Manistre  had  complied  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  law,  and  was 
therefore  entitled  to  his  seat.

Senator  Lloyd,  from  the  Oommittee  on  Elections,  submitted  the 
followiDg  report,  which  was  read,  and,  on  motion  of  Senator  Oottey^ 
made  the  special  order  for  next  Friday  morning  at  11  o'clock : 

Mb.  Prbsidknt  :  Your  Committee  on  Elections,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  certificate  of  election  of  Thomas  G.  Allen,  Claiming  to  be 
the  Senator  elect  for  the  Twenty-seventh  Senatorial  District  of  Mis- 
souri, heg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same 
and  find, 

Ist  That  it  appears  from  said  certificate  that  at  the  general  elec- 
tion in  St.  Louis  county.  Mo.,  Nov.  2, 1880,  said  Thomas  G.  Allen  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  for  any  person  for  said  office, 
and  that  he  paid  a  State,  school  and  city  tax  within  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding said  election,  as  appears  from  the  receipt  of  the  tax  collector  of 
the  city  of  St.  Louis,  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  produced  to  the  clerk  of 
the  county  court  of  St.  Louis  county  aforesaid,  as  said  official,  the 
county  clerk,  duly  certified. 

2d.  That  a  city  tax  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis  is,  in  the  judgment  of 
your  committee,  a  county  tax  within  the  meaning  of  the  Constitution 
and  laws  of  the  State,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the  matter  submitted. 

3d.  That  the  question  of  eligibility  arising  on  the  said  certificate 
and  argued  before  your  committee  is  this :  Must  the  payment  of  the 
taxes  required  to  be  paid  be  within  the  senatorial  district  in  this  case, 
within  the  Twenty-seventh  Senatorial  District,  or  is  it  sufficient  as  to 
place  if  payment  be  made  elsewhere  in  the  State  ? 

K  the  requirement  is  that  the  Senator  shall  have  paid  the  specific 
tax  in  his  county  or  senatorial  district,  then  Mr.  Allen  was  ineligible 
and  should  not  be  seated.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  payment  of  taxes,  as 
affecting  the  eligibility  of  a  person  offering  for  the  office  of  State  Sen- 
ator, is  not  limited  as  to  place,  except  that  it  must  be  within  the  State^ 
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then  said  Allen  was  eligible  as  to  the  tax-paying  and  should  be  admit- 
ted on  his  certificate. 

The  committee  submit  that  the  question  here  raised  is  an  all-im- 
portant one,  deserving  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Senate,  as  its 
decision  will  probably  become  a  precedent  to  govern  like  cases  in  the 
future. 

Section  6,  article  4  of  the  Constitution  of  Missouri,  in  prescribing 
the  qualifications  of  State  Senators,  provides,  among  other  things,  that 
^^  no  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  paid  a  State  and 
county  tax  within  one  year  next  preceding  the  election." 

Your  committee  do  not  understand  said  section  6,  article  4  of  the 
Constitution,  as  imposing  or  fixing,  in  letter  or  spirit,  any  limitation  as 
to  the  place  of  the  payment  of  taxes  required  to  be  paid,  excepting 
only  the  implied  limitation  of  payment  within  the  State  of  Missouri, 
for  whose  people,  and  by  whose  people,  the  Constitution  was  framed. 

Section  5509  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  and  which  may 
seem  to  require  the  payment  of  taxes  to  be  shown  by  receipt  of  the  tax 
collector  of  the  county  wherein  the  Senator  resides,  and  thus  to  limit 
the  payment  necessary  to  make  one  eligible  for  the  office  of  State  Sen- 
ator to  the  county  of  his  residence,  is  not  understood  by  your  commit- 
tee as  really  adding  to,  taking  from,  or  modifying  the  constitutional 
requirement,  but  as  designed  to  prescribe  a  mode  of  showing  the  fact 
of  payment  of  taxes  required  to  be  paid,  as  well  as  a  means  of  direct- 
ing attention  to  the  tax-paying  element  of  eligibility,  so  that  the  Senate 
may,  as  we  think  it  should,  investigate  before  permitting  any  one 
claiming  to  be  a  Senator  elect,  to  qualify  in  case  the  required  evidence 
of  tax-paying  is  not  found  in  his  certificate. 

Your  committee  do  not  regard  the  Constitution  as  requring  the 
payment  of  taxes  to  be  made  within  the  Senatorial  district,  and  does 
not  think  a  person  eligible  for  the  Senatorship  by  the  Constitution  i& 
made  ineligible  by  the  Statute. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  said  Thos.  Q.  Allen  be 
permitted  to  qualify,  as  entitled  on  his  certificate,  to  the  seat  he  claims* 

Senator  Cottey  oflfered  the  following  resolution :

Senator  Byrns  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  44,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  section  forty-three  hundred  and  twenty-four,  chapter  eighty- 
four  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  in  relation  to  '  bridges.' "  which 
was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  DeArmond  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  45,  entitled  "An  act 
to  provide  and  regulate  an  additional  mode  of  punishment  for  crime," 
which  was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Mabrey  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  46,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  guardians  and  curators,  under  order  of  the  probate  court,  to 
purchase  real  estate  in  certain  cases  for  the  benefit  of  their  wards," 
which  was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  grdered  printed. 

Senator  Mabrey  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  47,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  executors  and  administrators,  under  order  of  the  probate 
court,  to  purchase  real  estate  in  certain  cases  for  the  benefit  of  cred- 
itors and  other  persons,"  which  was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  or- 
dered printed. 

Senator  Walker  presented  the  biennial  report  of  tfie  Warden  and 
Inspectors  of  the  Missouiri  Penitentiary,  which  was  laid  upon  the  table 
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and  1,750  copies  ordered  printed,  1,000  for  the  appendix,  500  for  the  nso 
of  the  Senate  and  250  for  the  use  of  the  Warden. 

The  President  announced  that  to-day  being  the  second  Tuesday 
after  the  meeting  and  organization  of  the  Legislature,  the  order  of  bus- 
ness  is  the  election  of  a  United  States  Senator  for  the  regular  term  of 
six  years,  commencing  on  the  4th  day  of  March,  1881,  and  ending  on 
the  81  day  of  March,  1887.

Senator  Cabell  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Oockrell. 

Senator  Dungan  placed  in  nomination  Col.  D.  P.  Dyer,  of  St.  Louis. 

Senator  Caldwell  nominated  Hon.  G.  B.  DeBemardi. 

Senator  Manring  seconded  the  nomination  of  Mr.  DeBernardi.

holden  and  may  be  proceeded  against,  at  any  time,  as  if  this  act  were 
not  passed;  and  the  State  shall  not  be,  in  any  way,  estopped,  limited 
or  postponed  by  this  act  with  respect  to  any  right  of  action  or  remedy 
accrued  or  that  may  accrue  to  her;  nor  shall  any  right  or  claim  of  the 
State  be  transferred  or  relinquished  by  this  act,  except  as  to  the  sense 
of  money  mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  and  as  to  that  only  when 
payment  of  said  sum  shall  have  been  made  as  in  this  act  provided ;  and 
each  and  every  payment  of  money  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  and 
each  and  every  act  of  placing  money,  or  causing  money  to  be  placed,  to 
the  credit  of  the  State  in  her  recognized  depository,  by  whomsover 
done,  shall  be  irrevocable,  and  no  one  shall  ever  have,  or  be  allowed, 
any  claim  or  demand  against  the  State  on  account  thereof,  but  all  such 
moneys  shall  be  the  absolute  property  of  the  State.

money  due  from  Elijah  Gates^  late  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Missouri ;"

Resolved  hy  the  Senate^  That  the  Secretary  thereof  furnish  the 
Attorney-General  with  a  copy  of  Senate  bill  No.  8,  entitled  "An  act 
to  secure  to  the  State  the  speedy  settlement  and  payment  of  all  sums 
of  money  due  from  Elijah  Gates,  late  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri," and  Senate  bill  No.  9,  and  "  copy  of  trust,"  and  that  the  At-

Treasurer  and  his  securities  for  any  other  deficit  that  may  exist  in  said 
Treasury  by  reason  of  said  Elijah  Gates  having  deposited  the  State 
funds  in  any  othei  bank  or  banking  corporation ;  and  whether,  if  said 
bill  becomes  a  law,  the  same  will  have  the  effect  of  a  ratification  on 
the  part  of  the  State,  of  any  of  the  acts  of  the  Treasurer  in  the  deposit 
of  the  State  funds  in  bank,  or  any  other  acts  in  relation  thereto  where- 
by the  State  may  sustain  a  loss ;  and  whether,  if  such  bill  in  any 
respect  fails  to  guard  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  State,  in  what 
respect  and  wherein  the  same  can  be  remedied  by  legislation  by  way 
of  amendment  of  the  present  bill  or  otherwise.

Mr.  Pbssideht  :  Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Regsiter  of  Lands  for  the  years  1879  and  1880,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port that  they  have  carefully  considered  the  same,  and  respectfully 
recommend : 

First — ^That  so  much  of  the  report  as  refers  to  the  condition  of  the 
records  in  his  office,  and  asking  for  an  appropriation  for  additional 
clerk  hire,  to  enable  him  to  index  and  abstract  the  same,  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Second — That  so  much  of  said  report  as  refers  to  the  recommenda- 
tion, that  authority  be  given  the  Governor  to  direct  the  Register  of 
Lands  to  correct  the  records  in  certain  cases,  bei  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary,  as  legal  questions  are  involved  which  might 
seriously  affect  the  title  of  lands. 

Third— Thdii  so  much  of  the  report  as  refers  to  swamp  lands  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Swamp  Lands. 

Fourth — That  1,500  copies  of  the  report  be  printed,  1,000  for  the 
appendix,  250  for  the  General  Assembly  and  250  for  the  Register  of 
Lands. 

Senator  Bradley  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  48,  entitled  ^^  An  act 
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to  ameod  sections  4937  and  4939,  article  5  of  chapter  89  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1879,  concerning  cities,  towns  and  villages ;"  which  was 
read  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Heaston,  the  Senate  took  a  recess  until  half 
past  eleven  o'clock. 

At  the  expiration  of  the  recess,  the  President  called  the  Senate  to 
order. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  House,  through  Mr. 
Hawley,  Chief  Clerk : 

Mr.  Prssidbnt  :  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tdves,  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the  House  has  taken  up  and  passed 
finbstitute  for  House  bill  No.  60,  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  sections 
591  and  592  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  entitled 
*  Of  official  bonds,' "  in  which  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  is  respect- 
fally  requested ;  which  was  read. 

Senator  Heard  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Special 
Oommittee  on  Rules,  which  was  read  first  and  second  times  and 
adopted : 

RULES  OF  THE  SENATE. 

Mb.  Prbsidsnt:  Your  committe,  especially  appointed  to  revise 
the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  Senate,  have  performed  this  duty, 
and  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  as  the  result  of  their  labor : 

Of  the  President  and  Senate: 

RoLB  1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  at  the  hour 
to  which  the  Senate  had  previously  adjourned,  and  shall  call  the  Sen- 
ate to  order,  and,  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  shall  cause  the  journal 
•of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read  ;  if  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Senators 
are  present  they  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attend- 
ance of  absent  members  ;  and  any  two  members,  at  any  time  after  the 
hour  has  arrived  to  which  the  Senate  has  a4journed  may  have  a  call 
of  the  Senate,  and  have  the  names  of  the  absentees  entered  on  the 
jonmal. 

RuLB  2.  Upon  calls  of  the  Senate,  or  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays 
on  any  question,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabet- 
ically. 

RuLB  3.  Upon  the  call  of  the  Senate,  the  names  of  the  members 
£hall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  and  the  absentees  noted ;  after 
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"which  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over.  Th» 
doors  shall  then  be  shut,  and  those  for  whom  no  excuse,  or  insufficient 
excuses  are  made,  may,  by  order  of  the  majority  of  those  present,  if 
ten  in  number,  be  taken  into  custody  as  they  appear,  or  may  be  sent 
for  and  taken  into  custody  wherever  to  be  found  by  the  Sergeant-at- 
Arms,  or  Assistant  Sergeant- at- Arms  appointed  by  the  President  for 
that  purpose,  at  the  expense  of  such  absent  member  or  members  re- 
spectively, unless  such  excuse  for  non-attendance  shall  be  made  as  th& 
Senate,  when  a  quorum  is  convened,  shall  judge  sufficient. 

P(W)eT8  and  duties  of  the  President: 

Rule  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preserve  order» 
and  he  may  speak  on  all  questions  of  order  in  preference  to  any  other 
member,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that  purpose ;  and  shall  decide  on  all 
questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate ;  and  all  questions 
of  order  shall  be  noted  by  the  Secretary,  with  the  decision. 

Rule  5.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to  wit: 
"As  many  as  are  of  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be,)  say  aye  ;'^ 
and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "as  many  as  are  of  the  con- 
trary opinion  say  no."  If  the  President  doubts,  or  a  division  is  called 
for,  the  house  shall  divide — those  in  the  affirmative  of  the  questioa 
shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterward  those  in  the  negative. 

Rule  6.  All  committees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  President^ 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate.  Standing  committees  shall 
consist  of  five  members,  and  select  committees  shall  consist  of  three- 
members  each,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Senate. 

Rule  7.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  Senate  when  the 
question  is  put  shall  vote,  unless  the  Senate,  for  special  reasons,  shall 
excuse  him.  All  motions  to  excuse  a  member  from  voting  shall  be^ 
made  before  the  Senate  divides,  or  before  the  call  for  yeas  and  nays  is 
commenced.  In  taking  the  ayes  and  noes,  each  member  shall  declare 
openly  his  assent  or  dissent  to  the  question. 

Rule  8.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Presi-. 
dent  or  any  member  requires  it. 

Rule  9.  The  President  may,  at  any  time,  leave  the  chair  and  call 
any  member  of  the  Senate  thereto,  who  shall  be  President  of  the  Senate 
for  the  time  being,  and  the  President  shall,  at  leisure,  resume  the  chair ;, 
and  if  the  person  called  to  the  chair  shall  object  and  the  President  in- 
sists, the  question  shall  be  decided  by  the  Senate. 

Rule  10.  The  President  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state- 
it  sitting. 

Rule  11.  The  President  shall  sign  all  acts,  joint  resolutions  and. 
addresses,  and  all  writs,  warrants  and  subpoenas,  issued  by  order  of  the 
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Senate,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  attested  by  the  Secretary ;  and  he 
shall  have  general  direction  and  superintendence  of  the  Senate 
Chamber. 

EoLE  12.  In  case  of  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby 
or  galleries,  the  President  shall  have  power  to  order  the  same  cleared, 
and  shall  have  general  control  of  the  Senate  Chamber  and  the  em- 
ployes thereof,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate. 

President  pro  tern.: 

EuLS  13.  The  Senate  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  each  regu- 
lar session,  elect  one  of  its  number  President  pro  tempore^  who  shall 
serve  during  the  term  of  the  General  Assembly  at  which  he  iselected^ 
and  who  shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  during  tke  sickness  or 
absence  of  the  President. — [Const.,  Art.  5,  Sec.  17.] 

.  EuLE  14.  Stenographers  and  reporters  wishing  to  take  down  the 
debates  and  proceedings  of  the  Senate  ma^  be  admitted  by  the  President 
to  the  reporters'  table  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate,  under  such  regula- 
tions as  he  may  prescribe,  and  he  shall  assign  a  seat  to  the  Official  Ee- 
porter  of  the  Senate. 

Secretary — hie  duties: 

EUI.B  15.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  ta  keep  an  exact 
journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate;  and  he  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  be  subject  to  further  orders,  as  the  Senate  may  direct. 

EoLB  16.  When  a  bill  or  joint  resolution  passes,  it  shall  be  certi- 
fied by  the  Secretary,  noting  the  day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof* 

EuLB  14.  When  a  motion  is  made  for  an  amendment  of  any  bill 
or  resolution,  the  mover's  name  shall  be  inserted  on  the  journal. 

Sergeant-at-Arms — his  duties: 

EuLB  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  8ergeant-at-Arms  to  keep 
order  in  the  lobby,  and  to  attend  the  Senate  during  its  sittings ;  to  exe- 
cute the  commands  of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time,  together  with  all 
such  process  issued  by  authority  thereof  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by 
the  President. 

Doorkeeper — his  duties: 

EuLB  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Doorkeeper  to  obey  the  or- 
ders of  the  Senate  from  time  to  time. 

Sworn  to  Secrecy: 

EuLE  20.  The  Sergeant-at-Arms  and  Doorkeeper  shall  be  swora 
to  keep  the  secrets  of  the  Senate  when  in  secret  session. 

OP  BILLS. 

Shall  he  read  three  times: 

KuLE  21.    Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  diflfer^t  jiftyGoOQlc 
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RuLB  22.  No  law  shall  be  passed  except  by  bill,  and  no  bill  shall 
be  so  amended  in  its  passage  through  either  House  as  to  change  its 
original  purpose.— [Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  25.] 

RuLB  23.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  House,  and  may  be  amended 
or  rejected  by  the  other;  and  every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different 
days  in  each  House.— [Const,  Art.  4,  Sec.  26.] 

RuLB  24.  No  bill  shall  be  considered  for  final  passage  unless  the 
same  has  been  reported  upon  by  a  committee  and  printed  for  the  use 
of  the  members.— [Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  27.] 

RuLB  26.  No  bill  (except  general  appropriation  bills,  which  may 
ombrace  the  various  subjects  and  accounts  for  and  on  account  of  which 
moneys  are  appropriated,  and  except  bills  passed  under  the  third  sub- 
division of  section  forty-four  of  this  article,)  shall  contain  more  than 
one  subject,  which  shall  be  clearly  expressed  in  its  title. — [Const.,  Art. 
4.  Sec.  28.] 

JSigning  Bills: 

RuLB  26.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  until  the  same  shall  have 
been  signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  of  the  two  Houses  in  open 
session;  and  before  such  officer  shall  affix  his  signature  to  any  bill,  he 
shall  suspend  all  other  business,  declare  that  such  bill  will  now  be  read, 
and  that,  if  no  objections  be  made,  he  will  sign  the  same  to  the  end 
that  it  may  become  a  law.  The  bill  shall  then  be  read  at  length,  and 
if  no  objections  be  made,  he  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  House  in  open 
session,  and  before  any  other  business  is  entertained,  affix  his  signature, 
which  fact  shall  be  noted  on  the  journal,  and  the  bill  immediately  sent 
to  the  other  House.  When  it  reaches  the  other  House,  the  presiding 
officer  thereof  shall  immediately  suspend  all  other  business,  announce 
the  reception  of  the  bill,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  thereupon  be 
observed,  in  every  respect,  as  in  the  House  in  which  it  was  first  signed. 
If  in  either  House  any  member  shall  object  that  any  substitution,  omis- 
sion or  insertion  has  occurred,  so  that  the  bill  proposed  to  be  signed  is 
not  the  same  in  substance  and  form  as  when  considered  and  passed  by 
the  House,  or  that  any  particular  clause  of  article  4  of  the  Constitu- 
tion has  been  violated  in  its  passage,  such  objection  shall  be  passed 
upon  by  the  House,  and  if  sustained  the  presiding  officer  shall  with- 
hold his  signature ;  but  if  such  objection  shall  not  be  sustained,  then  any 
five  members  may  embody  the  same,  over  their  signatures,  in  a  written 
protest,  under  oath,  against  the  signing  of  the  bill.  Said  protest,  when 
offered  in  the  House,  shall  be  noted  upon  the  journal,  and  the  original 
shall  be  annexed  to  the  bill,  to  be  considered  by  the  Governor  in  can- 
nection  therewith. — [Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  37.]

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Approval  of  Governor: 

Rule  27.  When  the  bill  has  been  signed,  as  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate, 
if  the  bill  originated  in  the  Senate,  to  present  the  same  in  person,  on 
the  same  day  on  which  it  was  signed  as  aforesaid,  to  the  Governor,  take 
his  receipt  therefor,  and  enter  the  fact  of  such  delivery  and  the  time 
thereof  upon  the  journal.

•  Rm.E  28.  Every  bill  presented  as  aforesaid,  but  returned  without 
the  approval  of  the  Governor,  and  with  his  objections  thereto,  shall 
stand  as  reconsidered  in  the  house  to  which  it  is  returned.  The  house 
shall  cause  the  objections  of  the  Governor  to  be  entared  at  large  upon 
the  journal,  and  proceed,  at  its  convenience,  to  consider  the  question 
pending,  which  shall  be  in  this  form :  ^'Shall  the  bill  pass,  the  objec- 
tions of  the  Governor  thereto  notwithstanding?"  The  vote  upon  this 
question  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  entered  upon

Printing  Bills: 

Rule  29.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  fifty  copies  of  all  bills  and 
joint  resolutions  shall  be  printed  after  their  first  reading,  and  before  a 
second  reading  shall  be  permitted,  unless  such  second  reading  be 
unanimously  called  for. 

Emergency  Clause: 

KuLE  30.  On  all  bills  containing  an  emergency  clause,  the  vote 
shall  first  be  taken  on  the  bill,  excluding  the  emergency  clause,  and 
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if  the  bill  receive  the  votes  of  a  majoritv  of  all  the  members,  then  a 
vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  emergency*  clause,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  elected  vote  in  favor  of  it,  the  bill  shall  take  eflfect  im- 
mediately after  its  passage.

Rule  31.  If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  points,  any 
member  may  have  the  same  divided,  if  it  compehend  propositions  in 
substance  so  distinct  that,  one  being  taken  away,  a  substantive  propo- 
sition shall  remain  for  the  decision  of  the'  Senate ;  but  on  motion  ta 
strike  out  and  insert,  it  shall  not  be  in  order  to  move  for  a  division  of 
the  question ;  but  a  rejection  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  one 
proposition  shall  not  prevent  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  a  diflfer- 
ent  proposition,  nor  prevent  a  subsequent  motion  simply  to  strike  out; 
nor  shall  the  rejection  of  a  motion,  simply  to  strike  out,  prevent  a  sub- 
sequent motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Rule  32.  All  amendme^t8  adopted  by  either  house  to  a  bill 
pending  and  originating  in  the  same,  shall  be  incorporated  with  the 
bill  by  engrossment,  and  the  bill,  as  thus  engrossed,  shall  be  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  members  before  its  final  passage.

If  a  bill  passed  by  either  house  be  returned  thereta 
amended  by  the  other,  the  house  to  which  the  same  is  returned  shall 
cause  the  amendment  or  amendments  so  received  to  be  printed,  under 
the  same  supervision  as  provided  in  the  next  preceding  section,  for 
the  use  of  the  members,  before  final  action  on  such  amendments.

Rule  34.  No  amendment  to  bill?  by  one  house  shall  be  concurred

No  act  shall  be  amended  by  providing  that  designated 
words  thereof  be  stricken  out,  or  that  designated  words  be  inserted, 
or  that  designated  words  be  stricken  out  and  others  inserted  in  lieu 
thereof;  but  the  words  to  be  stricken  out  or  the  words  to  be  inserted, 
or  the  words  to  be  stricken  out  and  those  inserted  in  lieu  thereof 
together  with  the  act. or  section  amended,  shall  be  set  forth  in  full,  as 
amended.

Final  passage — ayes  and  nays: 

EuLS  36.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless,  on  it»  final  passage, 
the  vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting 
for  and  against  the  same  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  a  majority  of 
the  members  elected  to  each  house  be  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in  its 
favor.    [Const,  Art  4,  Sec.  31.] 

Motion  to  reconsider: 

BuLE  37.  When  a  bill  is  put  upon  its  final  passage,  and,  failing  to 
pass,  a  motion  is  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  by  which  it  was  defeated, 
the  vote  upon  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  be  immediately  taken, 
and  the  subject  finally  disposed  of  before  the  Senate  proceeds  to  any 
other  business.    [Const.,  Art.  4,  Sec.  36.] 

Acts  set  forth  at  length: 

Rule  38.  No  act  shall  be  revived  or  re-enacted  by  mere  reference 
to  the  title  thereof,  but  the  same  shall  be  set  forth  at  length  as  if  it 
were  an  original  act    [Const,  Art.  4,  Sec.  33.] 

OP  DECORUM  AND  DEBATE. 

EuLB  39.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak,  he  shall  rise  and  re- 
spectfully address  himself  to  the  President,  standing  at  his  seat,  and 
^ait  until  his  name  or  designation  is  announced,  when  he  shall  proceed. 

Rule  40.  If  two  or  more  members  rise  at  once,  the  President 
shall  name  the  person  who  is  to  speak  first,  the  other  rising  having  the 
preference  next  to  speak. 

Rule  41.  The  President  shall  preserve  decorum;  and  if  any 
member  transgress  the  rules  of  the  Senate,  the  President  shall,  or  any 
member  may,  call  him  to  order,  in  which  case  the  member  called  to 
order  shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain ;  and 
the  Senate,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  on  the  case.  If  there  be  no 
appeal,  the  decision  of  the  chair  shall  be  submitted  to.  If  the  decision 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  member  called  to  order,  he  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  proceed ;   if  otherwise,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  proceed. 

Rule  42.  If  a  member  be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken  in  de- 
bate, the  person  calling  him  to  order  shall  repeat  the  words  excepted 
to,  and  they  shall  be  taken  down  in  writing  at  the  Secretary's  table: 
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and  no  member  shall  be  held  to  answer,  or  be  subject  to  the  censure  of 
the  Senate,  for  words  spoken  in  debate,  if  any  other  member  has 
spoken,  or  other  business  has  intervened,  after  the  words  spoken,  and 
before  exception  to  them  has  been  taken. 

Rule  43.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  .the  same 
question  without  leave  of  the  Senate,  unless  he  be  the  mover,  proposer 
or  introducer  of  the  matter  pending,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  i)er- 
mitted  to  speak  in  reply,  but  not  until  every  member  choeing  to  speak 
shall  have  spoken. 

Rule  44.  In  proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Senate,  the  members 
shall  not  be  spoken  of  or  addressed  by  each  other  by  their  individual 
names. 

Smoking  prohibited: 

Rule  45.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Senate  chamber 
while  the  Senate  is  in  session. 

Previous  question: 

Rule  46.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form :  "  Shall 
the  main  question  be  now  put  t^'  It  shall  only  be  admitted  on  demand 
of  two  members,  and  sustained  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present;  and  its  effect  shall  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring 
the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon  a  motion  to  commit,  if  such  motion 
shall  have  been  made ;  and  if  this  motion  does  not  prevail,  then  upon 
amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  any ;  then  upon  pending 
amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  On  the  demand  for 
the  previous  question,  a  call  of  the  Senate  shall  be  in  order ;  but  after 
two-thirds  shall  have  sustained  such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order 
prior  to  the  decision  of  the  main  question. 

Rule  47.  On  the  motion  for  the  previous  question,  no  debate  shall 
be  allowed,  and  all  incidental  questions  of  order  arising  after  the 
motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question,  and  pending  such  motion^ 
shall  be  decided,  whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate.  If^ 
on  a  vote  for  the  previous  question,  a  majority,  but  less  than  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present,  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative,  the  effect  of  such 
vote  shall  in  nowise  interfere  with  the  consideration  of  the  subject 
then  pending;  but  if  a  majority  of  the  members  vote  in  the  negative^ 
then  the  further  consideration  of  the  subject  matter  before  the  Senate 
shall  be  postponed  for  that  day. 

Motions — how  put : 

Rule  48.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  President,  or  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair,, 
and  read  aloud  by  the  President  or  Secretary  before  debated. 
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RoLB  49.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  President,  or  read  by 
the  Secretary,  it  shall  ^be  deemed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate, 
but  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment ; 
but  afterward,  only  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Privilege  motions  : 

RuLB  50.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be 
received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question^, 
to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefi- 
nitely ;  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged ;  and  pending  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  t^tble^ 
the  merits  of  the  question  shall  not  be  discussed ;  and  no  motion  to 
postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being 
decided,  shall  again  be  allowed  on  the  same  day,  at  the  same  stage  of 
the  bill  or  proposition. 

RuLB  51.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  and  a  motion  to  fix  the  day  to 
which  the  Senate  shall  adjourn,  shall  always  be  in  order,  unless  a  mem- 
ber is  8i>eaking,  or  the  yeas  and  nays  are  being  taken,  or  a  call  is  being- 
made,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  no  member  shall  leave^ 
bis  seat  until  the  result  is  declared.  ^ 

Privileffed  persons : 

Rule  52.  No  persons,  except  members  of  the  House  of  Repre-^ 
sentatives,  their  clerks,  the  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State,  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts,  Attorney-General,  and  members  of' 
Congress,  shall  be  admitted  within  the  bar  of  the  Senate  during  the 
sitting  of  the  same,  unless  invited  by  a  member.  • 

Questions,  how  voted  on : 

RuLB  53.  All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  Senate,  shall  be 
propounded  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  except  privileged 
questions,  which  shall  be  propounded  as  stated  in  rule  35,  and  in  filling 
up  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be  first  put. 

Petition,  etc.,  purport  to  he  stated : 

Rule  64.  When  any  petition,  memorial  or  remonstrance  is  pre- 
sented to  the  Senate,  the  person  presenting  the  same  shall  give  a  con- 
cise statement  of  the  purport  thereof,  and  it  shall  be  disposed  of  ac- 
cording to  its  character,  without  reading,  unless  the  reading  thereof  be 
required  by  two  members. 

Secret  session : 

RuLB  65.  On  the  discussion  of  any  business  which  may,  in  the 
opinion  of  a  member,  require  secresy,  the  President  shall  order  the 
gallery  to  be  cleared ;  and  during  the  discussion,  the  doors  shall  be> 
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closed,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Senate.  When  nominations 
«hall  be  made  in  writing  by  the  Governor  of  th^  State  to  the  Senate,  a 
future  day  shall  be  assigned,  unless  the  Senate  unanimously  direct 
otherwise,  for  taking  them  into  consideration. 

Enrolling  clerk^  elected  when : 

Etlb  56.  When  the  Senate  shall  think  their  business  requires  it^ 
they  shall  elect  one  or  more  Enrolling  Clerks  for  the  Senate. 

Times  of  meeting : 

Rule  57.  The  times  of  meeting  of  the  Senate,  during  its  present 
session,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  shall  be  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  two.  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Protest  of  msmbers — how  entered  : 

JRuLE  58.  Any  member  voting  in  the  minority  on  any  subject,  and 
protesting  against  the  vote  of  the  House,  may  have  his  protest  entered 
on  the  journal,  if  the  tenor  and  language  of  such  protest  would  have 
been  admissibl%  in  the  discussion  of  the  subject. 

Journal — ayes  and  nays  : 

EuLE  59.  The  Senate  shall,  from  time  to  time,  publish  a  journal  of 
its  proceedings,  and  the  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  shall  be  taken 
and  entered  on  the  journal  at  the  motion  of  any  two  members.  When- 
over  the  yeas  and  nays  are  demanded,  the  whole  list  of  members  shall 
be  called,  and  the  names  of  the  absentees  shall  be  noted  and  published 
in  the  journal. 

Reconsideration : 

Rule  60.  When  any  question  may  have  been  decided  in  the  Sen- 
ate, on  which  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  are  necessary  to 
oarry  the  affirmative,  any  member  who  voted  on  that  side  which  pro- 
vailed  on  the  question,  may  be  at  liberty  to  move  a  reconsideration ; 
and  a  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of 
votes. 

Indefmite  Postponement: 

Rule  61.  When  a  question  is  postponed  indefinitely,  the  same 
shall  not  be  acted  upon  during  the  session. 

Bills —  engrossed : 

Rule  62.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed  shall  be  executed  in  a 
fair,  round  hand. 

Ayes  and  noes : 

Rule  63.  No  member  shall  call  for  the  ayes  and  noes  on  any^ 
•question  after  the  same  has  been  declared  to  be  a  vote  by  the  Presi- 
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Member  shall  not  vote — when : 

SuLB  64.    No  member  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  on  a  subject  in 
nrhich  he  is  immediately  interested. 

Aheenieee : 

BiTLB  65.    No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
Senate,  unless  he  has  leave,  or  be  sick,  or  unable  to  attend.

Mr.  President:  I  am  instructed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  the 
House  is  now  ready  to  receive  that  body  in  order  that  the  two  Houses 
may  proceed  in  joint  session  to  cast  up  the  vote  by  the  Senate  and  the 
House  for  United  States  Senator.

The  President  called  the  joint  session  to  order  and  directed  the 
Journals  of  yesterday  of  the  two  Houses  to  be  read,  from  which  it  ap- 
peared that  Francis  M.  Cockrell  received,  in  the  Senate,  24  votes; 
David  P.  Dyer  received,  in  the  Senate,  5  votes,  and  D.  G.  DeBernardi 
received,  in  the  Senate,  2  votes. 

The  journal  of  the  House  being  read,  it  appeared  that  Francis  M. 
Oockrell  received,  in  the  House,  94  votes ;  David  P.  Dyer  received,  in 
the  House,  38  votes ;  D.  G.  DeBernardi  received  4  votes,  and  James  O. 
Broadhead  received,  in  the  House,  1  vote.  ^ 

Thereupon  the  President  announced  that  Francis  M.  Oockrell, 
liaving  received  a  minority  of  all  the  votes  cast  in  each  House,  was  de- 
clared duly  elected  United  States  Senator  from  the  State  of  Missouri 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  beginning  March  4th,  1881,  and  ending  March 
3d,  1887. 

The  joint  session  then  dissolved  and  the  Senate  returned  to  the 
Senate  Chamber.

City  of  Jefferson,  January  20, 1881. 
To  the  Honorable^  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  Ihirty-Arst  Gen- 
eral Aseemhly: 
Sib:    I  have  the  honor  of  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  copy  of 
Senate  resolution  asking  for  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  upon 
several  questions  propounded  in  said  resolution. 

These  questions  relate  to  the  efiect  of  Senate  bills  Nos.  8  and  9^ 

should  they  become  laws,  upon  the  interests  of  the  State  in  relation  to  a 

certain  balance  of  money  deposited  heretofore  in  the  Mastin  Bank  at 

Kansas  Oity  by  the  State  Treasurer,  and  now  alleged  to  be  on  deposit 

in  the  Bank  of  Commerce,  in  St.  Louis,  Mo. 
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I  will  answer  these  qaestions  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
^itated : 

1.  The  first  question  is,  in  substance,  an  inquiry  as  to  the  effect  of 
the  enactment  of  these  bills  into  laws,  "  upon  the  rights  of  the  8tat«  as 
they  now  exist  against  the  Treasurer  and  his  securities  for  any  default 
on  his  part  in  relation  to  the  funds  of  the  State."  The  rights  of  the 
State  against  the  Treasurer  and  his  securities,  in  case  of  the  supposed 
•default  in  safely  keeping,  accounting  for  and  paying  over  any  moneys 
that  may  have  come  to  his  hands  as  Treasurer  of  the  State,  would  be 
the  right  to  sue  upon  the  bond  and  recover  against  the  principal  and 
his  sureties  the  amount  of  the  deficiency,  whatever  that  may  be.  This 
is  briefly  what  I  understand  to  be  the  rights  of  the  State  in  the  prem- 
ises ;  and  this  right  to  employ  all  lawful  means  to  compel  the  Treas- 
urer to  make  good  the  default,  if  any,  in  my  judgment,  would  remain 
unaffected  as  to  him  and  his  securities,  even  if  these  bills  should  be 
-enacted  into  laws  and  by  any  means  the  money  should  not  be  paid  into 
the  Treasury,  as  provided  in  Senate  bill  No.  8.  The  proposition  con- 
tained in  said  bill  No.  8  is  simply  that,  if  the  ex-treasurer  shall  pay  the 
balance  due  the  State  on  account  of  the  said  deposit  or  deposits  in  the 

Mastin  Bank,  to  wit :  the  sum  of  $184,970.31  in days,  then  there 

shall  vest  in  him  all  the  rights  which  the  State  of  Missouri  has  or  may 
have  by  priority,  or  otherwise,  to  recover  the  same  from  the  said  Mas- 
tin  Bank,  its  sureties,  officers  or  assignee,  all  moneys  due  by  them  to 
the  State,  or  to  the  said  Elijah  Gates,  State  Treasurer.    In  other  words, 
Mr.  Gates  is  to  be  subrogated  to  the  rights  of  the  State,  to  sue  in  his 
own  name  to  inforce  said  priority  in  the  same  manner  as  the  State 
might  now  do.    The  proposition  contained  in  the  said  bill  as  it  relates  to 
Treasurer  Gates  and  his  securities  on  the  one  part,  and  the  State  of 
Missouri  on  the  other,  may  be  regarded  as  of  the  nature  of  a  com- 
promise,  or  an  offer  to  settle  upon  terms.    The  State  offers  to  transfer 
its  rights  in  the  premises  to  the  said  Elijah  Gates  upon  the  sole  condi- 
tion of  his  paying  a  specified  sum  of  money.    If  the  State  fails  to  get 
its  money  by  this  means  it  is  simply  a  failure  to  make  a  settlement ; 
and  neither  Treasurer  Gates  or  his  securities  are,  thereafter,  one  parti- 
ble less  liable  to  the  State  for  any  balance  due  by  him,  as  Treasurer  to 
the  State,  than  he  and  they  were  before  such  negotiations  for  settlement 
took  place.    Again,  section  2  of  said  Senate  bill  No.  S  provides  ^^  that 
this  act  shall  be  without  effect  unless  said  Gates  shall  pay  said  money 
as  aforesaid  on  or  before  the day  after  this  act  is  passed.    I  con- 
clude, therefore,  that  no  disadvantage  or  bad  effect  would  result  to  the 
State's  interest  from  the  passage  of  Senate  bill  No.  8  in  any  event. 

2.  I  am  requested  to  give  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  State  would 
**  forfeit  or  lose  any  right  it  may  now  have  against  the  Treasurer  and 
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his  securities  in  the  event  that  Elijah  Gates  should  fail  or  refuse  to  pay 
into  the  State  Treasury  the  said  sum  of  money  alleged  to  have  been 
deposited  in  the  said  Mastin  Bank.''  The  answer  to  this  question  is 
necessarily  involved  in  the  former  question,  and  for  the  reasons  stated 
in  relation  thereto,  I  answer  that  the  State  would  neither  forfeit  or  lose 
any  right  to  pursue  the  Treasurer  and  his  securities  for  the  whole 
amount  of  any  deficiency  found  due  to  the  State  on  final  settlement 
with  said  Elijah  Gates,  State  Treasurer. 

3.  Again,  my  opinion  is  requested  as  to  whether,  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  said  bill,  the  State  will  ^^  forfeit  or  lose  any  right  it  may 
now  have  against  the  Treasurer  and  his  securities  for  any  other  deficit, 
caused  by  or  resulting  from  the  deposit  of  any  of  the  State's  moneys 
in  some  other  banking  corporation."  My  answer  is,  I  think  not,  for 
the  reason,  first,  that  there  is  no  undertaking  in  Senate  bill  No.  8  to 
release  Elijah  Gates  or  his  securities  from  any  liability  or  undertaking 
by  him  or  them  in  reference  to  the  safe  keeping  and  accounting  for  any 
and  all  of  the  moneys  of  the  State  which  came  into  his  hands  as  State 
Treasurer ;  and  no  release  or  discharge  can  result  from  the  passage  of 
these  bills  except  by  operation  of  law  in  virtue  of  his  having  paid  the 
money  mentioned  in  Senate  bill  No.  8,  and  to  that  extent  only.  So 
that  if  there  be  any  of  the  moneys  of  this  State  lost  by  reason  of  the 
same  having  been  deposited  in  some  other  banking  institution  the  lia- 
bility of  the  said  Trearurer  and  his  securities  will  not  be  afiected  by 
the  provisions  of  these  bills,  since  they  relate  alone  to  the  moneys  de- 
posited in  the  Mastin  Bank  and  no  other ;  and,  second,  for  the  reason 
that  we  cannot  extend  the  force  and  operation  of  these  provisions  by 
implication  beyond  the  natural  and  reasonable  intendment  of  their 
plain  and  express  terms  and  conditions. 

I  beg  to  add  with  respect  to  the  copy  of  the  trust  that,  in  my  opin- 
isn,  the  Bank  of  Commerce  is  a  trustee  of  an  express  trust,  and,  hav- 
ing accepted  the  trust,  it  is  bound,  not  merely  because  the  trust  is 
made  irrevocable  in  terms  and  by  the  terms  of  the  acquittance  of  Calvin 
F.  Barnes  also,  but  on  account  of  the  said  acceptance  the  trustee 
must  execute  the  purpose  of  the  trust  by  pa3ring  over  the  money  to 
the  State  whenever  the  fact  of  the  passage  of  the  two  bills  is  certified 
to  the  trustee  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  creation  of  the  trust,  or 
the  trustee  will,  by  failure  or  refusal  so  to  do,  itself  become  responsi- 
ble for  the  full  amount  of  the  trust  fund,  and  be  compelled  to  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  State.  See  sections  43,  259  and  260,  vol.  1,  second 
edition, of  Perry  on  Trusts;  see,  also.  Lane  vs.  Ewing,  31  Mo. Reports^ 
p.  75 ;  Phillips  vs.  Franciscus  et  al.,  52  Mo.  Reports,  370. 
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I  see  no  objection  to  the  bills  in  form  or  matter,  and  therefore 
deem  any  suggestion  on  my  part  unnecessary,

President  :  Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  to  whont 
was  referred  Senate  joint  and  concurrent  resolution,  entitled  ^^  Joint 
and  concurrent  resolution  authorizing  and  instructing  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  Governor  to  settle  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer 
to  cancel  vouchers  and  destroy  warrants  in  the  Auditor's  and  Treasur- 
er's ofSces,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same^ 
and  recommend  that  it  do  pass. 

The  bill  so  reported,  being  Senate  joint  and  concurrent  resolution 
No.  6,  was  taken  up,  and  Senator  DeArmond  oflTered  the  following 
amendment : 

Amend  Senate  joint  and  concurrent  resolution  No.  6,  by  striking

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  president  in  the  chair. 

A  quorum  present. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

The  journal  of  Saturday  read  approved. 

The  President  announced  the  committee  to  receive  the  Hon.  E.  B. 
Washburn  in  conformity  with  the  resolution  adopted  on  Saturday :

court  in  the  county  of  Jackson,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have 
compared  the  same  and  find  it  to  be  truly  engrossed,  and  that  the 
printed  copies  thereof  furnished  to  the  Senators  are  correct ;  which 
i^as  read. 

Senator  Jacobs  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Blind  Asylum : 

Mb.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind 
beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report :  By  authority  of  the  Senate, 
your  committee  visited  the  school  for  the  blind,  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
and,  after  spending  twQ  days  in  making  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
-condition  and  affairs  of  the  institution,  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  the  result  of  their  investigations : 

the  building. 

The  building  is  located  on  Morgan  street,  between  19th  and  20th 
streets,  and  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  sufBiciently  commodious 
to  meet  the  present  reqArements  of  the  school.  The  main  part  of  the 
building,  however,  is  very  old,  and  the  entire  structure  in  bad  condi- 
tion and  in  urgent  need  of  immediate  repair.  The  roof  is  very  old, 
and  inust>  at  an  early  date,  be  replaced  with  a  new  one.  The  floors  in 
many  rooms  are  nearly  worn  through,  and  should  be  relaid  at  once. 

The  walls  are  dingy  with  age  and  weather  stain,  and  they,  as  well 
^  the  wood  work,  should  be  repainted,  for  the  better  preservation  of 
the  property,  and  to  the  end  that  the  rooms  may  look  respectable. 

The  report  of  the  board  of  trustees  shows  tl^at  during  the  past 
year  about  f600.00  was  expended  to  insure  the  building.  Your  Com- 
mittee is  of  the  opinion  that  this  property  should  not  be  insured,  for 
the  following  reasons  : 

Ist.  Because  the  State  is  far  more  able  to  bear  the  risk  of  loss  by 
fire  than  any  insurance  company  can  be  to  assume  that  risk. 

2d.  Because  the  safety  of  the  unfortunate  children  of  the  school 
is  of  the  first  consideration,  and  while  we  would  not  charge  that  the 
insurance  of  the  building  would  lessen  the  vigilance  of  those  in  charge, 
yet  we  believe  it  would  have  that  tendency,  and  is,  therefore,  im- 
politic. 

3d.  Because  the  money  so  expended  must  necessarily  trench  upon 
the  maintenance  fund,  which  is.  too  small  already,  and  should  not  bo 
ksseiied. 
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THE  FURNITURE. 

The  furniture  is,  in  the  opinion  of  every  member  of  your  commit- 
tee, totally  inadequate  for  even  the  simple  wants,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  inmates  of  the  institution.  There 
are  but  few  carpets  in  the  entire  building,  and  those  are  old  and  badly 
worn,  having  done  service  for  unknown  years. 

There  are  no  wardrobes,  or  even  hooks  or  brackets  in  the  dormi- 
tories in  which  the  children  may  hang  their  clothing  at  night ;  nor  is 
there  a  particle  of  furniture  in  the  dormitories,  except  the  cots  on 
which  the  children  sleep.  There  are  no  curtains  to  the  windows ;  there 
is  hardly  a  comfortable  chair  in  the  building.  In  short,  the  furniture 
is  not  only  old  and  worn  with  use,  but  is  totally  insufficient  in  quan- 
tity. 

There  is  absolutely  nothing  with  which  the  children  can  amuse 
themselves — no  toys,  no  gymnasium — nothing  whatever  with  which  U> 
break  the  monotony  of  their  darkened  lives ;  and  your  committee  think 
that  suitable  means  of  amusements,  such  as  swings,  gymnasium  and 
toys  of  suitable  and  substantial  kinds,  should  be  provided. 

THE  cLOTHnra. 

The  clothing  was  found  to  be  comfortable  and  clean,  and  at  the 
same  time  inexpensive. 

The  beds  are  placed  on  cots  and  are  all  they  need  be  for  comfort. 

THE  FOOD. 

The  food  is  ample  in  quantity,  sound  and  well  cooked,  and  yonr 
committee  can  recommend  no  improvement  in  this  direction,  except 
they  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  should  be  an  abundance  of  milk 
given  to  all  of  the  children,  none  now  being  served,  except  to  the  sick 
or  feeble. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  institution  was  all  that  could  be  de- 
sired. None  of  the  pupils  were  sick  at  the  time  of  our  visit,  and  no 
death  has  occurred  dunng  the  past  two  years. 

Your  committee  noticed,  with  great  pleasure,  the  extreme  neatneas 
and  order  that  prevailed  in  the  several  departments,  as  well  as  the 
spirit  of  contentment  that  was  exhibited  by  the  children  we  talked 
with,  many  of  them  privately,  and  all  expressed  themselves  as  happy 
and  contented ;  and  we  found  none  that  wished  to  leave  the  institu- 
tion. They  seemed  to  be  profoundly  grateful  to  the  good  peopVie  of 
the  State  for  providing  for  them  the  means  of  securing  an  educa- 
tion. ^         I 
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Tonr  committee  visited  the  various  classes,  and  while  we  do  not 
feel  competent  to  pass  judgment  upon  the  system  of  education  pur- 
sued, we  were  profoundly  impressed  with  the  degree  of  proficiency  at- 
tained in  all  the  elementary  branches  of  an  English  education.  Some 
of  the  recitations  possessed  great  merit,  and  would  have  done  credit 
to  pupils  of  the  same  age  in  any  school  in  the  land. 

THE  MUSICAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  one  of  great  importance,  and  your  committee  were  pleased 
as  well  as  surprised  at  the  high  standard  reached  in  this  department. 
We  were  entertained  by  solo  and  chorus  singing,  piano  and  organ 
playing,  of  decided  merit,  and  also  listened  to  a  full  orchestra  com- 
posed of  eight  violins,  two  flutes,  one  clarinet  and  two  horns.  The 
blind,  more  than  seeing  people,  eiy  oy  and  appreciate  music,  and  readily 
become  expert  performers  on  the  various  instruments,  when  an  oppor- 
tunity is  afforded  them.  Too  much  attention  cannot  be  paid  to  this 
branch  of  their  education,  as  it  opens  up  to  them,  in  very  many  cases, 
the  mea&s  of  acquiring  a  comfortable  livelihood.  A  large  number  of 
tbe  graduates  of  the  Missouri  School  for  the  Blind  are  now  engaged  in 
different  parts  of  the  State  in  teaching  music,  and  are  reported  as  be- 
ing very  i>opalar  and  successful  musical  educators.  In  this  connection 
your  committee  would  note  the  fact  that  the  supply  of  musical  instru- 
ments, especially  of  the  smaller  kinds,  is  not  sufficient  for  the  wants  of 
the  school,  and  should  be  increased. 

Prof.  Gilsinn,  who  has  charge  of  this  department,  is  a  gentleman 
of  rare  musical  attainments.  ' 

THE  LIBRABT. 

Your  committee  was  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  providing  a 
good  supply  of  new  books  for  the  teachers'  library.  On  account  of  the 
limited  number  of  books  printed  for  the  blind,  it  becomes  necessary  for 
the  teachers  to  read  to  the  pupils,  and  thus  teach  them  orally.  One 
hoar  each  evening  is  devoted  to  this  work,  and  we  are  informed  that 
the  library,  which  is  very  small,  has  been  read  and  reread,  and  badly 
needs  replenishing.  The  trustees  ask  for  one  thousand  dollars  for  this 
purpose,  and  your  committee  earnestly  recommend  that  the  request  be 
granted. 

THE  MECHANIOAL  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  is  one  of  great  practical  benefit  to  the  pupils.. 
The  boys'  work-shop  is  in  charge  of  Qeo.  Blades,  a  blind  graduate  qf 
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the  school,  and  under  his  efScient  management  the  boys  are  not  only 
taaght  a  trade  which  will  make  them  self-sustaining  through  life,  but 
the  shop  actually  shows  a  profit  of  $126  in  the  past  two  years.  By  a 
system  of  experiments,  it  has  been  found  that  broom-making  is  better 
suited  to  the  blind  than  any  other  trade.  The  pupils  soon  become  as 
proficient  in  their  work  as  seeing  people ;  and  then  again,  when  they 
leave  the  school  and  are  thrown  on  their  own  resources,  a  small  capital 
is  sufficient  to  purchase  the  necessary  machinery  and  establish  them 
in  their  business.  In  view  of  these  facts  the  trustees  have  very  prop- 
erly discontinued  the  teaching  of  all  trades  but  that  of  broom-mak- 
ing. 

In  the  girls^  work-room  we  were  shown  a  large  array  of  useful  and 
•ornamental  work,  such  as  quilts,  wearing  apparel,  crochet  and  bead 
work.  We  were  attracted  by  the  busy  hum  of  sewing  machines  oper- 
■ated  by  blind  girls,  and  the  work  done  was  as  well  done  as  could  be  de- 
sired. In  fact,  your,  committee  were  quickly  convinced  that  these  poor 
blind  girls  were  not  helpless  objects  of  charity,  but  skillful  and  useful 
members  of  society,  made  capable  by  the  system  of  education  offered 
them,  of  doing  almost  any  kind  of  work  that  seeing  people  can  be 
taught  to  do. 

BOOKS  AND  AOCOUNTS. 

Your  committee  carefully  examined  the  books  and  accounts,  and 
found  them  to  be  correct.  All  vouchers  for  material  are  on  file  in  the 
order  of  their  payment,  and  are  approved  by  the  Superintendent  and 
^countersigned  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  the  officers  of  the  school,  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have 
managed  the  school,  and  the  funds  appropriated  for  its  support. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  gentlemen  whose  names  are 
41  sufficient  guarantee  that  the  duties  of  their  trust  are  discharged  with 
scrupulous  fidelity  to  the  State  and  the  unfortunate  beings  in  whose 
behalf  they  labor.    They  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services, 
and  your  committee  feel  that  they  are  entitled  to  the  highest  praise 
for  the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  managed  this  noble  State 
<5harity.    It  is  fortunate  for  suffering  humanity  that  such  men  as  Thos. 
E.  Tutt,  D.  R.  Barclay,  Jos.  O'Neill,  R.  M.  Scruggs,  H.  Olay  Ewing, 
N.  B.  Thompson  and  Dr.  S.  Pollock  can  be  found  who  will  give  their 
valuable  services  and  time  in  behalf  of  their  less  fortunate  fellow  be- 
ings.   One  of  these  trustees,  Dr.  Pollock,  has  been  connected  with  the 
Institute  from  the  time  it  was  founded,  and  has  given  his  professional 
services  as  a  physician  without  charge.    He  is  devoted  to  the  school 
and  its  pupils.  .,,,_.. .  ^  _OOgle 
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Your  committee  had  a  conference  with  the  trnstees,  and  receiyed 
Irom  them  interesting  and  valuable  information.  They  assured  us 
that  the  Superintendent,  Dr.  Mc Workman,  possessed  rare  qualifica- 
tions ;  that  his  long  experience  as  Superintendent  of  the  Blind  Institu- 
tions of  Indiana  and  Missouri,  together  with  his  executive  ability  and 
his  moral  worth,  rendered  him  eminently  fit  for  the  responsible  posi- 
tion he  occupies,  and  that  his  services  were  invaluable. 

Mrs.  Standish,  the  Matron,  is  in  charge  of  the  domestic  depart- 
mei^t,  and  to  her  rare  executive  ability  is  due  the  neatness  and  order 
observed  on  every  hand  by  your  committee.  Her  gentleness  and  uni- 
form- kindness  wins  the  love  and  respect  of  all  the  inmates  of  the  In- 
stitute, and  her  presence  in  the  building  is  a  guarantee  that  ^^  all  is 
well." 

Dr.  Sibley,  the  head  of  the  literary  department,  is,  we  are  assured 
\>j  the  trustees,  one  of  the  most  efficient  educators  of  the  blind  in  the 
United  States. 

Miss  Colby,  Miss  Hill  and  Miss  McGinnis,  assistants  to  Dr.  Sibley, 
are  devoted  to  their  labor  and  the  unfortunate  children  in  their 
<^har^e. 

In  short,  your  committee  is  persuaded,  from  all  the  information 
that  could  be  gathered  in  the  time  that  we  were  at  the  Institute,  that 
the  management  throughout  could  not  be  bettered  in  any  particular. 

The  trustees,  in  their  report,  recommend  that  the  law  be  so 
amended  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  eleven  trustees,  instead 
of  seven,  seven  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  St.  Louis,  and  who  shall 
form  the  executive  board,  the  remaining  four  to  be  residents  of  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State,  who  shall  meet  with  the  executive  board,  quar- 
terly, and  that  they  shall  receive  actual  and  necessary  expenses  incur- 
red by  such  quarterly  meetings,  but  no  compensation  for  their  services. 

Your  committee  believe  that  it  will  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
institution  to  adopt  their  recommendations,  with  the  exception  that 
-we  think  five  trustees  from  St.  Louis  and  four  from  the  State  at  large 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements. 

The  trustees  ask  at  the  hands  of  the  Legislature,  the  following  ap- 
propriations for  the  conduct  of  the  Institute  for  the  next  two  years : 

For  salaries  of  teachers,  etc 916,000 

For  maintenance  of  school 36,000 

For  library 1,000 

For  repairing  and  refurnishing 5,000 

Total $58,000 
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They  impressed  very  strongly  on  the  minds  of  your  committee 
that  this  was  the  smallest  amount  with  which  the  Institute  could  be 
maintained  during  the  next  two  years  in  a  manner  consistent  with  the 
actual  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  pupils,  as  well  as  with  the  dignity  of 
the  State. 

Your  committee  earnestly  recommend  that  the  amount  asked  for 
be  appropriated.  We  feel  sure  that  while  the  good  people  of  the  great 
State  of  Missouri  want  their  Bepresentatives  to  economically  adminis* 
ter  the  finances  of  the  State,  they  do  not  want  them  to  appropriate  less 
than  the  amount  necessary  to  conduct  our  eleemosynary  institutions 
in  a  manner  that  will  insure  comfort  and  advancement  to  the  inmatea 
and.  reflect  credit  on  the  State.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  sub- 
mitted. W.  A.  JACOBS,  Chairman.

Dear  Sir  :    I  read  with  pleasure  of  the  part  you  took  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  a  resolution  pending  before  the  Legislature  of  your  State,  re- 
questing the  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  instruct- 
ing the  Senators  of  your  State  in  Congress,  to  use  their  efforts  to  secure 
such  legislation  by  Congress  as  will  insure  a  right  of  way  to  the  St. 
Louis  and  San  Francisco  Railway  through  the  Indian  Territory  to  Texas. 
I  beg  to  state  that  the  route  proposed  is  through  the  Choctaw  Nation, 
exclusively  ;•  that  I  am  a  citizen  and  resident  of  that  Nation,  and  that 
I  am  authorized  to  represent  a  great  many  of  the  Choctaw  people,  and 
say  that  they  acknowledge  and  appreciate  the  great  benefit  and  advan- 
tages such  a  line  of  railroad  will  be,  not  only  to  the  Choctaw  Nation^ 
but  to  the  whole  United  States.    We  don't  desire  it  said  that  we  stub- 
bomly  and  without  concern  stand  in  the  way  of  great  public  enter- 
prises ;  and  again  we  want  it  understood  that  we  propose  to  stand  by 
our  Treaty  of  1855,  which  provided  for  rights  of  way  through  our  Na- 
tion for  railroads.    Unless  we  mistake  ourselves,  we  don't  ask  anytbing 
but  justice,  and  we  suggest  that  your  resolution  further  request  and  in- 
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struct  your  members  in  Oongress  to  see  that,  in  whatever  legislation  is 
had,  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Ohoctaws,  with  reference  to  materi- 
^s  nsed  by  railroads,  are  strictly  observed.    Very  respectfully,

The  President  called  the  Senate  to  order,  and  the  following  mes- 
sage was  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives  through  Mr. 
Hawley,  Chief  Clerk: 

Mr.  President  :  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  to  inform  the  Sen- 
ate, that  the  House  is  prepared  to  receive  them  in  joint  session  for  tha 
purpose  of  receiving  the  Honorable  E.  B.  Washburn  of  Illinois. 

On  motion  of*  Senator  Oabell,  the  Senate  proceeded  to  the  Hall  of 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  joint  session  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  was 
presided  over  by  Lieutenant-Governor  Campbell,  who  introduced  the 
distinguished  guest  as  follows : 

Oentlemen  of  the  Executive^  Legislative  and  Judicial  Departments  of 
the  State: 

We  have,  assembled  here  in  this  historic  hall  to-day  to  listen  to  an 
address  by  a  gentleman  who,  in  all  the  relations  of  a  life  of  public  ser- 
vice, whether  in  the  legislative  halls  of  his  State  or  the  nation,  in  the 
cabinet,  or  the  diplomatic  service  of  his  country,  has  ever  reflected 

credit  upon  himself  and  glory  upon  the  American  name.    I.will  not 

.,._.,  ^oogle 
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anticipate  the  subject  of  his  discourse,  or  the  object  of  his  "visit  to  our 
capital  city.  I  take  pleasure  in  introducing  to  you  a  gentleman  whose 
name  is  known  and  honored  by  all  the  civilized  nations  of  the  earth, 
Elihu  B.  Washburn,  the  distinguished  citizen  of  our  sister  common- 
wealth, the  great  State  of  Illinois. 

The  portrait  of  Hon.  Edward  Hempstead  was  then  brought  forward 
and  formally  presented  by  Mr.  Washburn  in  the  following  words : 

ADDBBS8. 

Gentlemen  ofhoth  Houaea  of  the  Legialature  of  Ifiaaouri: 

I  am  charged  with  the  performance  of  a  mission  which  will  be  ex- 
plained by  a  letter  addressed  to  me,  and  which  I  beg  leave  to  read: 

OfiicAQO,  January  27th,  1881. 
Hon.  E.  B.  Washbusn  : 

Deak  Sir  :    Some  time  since  I  intimated  to  you  my  intention  of 

presenting  to  the  State  of  Missouri  the  portrait  of  my  uncle,  Edward 

Hempstead,  provided  the  State  should  indicate  a  desire  to  possess  it. 

This  portrait  was  painted  by  Stuart,  and  was  bequeathed  to  me  by  my 

father,  Charles  S.  Hempstead.    Tou  now  inform  me  that  the  House  of 

Representatives  of  the  General  Assembly  of  that  State  has  passed  a 

resolution  declaring  that  it  will  gratefully  accept  tiie  donation.    When 

the  matter  was  first  spoken  of,  you  had  the  kindness  to  say  that  if  the 

State  should  accept  the  portrait,  you  would  go  in  person  to  the  Oity  of 

Jefferson  and  make  the  presentation  in  my  name.    That  offer  was  very 

gratiiying  to  me,  particularly  in  view  of  the  relationship  of  your  wife, 

not  only  to  my  uncle,  but  to  so  many  of  the  earlier  settlers  of  St.  Louis 

and  Missouri.    The  time  seems  now  to  have  arrived  when  I  can  carry 

out  my  purpose.    I  need  not  say  that  this  portrait  is  very  precious  to 

all  our  family,  but  as  I  have  thought  it  might  have  a  certain  historic 

value  to  a  State  to  which  my  uncle  was  so  prominently^  and,  I  believe, 

so  honorably,  identified  in  its  earlier  history,  I,  therefore,  now  beg  to 

confide  it  to  you,  to  be  presented  in  my  name,  to  my  native  State  of 

Missouri,  at  such  time  as  will  be  convenient  and  agreeable  to  you.    I 

have  the  honor  to  be,  very  respectfully,  your  obedient  servant, 

EDWARD  HEMPSTEAD. 

The  writer  of  this  letter,  Mr.  Edward  Hempstead,  of  Chicago,  is  a 
native  of  Missouri.  His  father  the  late  Charles  S.  Hempstead,  long 
and  Justly  distinguished  as  a  citizto  and  lawyer,  of  Galena,  111.,  had 
practiced  law  in  Missouri,  both  at  St.  Genevieve  and  St.  Louis,  from 
1814  to  1829.  The  portrait  now  presented  to  the  State  of  Missouri  is 
that  of  the  uncle  of  the  donor,  Edward  Hempstead,  his  father's  brother. 
jt  ^vrad  painted  by  Stuart,  and  by  all  who  knew  Mr.  Hempstead  it  has 
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been  regarded  as  a  most  perfect  and  admirable  likeness,  and  as  a  work 
of  art  it  has  rare  merit. 

The  mission  which  the  donor  has  confided  to  me  is  an  agreeable 
one.  After  a  period  of  forty- one  years  it  awakens  pleasant  reminiscen- 
ses  of  your  State.  It  was  in  the  month  of  March,  1840,  that  I  first  saw 
St.  Louis,  and  it  then  had  many  traces  of  those  early  French  settlers 
whose  lives  and  whose  names  have  become  so  important  a  part  of  your 
history. 

The  early  history  of  my  own  State  of  Illinois,  as  well  as  that  of 
Missouri,  and  of  all  that  vast  empire,  first  discovered,  explored  and 
settled  by  the  French,  has  to  me  all  the  interest  of  a  romance.  In  the 
wild  and  rapid  whirl  of  events  in  our  country,  we  are  too  apt  to  neglect 
or  forget  history.  Humanity  sweeps  onward,  but  the  recollections  of 
men  and  the  histories  of  nations  and  peoples  are  too  often  buried  in 
forgetfulness  and  oblivion.  To  rescue  a  name  worthy  to  be  remem- 
bered and  honored,  to  recall  great  events,  to  look  back  npon  the  deeds 
of  those  who  have  gone  before  us,  are  objects  worthy  of  all  our  consid- 
eration. 

The  early  history  of  your  own  State,  and  particularly  of  St.  Louis, 
now  become  so  great  a  city,  will  always  excite  the  deepest  interest 
among  you.  The  names  of  the  great  and  brave,  and  the  enterprising 
men,  who,  amid  dangers,  trials  and  sufferings,  and  under  the  most  ad- 
verse circumstances,  laid  broad  and  deep  the  foundations  of  your  great 
commonwealth,  should  forever  be  honored  in  your  memories. 

The  subject  of  my  paper  to  night  is  one  of  your  earliest  and  most 
distinguished  pioneers,  Edward  Hempstead,  whose  portrait  has  been  so 
appropriately  and  so  generously  presented  to  your  State  by  his  nephew, 
who  bears  his  name.  Mr.  Hempstead  has  the  great  distinction  of  hav- 
ing been  not  only  the  first  delegate  of  the  Territory  of  Missouri  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  but  the  first  man  who  ever  sat  in  the 
hall  of  our  national  councils  from  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and 
representing  a  country  which,  in  the  space  of  less  than  three-quarters 
of  a  century,  has  become  an  empire  in  population,  enterprise,  wealth 
and  all  the  elements  that  go  to  make  np  a  great  and  free  people. 

In  the  Territory  represented  by  Mr.  Hempstead  in  Congress  from 
1812  to  1814,  there  are  now  the  following  States  and  Territories :  Mis- 
souri, Arkansas,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Colorado,  Nebraska,  Oregon  and  that 
part  of  Minnesota  west  of  the  Mississippi  river  (States)  and  the  Terri- 
tories of  Dakota,  Idaho,  Montana,  Wyoming  and  Washington. 

In  1810  the  population  of  Arkansas  was  1,062,  and  of  Missouri 
19,783,  a  total  of  20,845,  and  this  comprised  the  entire  population  in 
what  was  then  Upper  Louisiana.  In  1880  the  population  of  these  States 
and  Territories  carved  therefrom  was  7,494,466.    Where^itt^812  there 
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was  one  delegate  in  Congress,  there  are  now  sixteen  Senators,  thirty- 
five  Members  of  Congress  and  five  delegates.  There  will  be  quite  an 
increase  of  the  number  of  Members  of  Congress  under  the  new  appor- 
tionment. 

Edward  Hempstead  was  bom  in  New  London,  Conn.,  on  the  3d  of 
Jun,  1780,  and  in  the  very  throes  of  the  revolutionary  war.  He  was 
the  second  son  of  Stephen  Hempstead,  who  was  just  entering  on  the 
stage  of  manhood  when  the  war  of  independence  broke  out.  The  fam- 
ily belonged  to  the  earliest  settlers  of  the  Connecticut  colony.  No 
sooner  had  the  intelligence  of  the  battle  of  Lexington,  April  18, 1775, 
reached  New  London,  than  young  Hempstead,  then  22  years  old,  vol- 
unteered as  a  private  soldier  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He  went 
with  the  first  troops  who  assembled  at  Boston  after  the  battle  of  Lex- 
ington, participated  in  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  and  saw  the  British 
evacuate  Boston.  He  was  with  Washington,  and  arrived  at  New  York 
in  July,  1776,  when  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  read  to  the 
troops.  He  witnessed  the  pulling  down  of  the  royal  insignia,  and  heard 
the  words  *'  Free,  Sovereign  and  Independent  States"  repeated  and  ac- 
claimed. In  the  same  year  he  was  one  of  the  forloru  hope  sent  on  a 
most  perilous  expedition  in  the  ^^fire  ships"  to  bum  the  British  man-of- 
war  Asia,  of  eighty-forur  guns,  then  on  the  Hudson  river  above  New 
York.  He  was  a  sergeant  in  the  company  of  Capt.  Nathan  Hale,  the 
**  martyr 'spy."  The  steadfast  and  devoted  friend  of  that  brave  gen- 
erous and  accomplished  young  oflcer,  he  accompanied  him  on  his  fatal 
mission.  In  1811  he  removed  to  St.  Louis,  where  his  son  had  preceded 
him,  and  settled  on  a  farm  a  few  miles  from  the  present  city.  He  was 
a  man  of  much  intelligence,  of  the  strictest  probity,  and  was  possessed 
of  all  the  elements  of  the  best  type  of  the  New  England  character. 
He  was  universally  respected,  and  died  lamented  by  all  who  had 
known  him.  He  and  all  his  family  were  the  firm  friends  of  Col.  Ben- 
ton, and  their  friendship  was  fully  reciprocated  by  that  distinguished 
man  down  to  the  last  day  of  his  life.  It  was  my  fortune  to  serve  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  thirty- fourth  Congress  with  Col. 
Benton,  and  knowing  the  connection  which  I  held  by  marriage  to  many 
of  the  earlier  settlers  of  St.  Louis,  who  were  equally  his  friends,  he 
uras  always  very  cordial  to  me. 

I  recollect  that  I  made  a  call  upon  him  on  the  evening  of  New 
Tear's  day,  in  1856.  .  I  found  him  quite  alone  and  in  excellent  spirits. 
He  commenced  at  once  to  speak  of  the  Hempsteads  and  the  Gratiots, 
and  of  the  olden  times  in  St.  Louis.  Of  Mr.  Hempstead,  the  father,  he 
spoke  in  the  most  expressive  and  beautiful  language.  He  said :  '^  Mr. 
Sempstead  was  a  true  and  brave  man,  a  man  pure  and  without  re- 
proach, fearing  God  and  discharging  every  public  and  private  duty 
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with  scrupulous  exactness ;  he  united  benevolence  with  true  piety,  and 
'  in  him  patriotism  was  sublimated  to  the  highest  degree.  In  the  words 
of  the  scripture,  ^he  has  been  blessed  in  all  his  generation.'  Missouri 
met  with  an  irreparable  loss  when  his  son,  Edward  Hempstead,  died. 
No  man  could  have  stood  higher  in  public  or  private  estimation,  and 
had  he  lived  he  would  have  received  every  honor  that  the  State  could 
bestow,  and  would  certainly  have  been  the  first  United  States  Senator. 
He  lost  his  life  in  serving  a  friend,  Mr.  Scott.  I  was  with  him  the  night 
ot  his  death."  Here  he  paused  a  moment,  as  if  in  thought,  and  then 
continued  abruptly :  *  *  *  *      .     *  * 

"  Sir,  how  we  did  things  in  those  days !  After  being  up  with  my 
dead  friend  all  night,  I  went  to  my  office  in  the  morning  to  refresh  my- 
self a  little  before  going  out  to  bury  him  five  miles  from  the  town. 
While  sitting  at  my  table  writing,  a  man  nrought  me  a  challenge  to 
fight  a  duel.  I  told  the  bearer  instanter :  '  I  accept,  but  I  must  now  go 
and  bury  a  dead  friend ;  that  is  my  first  duty.  After  that  is  discharged 
I  will  fight  to-night,  if  possible,  if  not,  to  morrow  morning  at  daybreak. 
I  accept  your  challenge,  sir,  and  Col.  Lawless  will  write  the  acceptance 
and  fix  the  terms  for  me."  I  was  outraged,  sir,  that  the  challenge  should 
have  been  sent  when  I  was  burying  a  friend.    I  thought  it  might  have 
been  ke^t  a  few  days,  but  when  it  came  I  was  ready  for  it."    This  con- 
versation so  impressed  me  that.  I  wrote  it  out  immediately  after  my 
return  to  my  lodgings. 

This  was  the  first  duel  which  Col.  Benton  had  with  Capt.  Charles 
Lucas,  fought  on  Bloody  Island,  in  August,  1817.  The  result  of  the 
second  and  fatal  duel  between  the  same  parties,  fought  on  the  27th  of 
the  succeeding  month,  is  known  to  you  all. 

Mr.  Edward  Hempstead  received  a  classical  education  under  the 
tuition  of  the  Bev.  Amos  Bassett,  a  gentleman  of  piety  and  learning, 
in  the  town  of  Hebron,  Conn.  He  early  began  the  study  of  law  in  his 
native  State,  first  under  Sylvester  Gilbert,  Esq.,  and  finished  under 
Enoch  Huntington,  Esq.  He  was  licensed  in  1801,  and  commenced 
practice  in  Connecticut.  From  there  he  removed  to  Newport,  R.  I., 
where  he  became  a  partner  of  the  Hon.  Asher  Bobbins,  afterwards  a 
distinguished  member  of  the  National  Senate  from  that  State.  After 
remaining  two  years  at  Newport,  though  he  gained  a  good  reputation 
at  the  bar,  and  the  avenue  to  a  complete  success  seemed  open  to  him, 
he  determined  to  seek  a  home  west  of  the  Mississippi.  Louisiana  had 
then  been  purchased  from  France,  and  with  prophetic  vision  he  saw 
that 

'  'Westward  the  star  of  empire  takes  its  way.*' 

For  a  young  man  with  no  resources  but  his  own  character  and  abil- 
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ities  to  leave  staid  New  England  to  settle  in  a  country  half-way  across 
the  continent,  and  just  acquired  from  a  foreign  nation,  was  the  con- 
ception of  a  stent  heart  and  inpsired  by  a  great  ambition. 

He  left  Newport,  R.  I.,  in  June,  1804,  and  traveled  on  horseback 
(at  that  day  almost  the  only  conveyance  west  of  the  Alleghany  moun- 
tains) to  Yincennes,  in  the  Territory  of  Indiana,  where  he  arrived  in 
due  time.  Finding  that  the  civil  laws  of  our  government  had  not  yet 
been  extended  over  Upper  Louisiana,  he  remained  at  Yincennes  until 
the  fall  of  that  year  (1804),  when  he  accompanied  the  Governor  of 
Indiana  Territory,  General  William  H.  Harrison,  to  St.  Louis,  who 
visited  that  district  or  portion  of  Upper  Louisiana  to  organize  the  civil 
government,  courts,  etc.  This  province  had  just  before  that  time  been 
attached  by  act  of  Congress  to  the  Territory  of  Indiana  for  govern* 
mental  and  judicial  purposes.  Mr.  Hempstead's  arrival  at  St.  Louis 
was  but  a  few  months  after  the  formal  transfer  of  the  sovereignty  of 
Upper  Louisiana  from  France  to  the  United  States  had  taken  place. 

At  this  time,  in  the  fall  of  1804,  the  town  could  not  have  contained 
a  population  of  more  than  one  thousand  souls,  and  there  were  but 
very  few  English  speaking  families.    There  was  not  a  brick  house,  oi 
even  a  brick  chimney  in  the  place.    The  town  was  then  almost  as  thor- 
roughly  French  as  any  provincial  town  in  France  to-day,  with  French 
language,  French  usages,  habits  and  manners.     There  is  nothing  in 
history  more  touching  than  the  devotion  and  affection  which  the 
French  residents  of  St.  Louis  at  that  time  had  for  the  mother  country. 
Though  many  of  them  had  been  driven  out  of  their  country  by  the 
storms  of  the  revolution,  yet  the  love  of  La  Belle  France  was  with 
them  a  supreme  and  ruling  passion.    They  bore  with  them  through  all 
their  relations,  and  all  the  vicissitudes  of  their  frontier  life,  all  the 
Jiabits,  the  customs  and  usages  of  their  own  beloved  France.   For  long 
years,  when  under  French  political  and  social  domination,  St.  Louis  was 
a  center  of  commerce  and  of  fashion.   Many  of  these  early  French  set- 
tlers were  men  of  enterprise,  intelligence  and  energy,  and,  though  far 
removed  from  civilization,  they  preserved  much  of  the  polish  add  grace 
<?liaracteristic  of  their  nationality.  It  was  on  the  10th  day  of  March,  1804 
that  the  transfer  of  sovereignty  was  made.    It  was  with  feelings  of 
aadness  and  regret  that  the  great  mass  of  French  residents  of  St.  Louis 
iband  their  allegiance  severed  from  France.    This  transfer  of  the  sove- 
reignty sank  deep  in  their  hearts.  On  the  10th  of  March,  1804,  tenderly 
.and  reverently  the  proud  ensign  of  France  was  lowered  in  the  presence 
of  &  great  multitude  and  amidst  tears  and  sighs,  and  then  was  flung  to 
tbe  breeze  of  heaven  the  starry  banner  of  our  own  republic  on  the  bal- 
4iony  of  the  residence  of  Oharles  Gratiot,  who  saluted  with  respect  and 
jifiection  this  emblem  of  his  adopted  country.    Adapting  themselyea 
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with  wonderfal  facility  to  the  new  order  of  things,  the  population  soon 
became  reconciled  to  the  change.    A  new  impetus  was  given  to  trade 
and  business,  and  immigration  began  to  flow  in.  An  era  of  prosperity 
was  opened  up  to  them,  of  which  they  had  little  dreamed  and  soon 
realized  how  beneficial  was  the  change  of  sovereignty  to  every  interest; 
they  became  loyal,  true  and  devoted  American  citizens.  If  a  disgression 
could  be  pardoned,  I  might  speak  of  some  of  these  early  French  resi- 
dents of  St.  Louis,  whom  it  was  my  pleasure  and  happiness  to  know^ 
but  my  time  will  only  permit  me  to  mention  the  one  whom  I  knew  the 
best    This  man  was  Pierre  Ohouteau,  Jr.,  who,  as  a  merchant  and  a 
man  of  business  for  nearly  half  a  century  had  no  equal  in  the  Missis- 
sippi valley.    He  had  the  genius  of  commerce,  a  bold  spirit,  and  an 
unerring  sagacity.    So  long  the  successful  manager  of  the  American 
Fur  Oompany,  he  acquired  a  reputation  through  all  the  vast  northwest 
which  made  his  name  everywhere  the  synonym  of  commercial  honor 
and  personal  integrity.  In  his  personal  appearance  he  was  remarkablOf 
and  no  one  who  had  ever  seen  him  could  forget  him.    Tall  of  stature^ 
erect,  and  of  splendid  proportions,  his  coal-black  hair,  tinged  with 
gray  in  his  late  years,  his  keen,  penetrating  black  eye,  his  pleasant  and 
sunny  countenance,  his  French  vivacity,  his  voice  strong,  vibrating,  ac- 
centuated, his  courtly  but  fiank  manners,  made  an  impression  at  once 
lasting  and  agreeable. 

Mr.  Hempstead  first  settled  at  St.  Charles,  on  the  Missouri  river, 
where  he  opened  an  office  and  practiced  his  profession  for  about  one 
year.  Here  he  devoted  himself  to  the  acquisition  of  the  French  lan- 
guage, and  to  the  study  of  the  French  and  Spanish  laws. 

Though  his  residence  at  St.  Charles  was  only  a  brief  one,  yet,  dur- 
ing that  time,  he  was  appointed  to  and  held  several  offices  of  high  trust 
and  importance  connected  with  the  courts.    In  the  fall  of  1805  he  re- 
moved to  and  established  himself  at  St.  Louis,  the  seat  of  Government 
of  Upper  Louisiana.    There  he  at  once  entered  into  a  most  extensive) 
laborious  and  successful  practice  of  his  profession,  not  only  in  the 
courts  of  law,  but  before  the  tribunal  established  for  the  purpose  of 
adjusting  land  claims  and  titles  derived  from  the  Spanish  and  French 
Governments  in  Upper  Louisiana.    Thoroughly  studied  in  this  branch 
of  his  profession,  he  was  rewarded  with  corresponding  success.     He 
not  only  practiced  in  the  courts  of  St.  Louis,  but  in  the  adjacent  dis- 
tricts on  the  west  side,  and  those  in  the  "  Illinois  country,"  as  it  was 
then  called,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi  river.    In  1806  he  iTvas 
appointed  deputy  Attorney-General  for  the  districts  of  St.  Louis  and 
St.  Charles,  to  the  Territory  of  Upper  Louisiana.    In  March,  1809,  he 
received  from  Governor  Merriwether  Lewis  the  appointment  of  Attor- 
ney-General for  that  Territory,  which  he  accepted  and  held  until  1812^ 
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and  the  duties  of  which  highly  important  office  he  performed  with 
eminent  ability,  firmness  and  efficiency. 

I  quote  from  a  memoir  of  Mr.  Hempstead,  written  by  his  friend 
Gol.  Benton,  in  1818:  "^^Soon  after  his  settlement  in  St.  Louis,  Mr. 
Hempstead  married  into  one  of  the  most  respectable  families  of  the 
place,  but  left  no  surviving  issue.  His  private  life  was  an  example  of 
all  that  is  desirable  in  the  character  of  husband,  father,  and  neighbor. 
In  that  of  son  and  brother  he  has  had  but  few  parallels.  No  sooner 
did  he  find  himself  established  in  his  new  residence  in  Missouri  than 
his  filial  affections  went  in  search  of  his  parents  and  relatives,  whom 
he  had  left  in  Oonnecticut  when  setting  out  to  lay  the  foundation  of 
his  own  fortunes  in  a  country  so  remote  and  so  little  known.  He 
brought  them  to  Missoyri,  established  his  aged  parents  in  a  comfortable 
home,  and  extended  the  assistance  of  a  father  to  his  brothers  and 
sisters.  Traits  of  this  kind  display  the  heart ;  they  show  the  material 
of  which  it  is  made,  and  speak  a  higher  eulogy  than  the  tongue  or  pen 
of  friendship  can  confer." 

In  this  connection,  and  particularly  in  reference  to  the  interest 
taken  by  Mr.  Hempstead  in  his  family,  I  can  not  forbear  to  quote  a 
letter  written  by  him  to  his  brother,  the  father  of  the  donor  of  this 
portrait,  and  just  as  he  was  entering  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession 
at  Ste.  Genevieve.  It  shows  the  elevated  character  of  the  man,  and  is 
as  an  "  apple  of  gold  in  a  picture  of  silver :" 

"  St.  Louis,  January  13, 1815. 
"'  You  are  leaving  me  and  beginning  for  yourself  much  sooner  and 
at  a  much  earlier  age  of  life  than  is  common.  It  behooves  you,  there- 
fore, to  be  most  cautious  and  prudent.  As  it  respects  your  conduct  as 
a  man,  remember  that  you  are  going  to  a  place  more  dissipated  than 
this,  and  where  many  of  the  first  men  in  society  are  addicted  to  card- 
playing.  As  you  have  never  begun,  continue  the  resolution  never  to 
gamhle^  be  the  inducement  what  it  may.  Fall  not  into  the  habit  many 
have  of  drinking.  Be  free  and  sociable  with  your  equals  in  age  and 
standing,  but  be  circumspect  with  those  older  than  yourself.  Be  care- 
ful in  avoiding  a  misunderstanding  with  any  man ;  if,  however,  it  can 
not  be  prevented,  when  you  are  right  stick  to  it  to  the  end. 

*'  Touching  your  profession, close  and  constant  study  and  reflection 
are  now  very  necessary,  more  especially  as  you  will  have  to  contend 
-with  gentlemen  of  long  standing  and  of  high  reputation  at  the  bar. 
Trust  more  to  books  for  forms,  and  to  memory  for  principles.  Let  all 
youT  declarations  and  pleadings  be  taken  from  established  precedents. 
JSncourage  no  one  to  commence  a  suit  when  he  is  wrong,  nor  where  he 
can  not  succeed.    Always  make  a  bargain  for  the  pn^^  ^yp^iL^:^ JQ  ft-

oeive  for  a  fee  in  the  beginning,  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstand- 
ing afterward,  and  if  the  money  is  not  paid  take  a  note  for  it 

"  I  might  suggest  many  other  hints  to  you,  but  I  confide  much  in 
your  discretion  and  in  the  general  correctness ^o^  your  ideas.  Perse- 
verance and  industry  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  enable  you  to  support 
yourself  with  honor,  give  you  reputation,  without  which  you  can  not 
succeed  in  the  manner  I  have  just  reason  to  anticipate,  and  acquire  for 
yourself  wealth,  fame  and  happiness." 

By  act  of  Congress,  approved  October  31, 1803,  the  President  was 
authorized  to  take  possession  of  and  occupy  the  territory  ceded  by 
France  to  the  United  States  April  30, 1803.  The  next  act  relating  to 
Louisiana  passed  by  Congress  was  to  authorize  the  creation  of  a  stock 
to  pay  the  purchase  money  of  sixty  millions  of  francs,  or  (11 ,250,000. 
By  act  of  March  26, 1804,  Louisiana  was  erected  into  two  Territories. 
The  portion  which  lay  south  of  the  Mississippi  Territory,  extending 
westward  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  territory  ceded  by  France, 
was  to  constitute  a  Territory  of  the  United  States  under  the  name  of 
*'  Orleans."  The  residue  of  the  Province  of  Louisiana,  which  included 
the  present  State  of  Missouri,  was  organized  under  the  name  of  the 
District  of  Louisiana,  and  the  executive  power  of  the  district  was  vested 
in  the  Governor  and  judges  of  Indian  Territory,  who  were  authorized 
to  establish,  in  the  said  District  of  Louisiana,  inferior  courts  and  pre- 
scribe the  jurisdiction  and  the  duties  thereof,  and  to  make  all  laws 
which  they  might  deem  conducive  to  the  good  government  of  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  with  certain  limitations  therein  set  down.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Indiana  Territory  was  made  the  Secretary  of  the  District 
of  Louisiana.  In  l^ct,  what  is  now  the  State  of  Missouri  was  then 
practically  a  part  of  Indiana  Territory, 

The  act  of  March  26,1804,  providing  for  erecting  Louisiana  into  two 
Territories,  did  not  provide  for  any  legislature,  but  provided  that  the 
legislative  power  of  the  Territory  of  Orleans  should  be  vested  in  the 
Governor  and  in  thirteen  of  the  most  fit  and  discreet  persons  of  the 
Territory,  to  be  called  the  Legislative  Council,  to  be  appointed  annually 
by  the  president  of  the  United  States  from  among  those  holding  real 
estate,  etc.  The  act  providing  for  the  government  of  the  Territory  of 
Orleans,  passed  March  2, 1805,  changed  this  by  providing  that  the  Grov- 
emor  of  said  Territory  should  cause  to  be  elected  twenty-five  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people,  who,  with  the  members  of  the  Legislative 
Council,  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  President,  as  above  stated, 
were  to  constitute  a  "General  Assembly." 

The  act  of  Congress,  June  4, 1812,  provided  that  the  Territory  hith- 
erto called  Louisiana,  should  thereafter  be  called  Missouri,  and  declares 
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how  the  goyemment  of  the  Territory  of  Missonri  shall  be  organized 
and  administered. 

The  legislative  power  of  the  Territory  was  vested  in  the  General  As- 
sembly, consisting  of  the  Governor,  a  Legislative  Oonncil  to  consist  of 
nine  members,  and  a  Hous.e  of  Representatives  of  thirteen  members. 
The  members  of  the  council  were  appointed  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  from  a  list  of  eighteen  persons,  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Hoase  of  Representatives.  The  House  of  Representatives  was  to  be 
composed  of  members  elected  every  second  year  by  the  people.  No 
man  could  be  a  member  of  the  Legislative  Council  unless  he  owned  in 
his  own  right  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  the  Territory^  and  no  man 
was  eligible  to  the  House  of  Representatives  unless  a  freeholder  in 
the  county  in  which  he  might  be  elected. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  territory  acquired  from  France,  provision 
was  made  in  this  act  for  the  election  by  the  citizens  of  the  said  territory 
of  one  delegate  to  theOongress  of  the  United  States.  Missouri  having 
been  erected  into  a  Territory  June  4, 1813,  Beigamin  A.  Howard,  who 
was  then  Governor  of  the  Territory  of  Louisiana,  on  the  1st  day  of 
October,  1812|  issued  at  St.  Louis,  the  then  capital,  a  proclamation,  de- 
claring that  the  new  territorial  government  would  commence  its  opera- 
tion on  the  1st  day  of  December  of  that  year,  and  districting  the  Terri- 
tory for  thirteen  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  follows : 

St.  Charles,  two ;  St.  Louis,*four ;  Ste.  Genevieve,  three ;  Oape  Gi- 
rardeau, two ;  New  Medrid,  two.  It  was  declared  therein  that  New 
Madrid  should  be  the  seat  of  justice  for  the  future  county  of  New 
Madrid,  which  future  county  would  comprise  the  then  district  of  New 
Madrid  and  Arkansas,  the  then  Territory  of  Missouri,  embracing  what 
is  now  the  State  of  Arkansas. 

This  proclamation  fixed  the  election  of  the  said  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  a  territorial  delegate  to  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States  on  the  second  Monday  of  the  following  month  of  November, 

1812.  This  was  at  the  time  of  the  war  with  Great  Britain. 

At  this  election  Edward  Hempstead  was  elected  delegate  to  Oon- 
gress.  This  election  took  place  just  one  week  (November  2, 1812),  from 
the  opening  of  the  second  session  of  the. twelfth  Congress,  to  which  he 
had  been  elected.  On  the  4th  of  January,  1813,  he  took  his  seat,  as 
shown  by  the  following  entry  in  the  journal :    Monday,  January  4, 

1813,  Edward  Hempstead  returned  to  serve  as  the  delegate  in  this 
House  from  the  Territory  of  Missouri,  appeared,  produced  his  creden- 
tials, was  qualified,  and  took  his  seat."  A  question  arose  whether  the 
delegate,  thus  elected,  could  remain  a  delegate  after  the  expiration  of 
the  Twelfth  Congress  on  the  4th  of  March,  1813. 
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The  first  official  act  of  Mr.  Hempstead  was  a  motion  to  raise  a 
committee  of  the  House  to  inquire  into  the  matter.  Of  that  committee 
Mr.  Hempstead  was  chairman.  The  practice  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  that  date  was  diiSerent  from  that  of  the  present  time. 
Under  the  present  rules  and  practices  of  the  House  of  Representatiyes, 
the  territorial  delegates  cannot  sit  on  the  committees  of  the  House.  On 
the  15th  day  of  January,  Mr.  Hempstead  introduced  into  the  House 
certain  resolutions,  instructing  the  Oommittee  on  Public  Lands  to  in- 
quire into  the  expediency  of  legislation  in  regard  to  the  adjudication 
of  land  claims,  etc.,  in  the  Territory  of  Louisiana  (then  Missouri),  and, 
also,  instructing  the  same  committee  to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of 
grating  the  right  of  pre-emption  to  actual  settlers  on  public  lands  in 
the  Territory  of  Missouri. 

On  the  29th  of  January,  1813,  Mr.  McKee,  from  the  committee  ap- 
pointed on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hempstead,  to  inquire  into  the  question 
of  further  legislation  in  regard  to  election  of  delegate  from  the  Terri- 
tory of  Missouri,  reported  that  ne  legislation  was  necessary,  for  the 
reason  that  the  delegate  having  been  elected  for  two  years  under  the 
provision  of  the  law  organizing  the  Territory,  he  could  hold  his  seat  for 
that  term ;  that  is  to  say,  from  the  second  Monday  in  November,  1812, 
till  the  second  Monday  in  November,  1814 ;  that  the  delegate  elected 
in  pursuance  of  law  and  for  the  term  of  two  years,  could  not  be  de- 
prived  of  his  seat  by  any  subsequent  law. 

Mr.  Hempstead  appears  to  have  been  on  Qther  committees  than 
the  one  I  have  referred  to.  He  was  on  a  committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred the  petition  of  Daniel  Boone,  and  the  resolutions  of  the  legisla- 
ture of  Kentucky  in  his  behalf,  and  made  a  report  thereon. 

The  first  session  of  the  Thirteenth  Congress  met  on  the  34th  of 
May,  1813,  but  Mr.  Hempstead  did  not  take  his  seat  till  the  lOth  of 
June ;  this  session  of  Congress  adjourned  on  the  2d  day  of  August,  and 
Mr.  Hempstead's  name  is  not  connected  with  any  measure  introduced 
in  the  House  during  that  session.  Mr.  Clay  was  the  Speaker  of  this 
House. 

The  second  session  of  this  Thirteenth  Congress  convened  on  the 
6th  of  December,  1813,  and  Mr.  Hempstead  was  present  as  delegate 
from  the  Territory  of  Missouri.  He  had  given  his  attention  to  a  subject 
of  vast  importance  to  the  Territory  that  he  represented.  It  was  the 
question  of  the  final  adjustment  of  land  titles  upon  the  bill  which  had 
been  presented  in  the  House  in  accordance  with  resolutions  theretofore 
introduced  by  him.  It  was  on  this  bill  that  he  made  what  appears  to 
be  his  only  speech  during  his  term  of  service.  As  reported  in  the  *'His- 
tory  of  Congress,"  it  is  an  able  one.  He  treats  of  the  questions  pre- 
sented with  great  clearness,  evincing  a  thorough  knowledge  of  his  sub- 
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ject  and  of  the  questions  of  international  law  which  were  involved.  He 
contended  that  the  title  ta  lands  in  Louisiana  Territory,  before  Spain 
ceded  it  to  France  in  1803,  should  be  recognized  and  confirmed  by  the 
United  States ;  that  the  acts  of  the  Spanish  government  in  granting 
titles  to  lands  in  Louisiana  Territory  from  the  time  of  the  cession  to 
France  in  1800,  and  up  to  the  time  France  ceded  it  to  the  United  States 
in  1803,  should  be  recognized  and  confirmed  by  the  United  States. 
France  had  never  taken  possession  of  the  country  ceded  by  Spain  in 
1800,  but  had  left  the  latter  country  in  the  full  exercise  of  its  sovereignty 
up  to  the  .time  of  the  cession  to  the  United  States  in  1803.  Former  acts 
of  Congress  had  cut  off  all  of  these  grants  made  by  the  Spanish  govern- 
ment, violating,  as  he  contended,  not  only  the  treaty  with  France,  but 
the  well  known  principles  of  international  law.    Mr.  Hempstead  char- 
acterized this  law  as  '*the  violation  of  every  principle  either  of  law  or 
equity ;  it  declared  that  which  had  been  legally  commenced  under  an- 
other government  to  be  null  and  void ;  it  made  void  the  proceeedings 
of  a  power  in  the  just  exercise  of  its  sovereignty.   Instances  have  often 
occurred,  where  what  had  been  lawfully  begun,  but  not  completed,  has 
been  sanctioned  and  acknowledged,  especially  when  it  depended  on 
the  performance  of  conditions  which  subsequent  events  had  made  it 
impossible  to  perform,  but  never  could  a  lawful  act  be  made  unlawful. 
A  right  once  vested  could  not,  without  any  fault  of  the  claimant,  be 
either  at  law  or  in  equity  divested ;"  such  a  principle  changed  the  na- 
ture of  things,  and  was,  therefore,  odious.      "Would,"  asked  Mr. 
Hempstead,  "the  Spanish  government  have  sanctioned  the  grants  made 
by  its  officers  ?    If  so,  they  ought  now  to  be  sanctioned ;  without  the 
solemn  stipulations  of  the  treaty  to  support  it,  policy  alone  would  dic- 
tate such  a  course."    He  appealed  in  behalf  of  his  constituents:  "Lib- 
erality will  secure  the  affections  of  those  you  have  made  a  part  of  your 
family ;  it  will  root  old  attachments,  while  a  more  rigid  plan  will  oc- 
casion distrust  and  dissatisfaction,  and  the  change  will  be  regarded  as 
iigurious.    No  national  benefit  can  result  from  this  rigor ;  a  few  acres 
of  land  to  the  United  States  are  nothing,  but  taken  away  from  indi- 
Tidnals  may  cause  distress  and  ruin.    Many  of  them  are  strangers  to 
your  language  and  unacquainted  with  your  laws;  their  affections  ought 
not  to  be  estranged  when  extending  justice  to  them  will  secure  their 
confidence." .  Mr.  Hempstead  then  showed  the  injustice  of  other  laws 
which  had  been  passed  on  this  subject :    "  They  had  been  so  amended 
and  altered  by  so  many  different  statutes  that  difficulties  had  been  in- 
creased instead  of  diminished.    It  could  not  be  denied  that  the  people 
of  his  Territory  were  in  a  worse  situation  in  that  respect  than  others. 
It  now  remains  for  me,  Mr.  Speaker,  to  consider  very  briefly  whether 
the  present  bill  will  do  full  and  complete  justice  to  the  claimants. 
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During  the  ten  years  of  scrutiny  and  investigation,  few  have  made  im- 
provements. Many  families,  despairing  of  obtaining  their  equitable 
claims,  and  tired  of  the  uncertainties  attending  their  titles,  have  aban- 
doned a  country  which  cannot  prosper  without  the  fostering  aid  of  the 
government,  and,  if  the  delay  of  justice  has  not,  in  all  cases,  been 
equal  in  its  consequences  to  an  absolute  denial  of  it,  still  it  has  caused 
much  distress  and  injury.  The  present  bill  will  quiet  the  apprehen- 
sions of  most  of  the  claimants,  and  although  it  will  neither  satisfy  nor 
do  justice  to  all,  yet  it  will  restore  that  confidence  which  has  been  much 
impaired,  and  will  do  what  the  national  faith  is  pledged  to  do."  The 
act  of  Congress,  which  Mr,  Hempstead  had  introduced,  and  so  ably 
and  strenuously  advocated,  became  a  law  on  the  12th  day  of  Aprils 
1814.  It  was  a  law  of  transcendent  importance  to  the  people  of  the 
Territory  of  Missouri,  for  it  confirmed  "  the  incomplete  Spanish  grants 
or  conceptions,  or  any  warrant  or  order  of  survey  for  lands  lying  within 
the  Territory  of  Missouri  prior  to  March  10, 1804,"  which  was  the  date 
when  the  sovereignty  of  France  over  Upper  Louisiana  passed  to  the 
sovereignty  of  the  United  States.  The  act  also  provided  for  giving  to 
the  settlers  of  Missouri  Territory  the  right  of  preemption  to  public 
lands,  a  beneficent  act  which  extended  the  principle  which  had  been 
applied  to  other  Territories. 

Mr.  Hempstead's  name  does  not  further  appear  in  the  proceedings 
of  this  session  of  Congress,  which  adjourned  on  the  18th  day  of  Aprils 
1814,  to  meet  on  the  last  Monday  of  the  following  October.  Mr.  Madi- 
son, however,  called  an  extra  session  of  Congress  to  meet  on  the  19th 
of  September,  1814.  Mr.  Hempstead  seems  not  to  have  taken  his  seat 
at  this  extra  session  of  Congress,  and  probably  for  the  reason  that  the 
term  of  two  years  for  which  he  was  elected  would  expire  in  about  six 
weeks  after  the  meeting  of  said  extra  session. 

Mr.  Hempstead,  as  I  have  said  before,  took  his  seat  as  delegate  in 
Congress  from  the  Territory  of  Missouri  on  the  4th  of  January,  1813. 
Let  us  take  a  glance  at  the  members  who  composed  this  house,  and  we 
will  find  many  of  the  great  names  of  this  country.  We  may  well  say : 
*' There  were  giants  in  those  days."  Henry  CJay  was  speaker;  from 
New  Hapshire  there  was  Samuel  Dinsmore,  and  from  Vermont,  Mar> 
tin  Chittenden  ;  from  Rhode  Island,  Elisha  R.  Potter,  men  afterward 
so  distingushed  in  their  own  States;  from  New  York,  Url  Tracy;  from 
Pennsylvania,  Jonathan  Roberts ;  from  Maryland,  Philip  Barton  Key ; 
from  Virginia,  John  Randolph,  Burwell  Bassett  and  James  Pleasants, 
Jr.  That  great  man  Nath.  Macon,  was  a  member  from  North  Carolina^ 
and,  also,  Wm.  R.  King,  afterward  Senator  from  Alabama  and  Vice- 
President  of  the  United  States ;  from  South  Carolina,  there  was  John 
O.  Calhoun,  Wm.  Loundes  and  Longton  Cheves;  from  Kentucky,  be- 
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sides  Mr.  Olay,  the  Speaker,  were  Eichard  M.  Johnson  and  Joseph 
Desha.  In  the  ^irteenth  Oongress,  for  a  part  of  which  Mr.  Hemp- 
stead was  a  member,  there  were  other  distinguished  names.  Daniel 
Webster,  from  New  Hampshire;  Richard  Skinner,  from  Vermont; 
Charles  J.  Ingersoll,  from  Pennsylvania ;  John  Forsy the,  from  Georgia^ 
and  John  McLean,  subsequently  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  from  Ohio,  and  John  W.  Taylor,  from  New  York,  after- 
ward Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

Mr.  Hempstead,  having  successfully  accomplished  the  objects  for 
which  he  was  sent  to  Congress,  declined  a  re-election,  and  returned  ta 
the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  to  the  performance  of  all  the  duties- 
of  a  good  citizen.  In  this  latter  capacity  he  showed  his  disposition  to 
be  useful  to  his  country  by  accepting  inferior  stations,  after  having:  re- 
tired from  the  highest  which  the  vote  of  his  fellow  citizens  could  con- 
fer upon  him.  He  went  out  in  several  expeditions  to  protect  the  fron- 
tiers from  the  Indians  during  the  war  which  followed,  and  afterward 
served  in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Territory,  of  which  he  was- 
elected  speaker  in  the  popular  branch. 

The  service  of  Mr.  Hempstead  as  delegate  was  for  two  years — ^from 
November  12, 1812,  till  November  12, 1814.  Rufus  Easton  succeeded 
him,  and  took  his  seat  in  the  House  on  November  16, 1814,  four  days- 
after  the  expiration  of  Mr.  Hempstead's  term.  This  was  in  the  thir- 
teenth Congress. 

John  Scott  succeeded  Mr.  Easton  as  a  delegate  to  the  fourteenth 
Congress,  and  took  his  seat  on  the  second  day  of  December,  1816.    Hi» 
seat  was  contested  by  Rufus  Easton.    The  committee  reported  that  Mr. 
Scott  was  not  entitled  to  the  seat,  and  that  Mr.  Easton  was  entitled  to 
it.     The  House  overruled  the  committee,  and  decided  by  a  vote  of  79  to 
68^  that  Mr.  Easton  was  not  entitled  to  his  seat,  but  also  adopted  a  reso- 
lution declaring  the  seat  vacant,  and  refused  to  pass  a  resolution  order- 
ing a  new  election  for  the  Territory.    It  is  a  somewhat  singular  fact 
that  the  two  first  delegates  for  Missouri  Territory  to  Congress  wero 
Connecticut  men,  Edward  Hempstead  and  Rufus  Easton.    Mr.  Easton 
filled  a  long  space  in  the  earlier  as  well  as  the  latter  history  of  Missouri. 
I  have  often  heard  Mr.  Charles  S.  Hempstead,  who  was  for  many  years 
my  law  partner,  speak  of  Mr.  Easton,  who  was  a  member  of  the  St. 
IfOois  bar  at  the  same  time  as  himself.    He  described  him  as  a  man  of 
sncli  Tinrivaled  conversational  power  that  none  who  ever  met  him  for- 
got  the  fascinating  flo\^  of  his  words.    Judge  Bay,  in  his  interesting 
reixiiniscences  of  the  bench  and  bar  of  Missouri,  says  that  Mr.  Easton 
servod  Missouri  as  a  delegate  to  Congress  for  foiir  years.    In  that  he  is 
xnistaken,  for  Mr,  Easton  only  served  for  one  term.    The  three  delegates 
that  the  Territory  of  Missouri  had  in  Congress  were  Edward  Hempstead^

Bufus  Easton  and  John  Scott,  and  it  is  safe  to  say  that  no  Territory  of 
the  United  States  was  ever  so  ably  represented.  The^anvass  for  dele- 
gate to  Oongress  for  the  Territory  of  Missouri,  in  the  summer  of  1816, 
was  between  Bufus  Easton  and  John  Scott 

Mr.  Hempstead  was  the  friend  and  supporter  of  Mr.  Scott,  and  en- 
tered warmly  into  the  canvass  in  his  behalf.  In  returning  from  St. 
Charles  to  St.  Louis  a  day  or  two  before  the  election,  which  was  on 
Monday  August  4, 1817,  he  was  thrown  from  his  horse,  and  received 
what  was  supposed  to  but  a  slight  injury  on  his  head.  He  was  able, 
however,  to  continue  his  journey  home,  and  afterwards  to  attend  to  his 
usual  business.  The  injury  received  was,  however,  far  more  serious 
than  was  at  first  supposed.  In  arguing  a  cause  in  court  on  the  9th  of 
August,  he  was  stricken  down  with  congestion  of  the  brain,  the  un- 
doubted result  of  his  being  thrown  from  his  horse ;  falling  senseless, 
he  lingered  until  half- past  12  o'clock  Sunday  morning,  when  he  ex- 
pired. I  copy  a  mournful  entry  made  by  his  venerable  father,  Stephen 
Hempstead,  in  his  dairy,  dated  August  9, 1817 :  "  Went  into  St.  Louis, 
this  afternoon,  and  found  my  son  Edward  in  a  fit  of  apoplexy,  and  not 
able  to  speak.  Every  medical  aid  was  used  to  restore  his  system  again, 
but  to  no  purpose.  He  continued  until  half-past  12  o'clock  and  ex- 
pired in  the  bloom  of  life  at  the  age  of  37  years  and  3  months."  His 
funeral  took  place  on  Monday,  the  11th  of  August,  on  the  farm  of  his 
father,  five  miles  from  town,  which  now  constitutes  the  Bellefontaine 
cemetery.  I  copy  another  entry  made  in  the  same  diary,  dated  Mon- 
day, August  11,  in  relation  to  the  funeral :  ^'  The  funeral  was  attended 
by  a  very  numerous  collection  of  people  of  every  description  whose 
faces  were  uniformly  wet  with  tears  of  sorrow  for  their  departed 
friend.  The  neighbors  in  the  country  were  generally  collected  at  my 
house  for  the  funeral.  Mr.  Giddings  made  a  prayer,  and  committed  to 
the  grave  the  remains  of  a  beloved  son,  cut  down  suddenly  in  the 
prime  of  life  and  usefulness,  a  great  loss  to  my  family,  but  much 
greater  to  the  Territory  and  public  in  general." 

The  following  obituary  notice  appeared  in  The  Missouri  Gazette  of 
August  16, 1817 : 

^'  Died,  on  Sunday  night  last,  after  a  short  illness,  Edward  Hemp> 
stead,  Esq.,  counsellor  and  attorney  at  law,  and  formerly  a  delegate 
from  this  Territory  to  Congress.  In  the  dear  relation  of  husband,  son. 
and  brother,  the  deceased  is  believed  to  have  fully  acted  up  to  his 
duty.  The  sorrow  of  his  widow  and  relations  offered  the  most  elo- 
quent expression  of  his  worth.  On  Monday  the  corpse  of  th6  deceased 
was  attended  to  the  place  of  interment  (at  the  plantation  of  his  father^ 
Stephen  Hempstead,  Esq.,)  by  a  greater  number  of  respectable  citi- 
zens than  we  have  ever  witnessed  here  on  a  similar  occasion."

The  Kev.  Salmon  Giddings  delivered  the  funeral  sermon  on  Mr. 
Hempstead  on  August  17, 1817.  It  was  an  eloquent  and  feeling  tribute 
to  the  worth  of  the  deceased.  After  alluding  to  his  settlement  in 
Louisiana  Territory,  he  says :  * 

^*  Here,  by  his  diligent  attention  to  business,  he  had  acquired  a 
fortune,  and  by  his  virtuous  conduct  had  gained  the  confidence  and  es- 
teem of  his  fellow  citizens.  In  the  private  walks  of  life  few  shone  so 
bright.  He  was  modest  and  unassuming,  and  endeared  to  all  around 
him  by  a  thousand  tender  ties.  As  his  influence  was  extensive,  he 
used  it  for  the  peace  and  benefit  of  society?  In  him  the  oppressed 
found  a  protector,  and  the  poor  a  benefactor.  *  *  ♦ 

His  professions  of  friendship  were  few  but  sincere,  and  his  attachments 
ardent.  Those  who  knew  him  best  esteemed  him  most.  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
Few  men  were  so  exemplary  in  their  lives.  As  a  son  he  was  most  duti- 
ful and  afi'ectionate.  Few,  very  few,  have  done  in  that  capacity  what 
he  did.  As  a  husband  he  was  kind  and  indulgent,  pleasing  and  agree- 
able. *  *  *  As  a  professional  character  he  shone  conspicu- 
ous. His  talents  were  rather  solid  than  splendid.  Of  quick  apprehen- 
sion, a  discriminating  mind  and  clear  judgment,  his  counsel  was  much 
sought  and  highly  esteemed.  He  was  surpassed  by  few  in  his  profes- 
sion, and  in  whatever  sphere  he  was  called  to  act  he  shone  with  more 
than  common  lustre.  His  loss  is  not  only  individual  but  public.  The 
oppressed  have  lost  a  protector,  the  poor  a  benefactor,  the  rich  an  amia- 
ble and  agreeable  companion,  a  wise  and  prudent  counselor,  the  vi- 
cious a  reprover,  virtue  a  friend  and  the  Territory  one  of  its  brightest 
ornaments." 

The  cotemporaries  of  Mr.  Hempstead  in  the  Territory  of  Upper 
Louisiana,  and  afterwards  Missouri,  at  the  bar,  and  in  the  field  of  poli- 
tics, were  men  of  great  ability  and  who  have  left  an  indelible  impres- 
sioii  iiXK)n  your  history. 

They  were  Thomas  H.  Benton,  Rufus  Easton,  John  Scott,  J.  B.  O. 
Lncas,  David  Barton^  Edward  Bates,  Luke  E.  Lawless  and  Robert 
Wash.  Though  they  have  all  long  since  gone  to  that  ^^undiscovered 
country,  from  whose  bourne  no  traveler  returns,"  their  names  and 
their  memories  shall  live  so  long  as  Missouri  shall  have  a  place  in 
history. 

I  have  thus  sketched  imperfectly,  and,  I  fear,  tediously,  the  career 

of  Sdward  Hempstead,  whose  name  is  honorably  associated  with  the 

earliest  history  of  your  State.    His  record  as  a  citizen,  a  lawyer  and  a 

j>zil>lic  servant,  reveals  a  man  whose  memory  the  people  of  Missouri 

^veill  cherish  with  feelings  of  pride  and  gratitude. 
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The  portrait  presented  to  yoar  State  may  assist  in  perpetuating 
the- remembrance  of  one  who  rendered  great  and  important  service  to 
the  infant  Territory  of  Missouri,  and  one  who  in  every  position  of  his 
life  exhibited  all  those  qualities  which  challenge  the  admiration  and 
respect  of  mankind. 

'  *The  man  resolved  and  steady  to  his  trust, 
Inflexible  to  ill,  and  obstinately  just.'^ 

Oovemor  Orittenden,  Senators  and  Representatives,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen :  I  cannot  close  without  tendering  to  you  my  profound  ac- 
knowledgments for  all  the  cordiality  of  your  reception.  I  visit  the 
Oapitol  of  your  great  State  for  the  first  time,  and  am  particularly  fort- 
unate in  being  here  when  your  Legislature  is  in  sesion,  as  it  has  ena- 
bled me  to  meet  so  many  gentlmen  who  I  am  most  happy  to  know.  I 
shall  bear  with  me  the  most  agreeable  souvenirs  of  your  kindness,  and 
always  guard  the  recollection  your  gracious  hospitality. 

ACCEPTANCE  IN  BEHALF  OF  THE  STATE. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  Gov.  Orittenden  stepped  forward, 
accepted  the  portrait,  and  said : 

Mr.  President^  Mr  Washburn^  Senators  and  Representatives^  Ladies 

and  Gentlemen: 

In  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  Stat6  of  Missouri,  I  sincerely 
thank  the  distinguished  gentleman  to  whose  splendid  address  we  have 
just  listened  with  much  interest  and  pleasure,  and  I  now  commission 
him,  in  the  name  of  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  to  bear  to  the 
generous  donor  of  this  portrait  our  heartfelt  thanks.    Mr.  Washburn, 
upon  your  presentation  to  the  Senate  on  yesterday,  it  was  truthfully 
said  of  you  that  your  name  and  reputation  belonged  to  our  common 
country ;  but  we  have  another  and  a  stronger  reason  for  reciprocating 
your  fraternal  sentiments.    You  come  from  a  State  from  which  we  are 
only  separated  by  a  narrow  stream.    We  proudly  refer  to  the  Missis- 
sippi as  the  grandest  river  upon  the  face  of  the  earth,  but  its  commer- 
cial importance,  in  which  Missouri  and  Illinois  are  equally  interested, 
but  serves  to  strengthen  our  feelings  and  to  render  more  certain  a  re- 
ciprocity upon  our  part  of  every  sentiment  you  have  uttered  mani- 
festing an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  our  beloved  State.    No  words  of 
mine  can  convey  to  you  or  to  the  gentleman  whom  you  represent  an 
adequate  conception  of  our  appreciation  of  his  gift.    This  occasion 
and  the  address  made  by  Mr.  Washburn  are  important,  not  alone   as 
marking  an  episode  in  the  life  of  Missouri,  but  they  have  a  historic 
value.    Much  that  was  never  before  known,  save  to  a  favored  few,  is 
now  a  part  of  our  history ;  and  when  in  years  to  come  we  shall  LooIl 
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upon  the  portrait  of  Hon.  Edward  Hempstead,  the  first  delegate  in 
Congress  from  the  Territory  of  Missouri,  we  will,  by  the  untarnished 
record  of  his  pure  life,  be  incited  to  loftier  aims  and  more  exalted  pur- 
poses. And,  sir,  [to  Mr.  Washburn],  as  the  same  waters  which  wash 
the  shores  of  Illinois  lave  the  borders  of  Missouri  and  then  meet  and  . 
mingle  in  their  onward  sweep  to  the  gulf,  forming  as  they  go  a  niighty 
Meiy  of  commerce,  so  may  the  mutuality  of  good  will  and  fraternal 
feelings  which  now  characterize  the  people  of  these  sister  States  form 
a  still  closer  bond  of  union  between  us  as  we  sweep  onward  to  a  com- 
mon eternity.    Again  I  thank  you. 

Senator  Heard  ofiered  the  following  resolution : 

JResolvedj  That  fifteen  thousand  (15,000)  copies  of  the  address  of 
Hon.  Elihu  B.  Washburn,  together  with  the  response  of  Governor 
Thos.  T.  Crittenden,  be  printed ;  ten  thousand  copies  for  the  use  of 
the  General  Assembly,  and  five  thousand  copies  for  the  use  of  Mr. 
Vashbum. 

Which  was  read  and  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives  in  joint  session. 

Mr.  McGinnis  oiSfered  the  following : 

Resolvedy  That  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  people  of  Missouri  be 
tendered  the  Hon.  £.  B.  Washburn  for  the  interesting  and  instructive 
address  with  which  he  has  accompanied  his  presentation  to  the  State 
of  the  portrait  of  the  Hon.  Edward  Hempstead,  the  first  delegate  in 
Congress  from  the  Territory  of  Missouri,  as  well  as  to  Mr.  Edward 
Hempstead  of  Illinois,  the  ^onor  of  the  portrait,  for  his  valuable  gift. 

Eead  and  unanimously  adopted. 

The  President  directed  that  the  address  of  Hon.  £.  B.  Washburn 
and  the  response  of  Gov.  Crittenden  be  spread  upon  the  journal  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentatives. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McGinniB  (of  the  House),  the  joint  session  dis- 
solved. 

The  Senate  returned  to  the  Senate  Chamber,  and  was  called  to 
order  by  the  President. 

Senator  Edwards  of  St.  Charles  moved,  that  when  the  Senate  ad- 
journ, it  adjourn  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning ;  agreed  to. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Bradley,  the  Senate  adjourned. 
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TWENTY-FIFTH  DAY— Friday,  February  4. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Senate  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

A  quorum  present. 

Prayer  by  the  Chaplain. 

The  journal  of  yesterday  read  and  approved. 

Senator  Edwards  of  St.  Charles  presented  a  petition  from  citizens 
of  St.  Charles  and  Portage  township,  of  the  county  of  St.  Charles, 
against  the  renewal  of  the  charter  of  the  St.  Charles  and  Marie  Croche 
Kock  Boad  Company;  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Banks 
and  Corporations. 

Senator  Mackay  presented  a  memorial  from  the  First  Congrega- 
tional Church  of  Brookfield,  Missouri,  asking  the  submission  of  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  prohibiting  the  importation,  manufacture  and 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  State  of  Missouri ;  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Constitutional  Amendments. 

Senator  Dobyns  was  granted  leave  of  absence  until  Tuesday. 
Senator  Perkins  was  granted  leave  of  absence  for  one  week. 

Senator  Naylor  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  110,  entitled  *'An  act 
to  amend  sections  6057  and  6060,  art.  5,  chap.  119  of  Revised  Statutes, 
of  Missouri,  '  Of  taxation  of  insurance  companies;' "  which  was  read 
first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Jacobs  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  Ill,  entitled  ^^ An  act  to 
amend  section  815,  art.  2,  chap.  21,  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  con- 
cerning discrimination  allowed  in  the  shipment  of  grain ;''  which  i^v^as 
read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Edwards  of  Lafayette  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  X12, 
entitled  "An  act  for  the  completion,  improvement  and  furnishing 
necessary  heating  apparatus  and  furniture  for  the  Normal  School 
Building  of  the  Second  District,  and  to  appropriate  money  therefor  ;'^ 
which  was  read  first  time  and  60  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Bouse  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  113,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  sections  3486,  3487, 3488  and  3489,  art.  4,  chap.  59,Bevised  St^t- 
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utes,  entitled  *  Of  practice  in  civil  cases ;' "  which  was  read  first  time 
and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Byms  introduced  Senate  bill,  No.  114,  entitled  ''An  act  to 
amend  section  3046,  art.  9,  chap.  44  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Mis- 
«ouri  entitled  '  Of  justices  courts ;' "  which  was  read  first  time  and  60 
copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Byms  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  115,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  section  1819,  article  18,  chapter  24  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of 
Missouri,  concerning  '  Crimes  and  ctiminal  procedure ;' "  which  was 
read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  Mabrey  introduced  Senate  bill  No.  116,  entitled  '^An  act 
authorizing  counties  having  a  past  due  indebtedness  for  the  the  build- 
ing of  court  houses  and  jails  to  refund  the  same  and  at  a  lower  rate  of 
interest;"  which  was  read  first  time  and  50  copies  ordered  printed. 

Senator  McMahan  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Oom- 
mittee  on  Agriculture ;  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President  :  Tour  Committee  on  Agriculture  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred Senate  bill  No.  28,  entitled  ^^An  act  to  discourage  the  keeping 
of  useless  and  sheep  killing  dogs,  and  to  provide  indemnity  for  dam- 
ages done  by  same,"  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  and  have  instructed  me  to  report  the  same  back  to  the  Senate 
with  the  accompanying  substitute,  and  recommend  that  the  substitute 
do  pass. 

The  bill  so  reported,  being  Senate  bill  No.  28,  not  being  called  for, 
the  substitute  offered  by  the  committee  was  taken  up,  read  first  and 
second  times,  adopted,  and  ordered  engrossed. 

Senator  Stephens  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Roads  and  Highways,  which  was  read : 

Mr.  President:  Your  Coinmittee  on  Roads  and  Highways  to 
^hom  was  referred  Senate  bills  Nos.  42  and  44,  entitled  "An  act  to 
amend  sections  4314,  4316,  4317,  4320,  4321,  4322  and  4323,  chapter  84  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  entitled  'Of  bridges,' "  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  that  the 
accompanying  substitute  do  pass.    ^ 

The  bills  so  reported,  being  Senate  bills  Nos.  42  and  44,  not  being 
called  for,  the  substitute  reported  by  the  committee  was  taken  up,  read 
first  and  second  times  and  adopted  and  the  bill  ordered  engrossed. 

Senator  Cottey  submitted  the  following  report  from  the  Commit- 
tee on  Ways  and  Means,  which  was  laid  over  informally  and  300  copies 
ordered  for  the  use  of  the  Senate : 

Mb.  Prbsident  :    Your  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  to  wh<^4e 
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was  referred  the  resolution  hereto  attached,  referring  to  the  accounts 
and  settlement  of  the  late  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  Elijah 
Gates ;  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  same,  and  in 
answer  to  the  inquiries  therein  made,  would  state  for  the  information, 
of  the  Senate: 

1st.  That  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  by  Ex-Governor 
Phelps  to  settle  with  the  State  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer,  shows  the 
condition  of  the  finances  of  the  State  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1880. 

2d.  That  said  report  shows  the  amount  of  money  turned  over  to- 
Philip  £.  Ohappell  and  also  the  amount  deposited  in  the  Bank  of  Com- 
merce by  Oalvin  F.  Burns  on  the  10th  day  of  January,  1881,  without 
showing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  first  ten  days  of  Janu- 
ary, 1881. 

3d.  That  the  receipts  of  money  into  the  treasury  for  the  first  10* 
days  of  January,  1881,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $10,180.19,  that  the  dis- 
bursements of  money  from  the  treasury  for  the  first  10  days  of  January, 
1881,  amounted  to  the  sum  of  $22,927.03 ;  that  the  disbursements  for 
the  first  ten  (10)  days  of  January,  1881,  exceeded  the  receipts  for  the 
said  jperiod  in  the  sum  of  $12.746.84 ;  all  of  which  is  more  fully  shown 
by  the  tabulated  statement  hereto  appended,  marked  ^^  Exhibit  A,"  and 
made  a  part  of  this  report.

and  two  members  of  the  House,  to  be  named  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House,  which  committee  shall  proceed  to  make  such  settlement,  or  to 
correct  and  adjust  such  part  of  said  report  as  may  not  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  General  Assembly,  as  provided  in  section  seven  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  six  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  report  such 
statement  to  the  General  Assembly,  if  in  session,  but  if  the  General 
Assembly  be  not  in  session,  then  in  duplicate  to  the  Governor,  ^who 
shall  submit  such  report  to  the  two  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  next  meeting  thereafter,  to  be  proceeded  on  as  is  provided  in 
section  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  six  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
relating  to  settlements  with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer. 

"  Sec.  2.  In  case  the  committee  selected  by  the  Governor  to  settle 
with  the  State  Auditor  and  State  Treasurer,  and  to  inquire  into  the 
condition  and  affairs  of  the  other  State  officers,  fail  to  report  to  the 
General  Assembly,  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  section  seven  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  five  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  or  should  the  C3ov- 
ernor  fail  or  neglect  to  appoint  such  committee,  the  General  Assezably 
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shall,  immediately  after  its  organization,  appoint  a  committee  as  pro- 
Tided  in  the  first  section  of  this  act ;  in  cases  of  failure  of  the  General 
Assembly  to  approve  the  report,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  committed 
appointed  by  the  Qovemor  under  the  provisions  of  section  seven  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  two  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  which  committee 
shall  proceed  to  make  such  settlement  in  all  respects  the  same,  and 
governed  by  the  same  rules  as  provided  by  law  for  making  settlement 
with  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  and  report  such  settlement  to  the 
General  Assembly,  if  in  session  when  such  settlement  is  completed, 
but  if  the  General  Assembly  be  not  in  session  when  such  settlement  is 
completed,  then  said  committee  shall  report  the  same,  in  duplicate,  to 
the  Governor,  who  shall  submit  said  report  to  the  two  Houses  of  the 
next  General  Assembly,  to  be  proceeded  on  by  such  Assembly  as  is 
provided  by  law. 

"  Sec.  3.  The  special  committee  provided  for  in  sections  one  and 
two  of  this  act  shall  receive  for  their  services  the  same  compensation 
as  is  or  may  be  fixed  by  law  for  the  pay  of  the  committee  selected  by 
the  Governor  to  make  settlement  with  the  State  Auditor  and  State 
Treasurer  under  existing  law:  Provided,  that  if  such  settlement  is 
made  during  the  session  of  the  Generul  Assembly  creating  such  com- 
mittee, no  additional  per  diem  or  compensation  shall  be  allowed  any 
member  of  such  committee. 

"  Sec.  4.  The  report  of  the  committee  selected  to  settle  with  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer,  for  the  years  1877  and  1878,  not  having  been 
approved  by  the  General  Assembly,  by  reason  of  which  failure  no  set- 
tlement was  made  with  those  officers  for  the  years  named,  to  the  end 
that  such  settlement  may  be  made  as  soon  as  possible,  creates  an  emer- 
gency for  the  immediate  taking  effect  of  this  act;  therefore  this  act 
shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  passage."

Mr.  Pbesident  :  Your  Committee  upon  Lunatic  Asylums,  respect- 
fully make  the  following  report : 

By  authority  of  the  Senate,  your  committee  visited  Lunatic  Asy- 
lum No.  2,  located  at  St.  Joseph,  and  devoted  parts  of  two  days  in  ex- 
amination of  the  condition  and  necessities  of  the  institution,  the  build- 
ings and  the  grounds  therewith  belonging  to  the  State.

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THE  BUILDING. 

The  building  is  located  about  two  miles  east  of  St.  Joseph,  upon  a 
beautiful  tract  of  land,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and  ten  acres  (110), 
about  half  of  which  is  in  cultivation.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the 
building  was  accidentally  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  25th  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1879. 

A  joint  committee  of  the  two  houses  of  the  30th  General  Assem- 
bly went  to  St.  Joseph,  made  a  thorough  examination  in  reference  to 
the  fire,  and  the  condition  of  the  walls  and  property  of  the  State. 
They  reported  that  the  foundation  and  a  portion  of  the  walls  could  be 
utilized  in  rebuilding  the  Asylum,  and  from  examination  and  estimates 
made  by  architects,  they  reported  that  it  would  require  eighty-eight 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  $88,725.00)  to  rebuild 
the  Asylum  as  it  was  before  the  fire. 

The  Legislature  appropriated  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  ($75,- 
000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  the  asylum ;  with  that  appropria- 
tion the  undertaking  was  commenced,  and  your  committee  feel  pleased, 
in  being  able  to  state  that  the  edifice  has  been  erected  in  a  more  com- 
modious and  attractive  form  than  it  possessed  before  the  fire. 

The  reconstructed  edifice  is  328  feet  long,  the  center  building  52 
feet  long  and  four  stories  high  above  the  basement,  each  wing  being  138 
feet  in  length  and  three  stories  high.  The  whole  building  is  covered 
with  slate,  said  to  be  the  best  quality.  There  are  also  erected  to  each 
wing  additions  37x64  feet,  in  which  are  iron  stairways  supported  in  the 
brick  walls,  thus  a£fbrding  safe  and  convenient  access  to  the  building 
at  each  extremity  at  all  times,  and  furnishing  ready  means  for  keepiag 
the  inmates  separate.  There  are  also  wide  and  commodious  stairways 
in  the  center  of  the  building.  There  are  155  rooms  in  the  present  build- 
ing, which  the  superintendent  reports  as  being  39  more  than  were  con- 
tained in  the  former  building. 

The  increased  number  of  corridors,  passages,  windows  and  open- 
ings add  largely  to  the  healthiness  of  the  institution,  by  the  improved 
ventilation,  and  the  facility  of  admitting  light  and  air  to  all  parts  of 
the  building. 

The  edifice  is  well  heated  by  steam.  The  contracts  for  reconstruct- 
ing the  building  was  awarded  to,  and  performed  by  Geo.  Alson  &  Oo. 
of  Chicago,  111.  The  contract  for  steam  heating,  for  boilers  and  machin- 
ery, for  plumbing  and  gas  fitting,  was  awarded  to,  and  performed  l>y 
Sam.  J.  Pope  &  Oo.  of  Chicago,  111. 

So  far  as  your  committee  could  learn  and  were  able  to  judge,  the 
contractors  deserve  commendation  for  the  manner  in  which  they  com- 
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pleted  and  complied  with  their  contracts,  and  the  State  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated upon  having  an  asylum  of  such  commodious  and  thoroughly 
practical  and  useful  design,  presenting  such  an  attractive  appearance, 
BO  substantially  constructed  and  at  such  reasonable  cost. 

The  contracts  did  not  include  completion  of  the  fourth  story  of  the 
•center  building.  If  the  fourth  story  was  completed,  it  would  add  about 
sixteen  good  rooms  to  the  building.  The  basement  of  the  building 
should  be  cemented  and  the  basement  floors  should  be  paved  with 
brick. 

To  do  this  necessary  work  to  complete  the  building,  the  building 
commissioners  estimate  it  would  require  an  additional  appropriation  of 
£ve  thousand  dollars,  the  original  appropriation  having  been  ex- 
hausted, except  $51.89. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  the  appropriation  of  $6,000.00  for 
completing  the  building  should  be  made.  When  the  building  is  com- 
pleted, it  will  have  the  caoacity  for  about  three  hundred  patients. 

THS  PATIENTS. 

There  are  now  in  the  asylum  about  two  hundred  inmates,  all  of 
whom  seemed  to  be  well  provided  for  and  attended  to ;  the  halls  and 
building  in  every  part  were  neat  and  clean.  The  furniture  is  plain  and 
substantial)  and  at  the  same  time  sufficient  and  just  such  as  prudence 
and  a  view  to  fitness  would  seem  to  require.  The  water  supply  is  not  as 
great  as  the  present  necessities  of  the  institution  demand,  and  in  case 
of  fire  would  be  likely  to  prove  entirely  insufficient.  We  were  assured 
by  the  superintendent  and  the  president  of  the  board  that  an  inex- 
haustible supply  of  water  is  reached  at  the  distance  of  a  little  over  two 
hundred  and  ten  feet,  a  pipe  one  and  a  half  inch  in  diameter  having 
been  sunk  to  that  depth,  which  supplies  nearly  all  of  the  water  now 
used  in  the  asylum.  A  very  large  supply  of  water  is  an  absolute  ne- 
cessity for  an  institution  of  this  kind.  The  superintendent  thinks  that 
a  pipe  of  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter  should  be  sunk  for  water  sup- 
ply. It  could  be  placed  within  a  few  feet  of  the  present  pipe  and  when 
prepared  could  be  operated  with  the  engine  and  machinery  now  used, 
flo  that  the  cost  of  securing  this  inexhaustible  supply  of  water  could  be 
obtained  at  an  additional  cost  of  about  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  A 
I)ond  that  would  afford  an  abundant  supply  of  water  for  the  stock  upon 
the  farm,  a  good  reservoir  for  fish  and  a  supply  of  ice  for  the  institu- 
tion could  be  secured  upon  the  farm  and  near  the  asylum  at  the  cost  of 
about  $1,000.00. 

After  having  viewed  the  premises  and  considered  the  necessities 
of  the  institution,  we  recommend  that  $2,500.00  be  appropriated  for 
water  supplies  as  above  indicated.  ^ .,,.,.     ^OOqIc 
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Your  committee  were  agreeably  impressed  with  the  belief  that  ifc 
ip,  and  has  been  the  constant  aim  of  the  superintendent  and  managers- 
of  "  Lunatic  Asylum  No.  2,"  to  make  it  accomplish  all  the  good  possi- 
ble under  its  surroundings,  and  at  the  same  time  to  conduct  it  upon  as 
economical  a  basis  as  consistent  with  proper  usefulness.  This  was  emi- 
nently demonstrat-ed  in  the  erection  of  the  new  building.  In  conse- 
quence of  the  destruction  of  the  building  by  fire,  and  its  reconstruction^, 
the  institution  has  labored  under  many  difficulties  and  disadvantages 
during  the  past  two  years.  After  the  fire  many  of  the  inmates  were- 
taken  home  by  their  friends,  yet  many  remained  a  charge  upon  the 
hands  of  the  managers  without  proper  supply  of  clothing,  and  almost 
without  shelter,  in  the  dead  of  winter. 

With  commendable  promptness  the  authorities  of  Buchanan  county 
gave  the  use  of  their  commodious  court  house  to  the  use  of  the  patients 
remaining,  and  the  kind  hearted  people  of  the  city  of  St.  Joseph  fur- 
nished clothing  and  food  for  their  necessities,  and  the  city  advanced 
the  money  to  meet  the  pressing  expenses  until  the  legislature  could 
pass  the  proper  appropriation  bill. 

The  reconstructed  building  was  not  completed  until  early  in  the 
year  1880,  thus  leaving  the  inmates  about  a  year  without  suitable  build- 
ings and  means  of  cafe  and  attention.  Since  the  occupancy  of  the  re- 
constructed building  the  number  of  patients  at  the  institution  has  grad- 
ually increased,  and  the  asylum  is  now  nearly  filled  with  inmates,  and 
is  advancing  towards  its  proper  sphere  of  usefulness. 

Read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.

8tB :  I  regret  that  I  am  compelled  to  return  to  the  Senate,  in 
'wldch  it  originated,  a  bill  entitled  **An  act  to  amend  section  twenty- 
two  (22),  article  1,  chapter  1  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Missouri,  re- 
lating to  administration,"  without  my  approval. 

Article  1  of  chapter  1,  relates  to  the  appointment,  qualifications 
and  removal  of  ezeoutors  and  administrators,  and  the  section  sou^t 
to  be  amended  by  this  act  defines  the  duties  of  judges  and  clerks  of 
probate  courts  in  taking  the  bonds  and  examining  the  securities  re- 
quired under  that  chapter. 

Section  22  provides  that  ^^  the  court,  or  judges  or  clerk  in  vacation, 
shall  take  special  care  to  take,  as  securities,  men  who  are  solvent  and 
«ufllcient,  and  who  are  not  bound  in  too  many  other  bonds.''  How  can 
Judges  and  clerks  carry  out  and  make  available  for  the  protection  of 
dead  men's  estates  this  most  salutary  provision?  The  means  are  pro- 
vided in  the  same  section :  "  and  to  satisfy  themselves,  they  may  take 
testimony  or  examine  on  oath,  the  applicant,  or  persons  offered  as  his 
securities,"  and  as  an  additional  safeguard,  this  requirement  is  found 
in  the  same  section:  ^^  and  said  bond  shall  be  signed  and  executed  in 
the  presence  of  the  court,  judge  or  clerk,  who  shall  certify  to  the 
«Ame." 

I  can  not  conceive  of  a  valid  reason  for  the  modification  of  either 
of  these  provisions.  No  higher  duty  can  claim  the  attention  of  the 
law-maker  than  the  enactment  of  such  laws  as  will  afford  the  most 
<^ortain  protection  to  the  property  of  widows  and  orphans.    Deprived 
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of  natural  protection,  in  a  very  large  majority  of  instances,  left  with 
but  meagre  patrimony,  a  part  of  which  must  go  to  the  court  in  the 
way  of  fees,  the  orphan  ought,  in  confidence,  to  appeal  to  the  legislator 
to  be  surrounded  by  all  the  safeguards  and  protection  which  the  law 
can  give. 

It  certainly  can  not  be  argued  that  the  substitution  of  the  word 
"  require  "  for  **  take,"  and  "  many  "  for  ''  shall "  in  the  section  as  it 
now  reads,  and  the  addition  of  the  provisions  allowing  bonds  to  be 
^^  signed  and  acknowledged  before  a  notary  public  or  justice  of  the 
peace,"  will  throw  any  additional  safeguards  around  the  management- 
of  estates.  Upon  the  contrary,  it  seems  to  me,  that  it  would  operate 
in  a  directly  opposite  direction.  In  my  judgment  notaries  public  and 
justices  of  the  peace  ought  not  to  be  endowed  with  plenary  i>ower  to- 
determine  the  proper  form  of  a  bond,  or  the  sufficiency  of  the  security 
offered.  For,  while  the  amendment  does  not  provide  for  this  in  ex- 
press terms,  that  would  be  its  practical  effects.  These  officers  would 
not  feel  the  importance  and  responsibility  of  such  acts  as  a  judge  of 
court,  and  as  a  consequence  the  examination  of  securities  would  soon 
be  a  mere  form,  necessary  to  be  gone  through  with«  in  order  to  obtain 
letters  testamentary  or  of  administration. 

Judges  of  probate  courts  are  elected  by  the  people,  with  a  special 
view  to  their  fitness  and  fidelity,  and  ought  to  have  exclusive  control 
of  matters  of  such  vital  moment  to  the  large  and  helpless  class  which 
would  be  so  seriously  affected  by  the  purposed  change. 

I  do  not  see  why  the  law  as  it  now  stands  ought  to  be  changed  y 
and  I  can  not  give  my  consent  to  any  alteration,  unless  I  can  be  con- 
vinced that  such  alterations  would  afford  greater  protection  to  estates* 
Feeling  thus,  I  cannot  approve  the  bill.    Very  respectfully,

Mr.  President:  Your  Committee  on  Township  Organization,  to 
whom  was  referred  Senate  bill  No.  189,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  amend 
section  7433,  article  1,  chapter  162,  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  '  Town- 
ship elections,' "  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the 
same  and  recommend  that  it  do  pass. 

Senate  bill  No.  189  was  taken  up  and  ordered  engrossed. 

Senator  Stephens  ordered  the  following  report  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  State  University,  which  was  read  and  300  copies  ordered 
printed: 

Ma.  President  :  Your  Committee  on  State  University,  in  discharge 
of  the  duties  devolving  upon  them,  recently  visited  the  University, 
and  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

Jfirst — On  examination  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
Board  of  Curators  for  the  years  1879  and  1880,  we  find  the  same  to  be 
correct  and  in  accord  with  their  report  made  to  this  body.  We  also 
made  an  examination  into  the  present  status  of  the  University  with 
reference  to  the  estimate  of  expenditures  furnished  by  the  board  for 
the  years  1881  and  1882,  in  order  that  we  might  obtain  such  informa- 
tion as  would  enable  this  body  to  make  the  necessary  appropriations 
for  its  support;  We  found  that  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the 
University  during  the  last  two  fiscal  years  cost  981.25  less  than  the 
amount  it  had  at  its  control. 

Considering  the  various  departments  required  to  be  supported,  the 
many  contingencies  that  must  be  constantly  arising,  the  rapid  increase 
of  attendance,  and  the  further  fact  that  the  amount  expended  exceeds 
f  100,000.00,  this  small  balance  shows  more  clearly  than  any  details 
tiiat  we  can  give  the  rigid  ecenomy  of  the  conduct  of  the  institution 
and  the  carefulness  of  the  board  in  making  their  estimates. 

Second— In  regard  to  the  appropriation  necessary  for  its  support 
and  maintenance  during  the  coming  two  years,  we  would  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  the  necessary  current  expenses  of  the  institution,  ex- 
clusive of  salaries,  for  some  two  years  past,  so  far  as  the  committee 
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have  been  able  to  ascertain  the  facts,  has  been  in  the  aggregate  about 
4^10,000.00  a  year. 

This  is  about  twenty  per  cent,  of  the  entire  expense  of  the  institu- 
tion, a  smaller  per  cent,  than  can  be  shown  by  any  public  university 
or  college  in  our  country  known  to  us,  with  perhaps  one  or  two  excep- 
tions. 

The  average  number  of  students  now  taught  by  each  professor,  is 
very  much  larger  than  it  ought  to  be,  so  large  in  fact  that  in  some  of 
its  branches  classes  are  instructed  under  such  disadvantages  as  to  cause 
very  considerable  loss  in  the  value  of  instruction  to  the  pupils.  In 
justice  to  both,  the  teacher  and  the  taught,  we  could  not  suggest  any 
•diminution,  either  of  the  number  of  instructors,  or  in  the  amount  esti- 
mated by  the  board  as  necessary  to  pay  them,  but  consider  the  amount 
of  their  estimate  absolutely  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
institution. 

Third— The  crowded  state  of  the  recitation  rooms  is  one  of  the 
gravest  troubles  now  confronting  our  University.  The  evil  is  radical, 
and  if  not  removed  the  University  has  reached  the  full  limit  of  its 
capacity.  To  crowd  more  students  together  in  its  class  rooms  would 
be  indefensible.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  having  more  room,  the 
committee  would  respectfully  recommend  that  an  appropriation  be 
made  for  the  extension  of  the  University  Hall,  and  the  University 
building  proper  be  put  thoroughly  in  repair  and  enlarged. 

The  committees  of  the  two  previous  General  Assemblies,  have 
made  the  same  recommendations,  but  in  view  of  the  rapid  increase  in 
•college  attendance,  we  believe  further  delay  will  cause  an  injury  to 
that  institution  which  it  will  take  the  efforts  of  years  to  repair. 

The  institution  is  working  up  to  the  full  measure  of  its  opportuni- 
ties and  appliances,  the  faculty  are  working  together  in  harmony,  the 
reputation  of  the  president  has  already  transcended  the  limits  of  his 
own  State,  and  the  same  might  be  said  of  some  of  the  professors.  The 
morale  of  the  students  is  good,  and  their  devotion  to  the  institution 
and  its  honored  president  and  his  able  corps  of  assistants  is  honorable 
to  both. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say,  that  we  believe,  if  the  Univeraty  is 
put  in  a  position  to  do  thorough,  healthful,  honest  work,  for  all  the 
young  men  and  women  who  may  desire  to  take  advantage  of  the  op- 
portunities which  she  may  offer,  in  a  very  few  years  Missouri  will  have 
an  institution  of  which  the  State  will  be  proud,  and  no  Missouri  boy  or 
girl  will  be  beholden  to  the  munificence  of  another  State  for  the  ad- 
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Yantages  of  an  education  wLich  his  own,  and  perhaps  wealthier  State 

could  not  afford  him.

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  properly  caring  for  the  State  arms, 
accoutrements  and  military  property,  and  affording  protection  and  se- 
curity therefor,  each  cavalry  company  and  each  battery  of  artillery, 
organized  under  the  militia  laws  of  the  State,  shall,  upon  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  company  or  battery  commander,  and  upon  the  approval  of 
the  proper  battalion  or  regimental  and  brigade  officers  and  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, receive,  in  quarterly  payments  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum.  Each  company  of  infantry  so  organized  shall, 
in  like  manner  and  for  the  same  purpose,  receive  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum :  Provided^  however^  such  organization  shall  receive  said 
sums  or  such  proportional  lesser  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
such  aggregate  sum  from  exceeding  the  appropriation  herinafter  made. 

Sec  2.  There  is  hereby  appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the 
revenue  fund  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars for  the  purposes  designated  in  the  foregoing  section.

City  of  Jefferson,  March  14, 1881.        ) 

Sir  :  In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  casual  deficiency  in  the  revenue 
fund  will  occur,  extending  from  June  1st  to  October  Ist  of  this  year,  I 
recommend  that  the  Legislature  authorize  the  issuance  of  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  of  revenue  bonds,  bearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  to 
exceed  six  per  cent,  per  annum ;  or  authorize  the  Fund  Commissioners 
to  borrow  any  sum,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  that 
may  be  necessary  to  meet  the  emergency  of  this  casual  deficiency,  for 
such  length  of  time  as  may  be  necessary,  not  exceeding  two  years^ 
and  not  at  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  six  per  cent,  per  annum.  I 
am  inclined  to  think  the  latter  proposition  cheaper,  and  as  effective  as 
the  former. 

The  obligations  of  the  State  which  mature  on  the  1st  day  of  June, 
together  with  the  other  demands  made  upon  the  revenue  fund,  will  ab- 
sorb that  fund,  thereby  causing  a  deficiency  for  the  time  mentioned- 
The  importance  of  this  matter  will  commend  itself  to  your  prompt  and 
earnest  attention.

151,  entitled  ''An  act  to  authorize  the  appointment  of  stenographic  re- 
porters in  courts  exercising  criminal  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  ifelony 
in  cities  having  a  population  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  in- 
habitants," and  that  unless  objections  be  made  he  would  sign  the  same 
to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a  law.

In  the  city  of  St.  Louis  the  circuit  court  shall  cause  the 
said  city  to  be  subdivided  into  six  senatorial  districts,  aa  provided  by 
section  2  of  this  act ;  said  districts  to  be  of  compact  and  contiguous 
territory,  and  of  population  as  nearly  equal  as  may  be,  corresponding 
in  number  with  the  senators  to  be  elected  from  the  said  city  of  St. 
Louis ;  and  each  of  these  districts  shall  be  entitled  to  one  senator,  who 
shall  be  a  resident  of  said  district,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters 
thereof:  Provided^  That  said  district  shall  not  be  so  formed  as  to 
cause  the  residence  of  two  senators  now  representing  odd  numbered 
districts  to  be  in  the  same  district,  and  the  numbers  of  the  districts 
now  represented  by  such  senators  shall  not  be  changed. 

Sec.  6.    At  the  general  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty : 
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Sec.  6.  At  the  general  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  the  whole  number  of  representatives,  and  the  senators  from  the 
districts  having  even  numbers,  who  shall  compose  the  second  class, 
shall  be  chosen ;  and  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-four^ 
the  senators  from  the  districts  having  the  odd  numbers,  who  shall  com- 
pose the  first  class,  shall  be  chosen ;  and  so  on  at  each  succeeding  gen- 
eral election  half  the  senators  provided  by  this  act,  and  the  whole 
number  of  representatives  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  7.  All  courts  required  by  this  act  to  district  any  county  or 
city  into  representative  or  senatorial  districts,  shall  perform  such  duty 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1882,  and  cause  their  entries  of 
record  touching  the  premises  to  be  promptly  published  in  some  news- 
paper or  newspapers  of  the  proper  county  or  city,  at  the  cost  of  such 
county  or  city. 

Sec.  8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.  ,

Section  1.  Whenever  there  is  any  money  in  the  State  Treasury 
not  necessary  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  State  government 
and  to  meet  the  appropriations  made  by  law,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  State  Auditor,]and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  required,  to  transfer 
the  same  to  the  credit  of  the  State  sinking  fund,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  State  debt  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  the  interest  thereon 
as  it  becomes  due. 

Section  2.  Whenever  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  sinking  fund 
to  redeem  or  purchase  one  or  more  of  the  bonds  of  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, such  sum  is  hereby  appropriated  fpr  such  purpose,  and  the  fund 
commissioners  shall  immediately  call  in  for  payment  a  like  amount  of 
the  option  bonds  of  the  State,  known  as  "five  twenty  bonds  ;'*  Pro- 
vided^ that  if  there  are  no  option  bonds  which  can  be  called  in  for  pay- 
ment, they  may  invest  such  money  in  the  purchase  of  any  of  the 
bonds  of  the  State,  the  Hannibal  and  St.  Joseph  Railroad  bonds  ex- 
cepted.

There  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  revenue  fund 
the  additional  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000.00)  for  the  payment 
of  the  salary  of  the  chief  clerk  in  the  l^tate  Auditor's  office,  and  the 
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salary  of  Governor's  private  secretary,  not  otherwise  provided  for  in 
the  general  appropriation  bill.

or  corporation  on  whom  such  paper  may  be  drawn  where  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  are  kept  for  sale,  sold  or  exchanged,  and  the  person  who, 
or  corporation,  firm  or  company  which  may  issue  any  such  order, 
check,  memorandum,  token  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness,  shall ^ 
upon  presentation  and  demand  at  any  time  after  the  maturity  thereof^ 
redeem  the  same  in  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  supplies  at  the  cur- 
rent cash  market  prices  for  like  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  supplies^ 
or  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  as  may  be  demanded  by  the

and  Mississippi  rivers,  any  dead  animal,  carcass  or  part  thereof,  or 
other  nuisance,  to  the  annoyance  of  the  citizens  of  this  State,  or  any 
of  them,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be 
fined  for  every  such  offense  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  ;  and  if  such  nuisance  be  not  removed  within 
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three  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  second  offense  against  the 
provisions  of  this  section.

in  part  otherwise,  and  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  unless 
the  same  is  negotiable  and  redeemable  at  its  face  value,  without  dis- 
oount,  in  cash,  or  in  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  supplies,  at  the  option 
of  the  holder,  at  the  store  or  other  place  of  business  of  such  firm,  per- 
son or  corporation,  or  at  the  store  of  any  other  person  on  whom  such 
papers  may  be  drawn  where  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  are  kept  for 
aale,  sold  or  exchanged ;  and  the  person  who,  or  corporation,  firm  or 
company  which  may  issue  any  such  order,  check,  memorandum,  token 
or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness,  shall,  upon  presentation  and  de- 
mand, any  time  after  the  maturity  thereof,  redeem  the  same  in  goods, 
w^ares,  merchandise  or  supplies,  at  the  current  cash  market  prices  for 
like  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  supplies,  or  in  lawful  money  of  the 
United  States,  as  may  be  demanded  by  the  holder  of  any  such  order, 
memorandum,  token  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness. 

Sec.  2.  Any  oflBicer  or  agent  of 'any  corporation,  or  any  person, 
firm  or  company  engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  or  mining 
in  this  State,  who,  by  themselves  or  agent,  shall  issue  or  circulate  in 
payment  for  wages  o^  labor  any  order,  check,  memorandum,  token  or 
evidence  of  mdebtedness,  payable  in  whole  or  in^|»art  otherwise^  thaa 
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in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  without  being  negotiable  and 
payable  at  the  option  of  the  holder  in  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  sup- 
plies or  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  as  required  by  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  or  who  shall  fail  to  redeem  the  same  when  presented 
for  payment  at  or  after  the  maturity  thereof,  at  his  or  their  office  or 
place  o^  business,  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States,  or  who  shall 
compel  or  attempt  to  coerce  any  employe  of  any  such  corporation^ 
person,  firm  or  company  to  purchase  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  sup- 
plies from  any  particular  person,  firm  or  corporation,  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  ten  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such 
offense. 

Sec.  3.  All  fines  which  may  be  collected  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury  of  the  county  in  which 
the  prosecution  shall  be  instituted,  for  the  benefit  of  the  public  school 
fund  of  such  county.

fined  for  every  such  offense  any  sum  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars ;  and  if  such  nuisance  be  -not  removed  within 
three  days  thereafter,  it  shall  be  deemed  a  second  offense  against  the 
provisions  of  this  section.

No  oflScial  bond,  in  a  penal  sum  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  or  more,  shall  be  approved  until  after  the  sureties  therein 
shall  subscribe  and  swear  to  a  statement  to  be  duly  attested  and  en- 
dorsed on  or  attached  to  the  bond,  setting  forth,  in  full,  the  name,  place 
of  residence  and  occupation  of  each  surety,  the  kind  and  location  of  his 
property,  and  that  he  is  worth  a  certain  sum,  therein  to  be  stated,  over 
and  above  all  liabilities  and  exemptions,  and  such  other  particulars  as 
may  be  required  by  the  oflScer  or  court  whose  approval  of  such  bond  is 
sought  or  required.

Mr.  President  :  I  am  instructed  by  the  House  to  inform  the  Sen- 
ate that  the  House  has  taken  up  substitute  for  House  bill  No.  387,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  authorize  and  enable  the  respective  county  courts  of 
the  counties  in  this  State  to  purchase  real  estate  in  certain  cases  and 
dispose  of  the  same,"  and  refused  to  concur  in  Senate  amendment 
thereto,  as  follows  : 

Amend  by  strildng  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause,  and  inserting 
in  lieu  thereof  the  following : 

Section  1.  Whenever  under  any  order,  judgment  or  decree  of  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  by  virtue  of  a  sufficient  power  of 
sale  contained  in  any  mortgage  or  deed  of  trust,  any  real  estate  shall 
be  legally  oflfered  for  sale,  and  any  county  in  this  State  shall  be  inter- 
ested, as  trustee  of  any  fund  or  otherwise,  in  the  real  estate  to  be  sold, 
or  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  in  all  such  cases  the  county 
court  of  the  county  interested  in  any  manner  as  aforesaid,  may  by  an 
agent  duly  appointed  by  an  entry  of  record,  bid  upon,  and  buy,  any 
stich  real  estate  as  in  the  best  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  court 
may  seem  proper,  for  the  protection  of  the  interest  of  the  county,  or  of 
the  fund  of  which  the  county  is  trustee,  as  the  case  may  be.  It 
shall  be  competent  for  the  county  court  in  all  cases  to  give  its  agent 
all  suitable  directions,  and  place  him  under  all  proper  restrictions  as 
to  his  action  in  the  bidding  on,  or  buying,  ^ny  such  real  estate.  All 
real  estate  purchased  shall  be  purchased  in  the  name  of  the  proper 
county,  and  shall  be  managed  and  disposed  of  in  the  same  manner,  as 
nearly  as  practicable,  as  is  provided  in  section  7115  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  Missouri,  respecting  the  management  and  disposition  of 
school  lands :  Provided^  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  any  county  to  bid  for  any  real  estate  a  sum  greater 
than  the  cash  value  thereof,  nor  greater  than  the  interest  which  the 
county  has  in  the  real  estate,  or  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  thereof,  and 
costs.
